TROOPS. LANDED 
NEAR SANTIAGO 


Went Ashore at Daiquiri, the 
Spaniards Not Resisting. 


VICINITY SHELLED FIRST 


Disembarkation of the Soldiers 
Aided by Five Warships. 


A CLEVER NAVAL RUSE 


Attention of the Enemy Diverted by 
an Attack on Cabanas — Man 
Killed on the Texas. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Official dis- 
patches received to-night by both Secretary 
Alger and Secretary Long indicate that the 
laiding of troops near Santiago is progress- 
ing most favorably. The first landing was 
effected at Daiquiri this morning and met 
with comparatively slight resistance. This 
news was conveyed in the following dis- 
patch received this evening by Secretary 
Alger: 

Playa del Este, June 22. 
Secretary of War, Washington, D. C.: 

Off Daiquiri, Cuba, June 22.—Landing at 
Daiquiri this morning successful. Very lit- 
tle, if any, resistance. SHAFTER. 

Secretary Alger expressed himself as de- 
lighted at the expedition with which the 
landing of the troops was being effected 
and with the fact that no serious obstacle 
was being offered by the enemy. He con- 
strued the text of Gen. Shafter’s message 
to mean that the enemy had made merely 
a nominal and ineffective resistance by fir- 
ing from the hills at long range. 

Shortly after Secretary Alger received his 
dispatch Secretary Long received a more 
extended cablegram from Admiral Sampson. 
It was dated at Playa del Este at 6:50 this 
evening. The text of the dispatch, as trans- 
lated from the Navy Department cipher, is 
as follows: 

Admiral Sampson's Report. 

“Landing of the army is progressing very 
favorably at Daiquiri. There is very little 
if any resistance. The New Orleans, De- 
troit, Castine, Wasp, and Suwanee shelled 
the vicinity before the landing. We made 
a demonstration at Cabanas to engage the 
attention of the enemy. The Texas en- 
gaged the west battery for some hours. 
She had one man killed. Ten marine mines 
have been recovered from the channel of 
Guantanamo. Communication by telegraph 
has been established at Guantanamo.” 

In both army and navy circles, the in- 
formation contained in the dispatches of 
Gen. Shafter and Admiral Sampson was re- 
ceived with intense satisfaction. The land- 
ing of so large a body of troops as Gen. 
Shafter’s army is a task of immense propor- 
tions. A prominent official of the War De- 
partment said to-night that the complete 
debarkation of the troops, animals, field 
guns, and supplies within a-week after their 
arrival off the Cuban coast would be a task 
well accomplished. 

It is probable, in the opinion of the offi- 
cer referred to, that only a partial landing 
of the troops was effected to-day, and that 
the landing will be continued from day to 
day until completed. It is not unlikely that 
the troops will be landed at several places 
along the coast within a short distance of 
the headquarters which Gen. Shafter will 
establish for himself. 


Demonstration Before Cabanas, 


Admira] Sampson’s dispatch indicated that 
he was carrying out his instructions thor- 
oughly to clear a way for the landing of 
troops. The demonstration which he made 
with the Texas before Cabanas, which is 
just east of Guantanamo, easily may have 
led the Spaniards to suppose that a general 
landing was to be attempted in that imme- 
diate vicinity. It was evident from the 
text of Admiral Sampson’s uispatch that a 
considerable landing had already been ef- 
fected near Guantanamo, as he noted that 
communication by telegraph had been re- 
established at that point, and that the 
channel had been cleared of submarine 
mines. In the opinion of naval officers the 
landing at Guantanamo was of marines 
rather than of land forces. 

The cuble station through which 
American commanders will 
with the departments in this city has been 
established, as shown by the dates of the 
dispatches received this evening, at Playa 
del Este, a smail place directly on the coast 
and about twenty miles east of Santiago. 
The change was made from Camp McCalla 
to Playa del Este in order that the station 
might be nearer the scene of action.

No Interference with Shafter. 


The War Department this evening re- 
ceived another dispatch from Playa del 
Este, sent by Lieut. Col. Allen, a member 
of Gen. Miles’s staff. Its exact wording is 
withheld, but the statement was authorized 
that it said the troops were landing and 
that preparations had been made to attack 
Santiago at the side and rear.

Landing to Occupy Several Days.

PLAYA DEL ESTE CABLE STATION, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, June 22—9 A. 
M.—The army began landing to-day at 
Aguadores, fifteen miles east of Santiago de 
Cuba, It is not expected that the disem- 
barkation will be finished for several days. 

The ficet of transports which arrived off 
Santiago on Monday disappeared yesterday 
mornings for the purpose of making a dem- 
onstration at points east and west of San- 
tiago to deceive the Spaniards regarding 
the point of actual landing. The demonstra- 
tion to the eastward was made at Altares 
and that to the westward at a point about 
equally distant from Santiago. 

A Cuban who had deserted from the Span- 
ish ranks surrendered last night to the 
Marblehead, saying that he was unable 
longer to endure the starvation rations 
issued to the Spanish troops. He declared 
there were many others in the same con- 
dition and anxious to surrender. It is ex- 
pected that a number will go aboard the 
Marblehead to-day. 


TROOPS GO TO AID SHAFTER. 


Gen, Miles Convinces the President of 
the Necessity for a Larger 
Force at Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The reinforce- 
ment of Gen. Shafter actually began to-day 
by the departure of a regiment and a bat- 
talion of the troons at Camp Alger for San- 
tiago. They go to Newport News, and 
then by steamer direct to Santiago. 
If the expectations of the projectors 
of this movement are realized, these troops 
are likely to occupy actually less time in 
the passage than did the first contingent 
which left Tampa, notwithstanding the dis- 
tance is twice as long. 

Formal orders were issued to-day placing 
Gen. Guy V. Henry in charge of the new 
division of troops, composed of Duffield’s 
and Garretsun’s brigades, which is to rein- 
force Shafter. Gen. Henry is one of the 
most famous cavalry leaders in the army, 
and possibly in the world. 

In the determination of the Administra- 
tion to concentrate all its energies for the 
mement on the capture of Santiago, leav- 
ing the invasion and occupation of Puerto 
Rico to be accomplished later, Major Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles has won another victory 
over the civilian strategists in high places. 
It has been Gen. Miles’ idea from the mo- 
ment that the Santiago expedition was de- 
termined upon to make it an invincible 
force, so much larger and so much better 
equipped than the Spanish army defending 
the place that there would be no danger of 
a temporary check. 

He did not underestimate the enemy’s 
strength, and he realized that the move- 
ment would be looked on by the world at 
large, by the Spaniards, and especially by 
our own people, as a test of the American 
arms. A defeat of the invading force, he 
recognized, no matter how slight or unim- 
portant in itself, would inordinately en- 
courage the Spaniards, and correspondingly 
depress our own men, thereby tending to 
prolong the struggle. To avoid any such 
result the General commanding the army 
set out to organize and send against Santi- 
ago an army that would be able swiftly 
and surely to close in on and capture the 
refuge of Cervera’s fleet. 

Trouble in Securing Transports, 


The first difficulty in the way of carrying 
out this plan was met in the lack of ships. 
By reason of the famine in transports the 
force which left Tampa under Gen, Shafter’s 
command numbered but 15,000 men, when 
it was intended to include fully 25,000. For 
the same reason, and because the ships pro- 
vided had no accommodations for horses, 
the expedition started with a mere handful 
of cavalry and only six light and two heavy 
batteries of artillery. 

The moment the first section of the ex- 
pedition had gotten under way Gen. Miles 
set about preparing for the second install- 
ment. He first of all made an urgent call 
on the War Department for transports fit- 
ted for the conveyance of army animals, so 
as to be able to give Gen. Shafter his pro- 
per complement of cavalry. Orders also 
were issued concentrating at Tampa sev- 
eral batteries of heavy artillery to be sent 
to Santiago for the serious work believed to

be ahead of the army there in reducing the 
enemy’s land fortifications. 

It was while he was in the midst of these 
preparations that Gen. Miles was called 
suddenly to Washington to consult concern- 
ing the invasion of Puerto Rico. There is 
sound reason for the belief that Gen. Miles 
was strongly disinclined to the idea of re- 
turning to Washington just at that time. 
He considered that the most imporant thing 
to be done then was to perfect the Santiago 
expedition before embarking on the Puerto 
Rican venture, and he was sure he could 
better attend to that work at Tampa than 
in this city. His experience in shipping the 
Shafter expedition had shown him that the 
work needed close watching to keep it go- 
ing, and he had hopes of avoiding in the 
second embarkation the tedious delays that 
had characterized the first. 


Miles Convinces the President, 


Nevertheless, he dropped everything at 
Tampa and came on here, where he found 
the President and Secretary of War greatly 
interested in the Puerto Rican invasion and 
its energies toward the preparations for 


the entire War Department staff directing 
that undertaking. It did not take the com- 
manding General long, however, to convince 
both the President and the Secretary that 
the first thing to be done was to take San- 
tiago, and that to make sure of taking it 
with the least possible delay and the mini- 
mum of less of life it would be necessary 
to give Gen. Shafter somewhere in the 
neighborhood of twice the force he now has. 

The arguments and representations of 
Gen, Miles bore quick fruit in the ordering 
to Tampa of the four transports that had 
been sent to Fernandina in anticipation of 
an early more on Puerto Rico. Then four 
of the batteries of heavy artillery that had 
been left at various points on the Atlantic 
Coast were ordered to Tampa. Next the 
loan of the auxiliary cru:sers Yale and Har- 
vard, which happened to be fitting out at 
Norfolk, was secured from the Navy De- 
partment, and three regiments from Camp 
Alger, the Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Michigan and the Ninth Massachusetts, 
under command of Brig. Gen. Henry M. 
Duffield, were ordered to embark on them 
for conveyance to Santiago. The Thirty- 
third and one battalion of the Thirty-fourth 
Michigan went forward to-day by boat tc 
Newport News, where they will board the 
first of the auxiliary cruisers that is ready 
to sail. It is expected that the remainder 
of Gen. Dutffield’s brigade will go forward 
on Saturday. 

While these preparations for swelling the 
American force before Santiago are going 
on here, similar work is being done at 
Tampa, where transports for the second ex- 
pedition are being gathered and where sev- 
eral thousand men, with the horses for the 
dismounted cavalry accompanying the first 
force and the heavy guns that had to be 
left behind, will soon be embarked. 


Government Looking for Vessels, 


So far, the search for vessels suitable for 
conveying troops has been unavailing, but 
the War Department has sent an expert 
agent to Montreal with a view to purchas- 
ing outright one or.more of the transat- 
lantic cattle boats that ply from that port. 
These big boats would, it is believed, solve 
the problem of transporting the animals, 
that so far have proved veritable elephants 
on the hands of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. As the vessels will, if found 
available, be purchased outright for cash 
and then given American registry, no trou- 
ble. will be experienced on account of the 
neutrality laws, 

In its search for transports to complete 
the Santiago army and to convey the 
Puerto Rico expedition, the War Depart- 
ment has considered the question of pur- 
chasing transatlantic passenger vessels cap- 
able of carrying many times the number of 
troops that can be accommodated on the 
smaller coasting ships. Three liners have 
been offered and considered—the Adriatic, 
the Fuerst Bismarck, and the City of Rome. 
The trouble vith these vessels is that their 
draught is too great. They could not enter 
any of the ports of the South Atlantic coast, 
where troops must be embarked, and they 
would not be able to approach anywhere 
near the shore in case the troops had to 
be disembarked without docks. For this 
reason the department has found itself un- 
able to use the big liners, which otherwise 
offer such fine advantages as troopships.

LANDING IN MANILA MADE 


A London Report Says Foreign 
Warships Have Put Men Ashore 
to Protect Their Interests. 


GEN. AUGUSTIN’S WAY TO YIELD 


A Suggestion that Germany May Not 
Be Willing to Withdraw Her Men 
When the American Troop- 
ships Arrive. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes a statement alleged to come from a 
correspondent having access to good infor- 
mation, that the occupation of Manila by 
parts of the crews of foreign warships there 
is an accomplished fact, although it may 
probably be three or four days before the 


Official news arrives, by way of Hongkong. 
The communication proceeds to say: 
“Over a month ago Admiral Dewey pre- 

pared to bombard Manila. At this juncture, 
however, a new factor was added to the sit- 
uation. The German Consul, acting on pre- 
cise instructions which had just arrived by 
the German warship Irene, strongly opposed 
the bombardment. These instructions were 
clear and categorical and emanated directly 
from Emperor William’s Cabinet. 

“It was then that Admiral Dewey asked 
for reinforcements and supplied Aguinaldo 
with arms. While Germany gathered a na- 
val force the intention at Berlin was, if 
not to take possession of Manila, at least 
to co-operate in the landing, Admiral Dew- 
ey’s force not being sufficient to protect 
German interests. 

“Capt. Gen. Augustin had on his part in- 
formed his Government of the situation, and 
several interviews took place at Madrid with 
the German Ambassador, the result being 
that it was decided that Capt. Gen. Au- 
gustin should appeal to the foreign warships 
at Manila, excluding the American, to pro- 
tect the lives and property of the inhabi- 
tarts against the insurgents. 

“Tt was an indirect way of capitulating 
while sparing Spanish amour propre. There 
is no doubt Admiral von Diederichs has 
taken command of the forces landed, al- 
though he has not taken possession in be- 
half of Germany. But will he, when the 
American reinforcements arrive, be willing 
to allow his forces to reembark? The whole 
question lies there.” 


Augustin’s Family in Peril. 


LONDON, June 23.—Reports from Manila, 
says a special dispatch from Shanghai, in- 
dicate the existence of fears that Sefiora 
Augustin, wife of Capt. Gen. Augustin, and 
her children have been massacred by the 
rebels in Bulacan. 

It is thought, accerding to the same ad- 
vices, that this is the reason of the un- 
willingness of Gen. Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader, to allow the British Consul to start 
to rescue them, 


SPAIN’S PHILIPPINE POLICY. 


MADRID, June 22-In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day the policy of the Govern- 
ment in the Philippines has again been 
under discussion. Sefior Canalejas de- 
nounced the Government for trying to shield 
itself from responsib:lity for the present 
situation by closing the Cortes. 


THIRD MANILA EXPEDITION. 


It Will Leave San Francisco Monday— 
Gen. Merritt Will Sail on the 
Steamer Indiana. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Quartermaster | 


Gen. Ladington of the War Department re- 
ceived a telegram to-day from Quartermas- 
ter Long at San Francisco, saying that the 
third mil.tary expedition for the Philippines 
will leave San Francisco Monday next on 
six transports, namely, the Ohio, Indiana, 
City of Para, Morgan City, Valencia, and 
Newport. 

He added that Gen. Merritt, commanding 
the new Department of the Pacific, and 
prospective Governor General of the Philip- 
pines, probably will accompany the expedi- 
tion on the Indiana. 

Major Gen. Otis, the next in command, 
will accompary the fourth expedition to the 
Philippines. Quartermaster Long says also 
that the City of Puebla probably will be 
turned over to the Government to-morrow 
mornirg, but will be hardly ready to sail 
with the other vessels on Monday. Her de-

Storm in the Press Will Follow Our 
Acquisition of the Philippines, 
While They Get Nothing. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times, commenting on the 
continued discussion of the Philippines 
question, says: 

“There would be a storm of indignation 
in the German press if the United States 
were to become master of the Philippines 
while Germany got nothing. In the view 
of many German politicians anything would 
be better than that, and they would even 
prefer to see the intervention of several 
European powers to protect the life and 
property of their subjects from the rebels, 
followed by the acquisition of a naval sta- 
tion for each of them. 

“There is, in fact, a strong inclination to 
repeat the Chinese drama at Kiao-Chau 
wherever an opportunity is afforded. Rel- 
atively to what Germany already possesses, 
she has everything to gain by such a policy 
of fair shares all around. 

“There can, however, be little doubt that 
no European power or combination of pow- 
ers would venture to prevent the United 


States and Great Britain from settling th 
future of the Philippines conjointly > as 
least, under the protection of their conjoint 
naval forces. ontinental opinion would 
not only speedily acknowledge the strength 
of an Anglo-American naval alliance, but 
would be practically unanimous against in- 
curring the risk of the commercial conse- 
erences of a breach with the United 
ates. 


FIFTH PHILIPPINE EXPEDITION. 


It May

WASHINGTON, June 22.—According to 
the views of the War Department officials 
the possibility is that a fifth expedition 
from San Francisco to the Philippines may 
be necessary in order to carry the full quota 
of Gen. Merritt’s men who are to be sent 
to reinforce Admiral Dewey.

CONFUSION IN MADRID 


Position of the Queen Regent Has 
Become Untenable. 


EXPECTED TO RESIGN SHORTLY 


European Sovereigns Sounded on 
the Subject of Mediation. 


A Spanish Conservative Leader Says 
Peace Is the Only Alternative to 
Civil War or Revolution. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Teregraph says: — 

‘“‘All the information that reaches here 
from Madrid proves beyond a doubt that 
the position of the Queen Regent has be- 
come altogether untenable, and that her 
Majesty will resign the Regency within a 
very short period. 

“It may prove feasible to establish a Re- 
gency Council under arrangements favora- 
ble for the existing dynasty; but, according 
to present indications, this appears ques- 
tionable. In well-informed quarters here it 
is believed that the next defeat for the 
Spaniards will upset the conditions prevail- 
ing in Madrid, where the situation is al- 
ready extremely confused.” 

The Berlin correspondent of The Standard 
says: 

“The Queen Regent has privately caused 
those sovereigns who are her relatives to 
be directly sounded, and those whom she 
regards as friends to be indirectly sounded, 
as to whether they are willing to mediate; 
but the stage of diplomatic negotiations has 
not yet been reached, and it is very doubt- 
ful whether it will be reached for some time 
to come. 

The Paris correspondent of The Standard 
says: 

“There is no belief here in rumors of 
peace negotiations, as it is considered alto- 
gether improbable that the United States 
would listen, now that she has landed troops 
in Cuba. 

“The Temps prints a letter giving the 
view of a leading Conservative statesman at 
Madrid, emphasizing the necessity of seek- 
ing peace as ‘ the only way of averting civil 
war or appalling revolution.’ The writer 
says: ‘There can be ro delusion, Spain’s 
colonial empire is irretrievably lost. In an- 
ticipation of disturbances the colonial army 
ought to be sent to Spain.’ ” 


MADRID, June 22.—The press of this city 
protests to-day that there is no foundation 
for the reports coming from foreign sources 
that it is the intention of the Queen Regent 
to abdicate. It is declared semi-officially 
that her Majesty is determined unflinchingly 
to carry out the duties of her position. 


THE DYNASTY IN DANGER. 


Spanish Army and People Say They 
Have Been Betrayed by the 
Government. 

LONDON, June 23.—The Daily Telegraph 
publishes this morning a long letter from 
Madrid, in the course of which the writer 

says: 

“Peace or war is the all-absorbing topic. 
Every fifth word shouted in the overcrowd- 
ed cafés is ‘paz’ or ‘ guerra,’ and the de- 
sire for peace is unanimous. The feeling of 
the nation, and the military party especial- 


ly, is, however, that the Government has 


betrayed the country, and now only wants 
to arrange for peace to save the dynasty 
and itself. 

“Therefore peace must be made with the 
nation’s express consent, not behind its back 


by private letters to the Pope and the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Emperor. It may be desir- 
able to uphold the monarchy, but the coun- 
try must be saved even though the dynasty 
were to disappear in the effort. 

“In fact, the Government has succeeded 
in placing the dynasty in an unenviable 
light and in ranging it against the Spanish 
Army, and it has also made the question of 
peace and war a choice between the inter- 
ests of the dynasty and the welfare of the 
Spanish people.” 


COAL FOR THE CADIZ FLEET? 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—News_ has 
reached here that 12,000 tons of coal is be- 
ing loaded on shipboard at Valparaiso, 
Chile. As coal is worth about $18 a ton 
there, the purchase excites great curiosity 
here, and it has been suspected that it 
was being made on Spanish account. If 
this should prove to be true, and the fact 
will soon be known, it would seem to indi- 
cate a purpose on the part of the Span- 
ish naval commander, Camara, to carry 


the Cadiz fleet around into the Pacific and 
use these colliers to supply the fleet with 


cecal. 
In this case the object of attack probably

SPAIN MUST LOSE ALL. 


Cabinet Officer Says Puerto Rico and 
the Philippines Will Not Be 
Given Back to Her. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, on “the au- 
thority of a prominent member of the Cab- 
inet,” says: 

“The Government has not yet formulated 
a definite policy as to the Philippines and 
Puerto Rico, but, while indisposed to retain 
the Philippines, it will not allow them again 
to be subject to Spanish rule. If the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines proved a failure 
the islands perhaps might be sold, preferably 
to Great Britain. Puerto Rico might be per- 
manently retained owing to its proximity to 
the United States and its strategic value.” 

The Daily Mail, commenting editorially on 
the dispatch from its Madrid correspondent, 
says: 

“‘In the absence of the American fleet a 
Philippine Republic would not endure for a 
year. A wild scramble for coaling stations 
by the powers would begin, and a sale to 
England would inflame a most dangerous 


jealousy on the part of less favored bidders, 
The United States must hold the Philip- 
pines.” 


Distress in Spanish Mining Regions. 


BARCELONA, June 22.—The situation in 
the mining regions of Catalonia is most se- 
rious. There are 17,000 people out of em- 
ployment, and more factories are expected 


to close shortly. A renewal of rioting is ex- 
pected, but the authorities are doing every- 
thing possible to prevent this. 


Tobacco Cultivation in Spain. 


MADRID, June 22.—In the Senate to-day 
a proposal for the free cultivation of tobac- 
eco in Spain has been under consideration, 


the chief argument in its favor being that 
Spain imports tobacco largely from the 
United States. 


MUCH SPECULATION IN COAL. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The heavy de- 
mand for coal is inducing a number of 
thrifty individuals near the seat of war 
to secure large stocks of this necessity of 


naval warfare on the presumption that the 
Government will purchase it rather than al- 
low it to fall into the hands of the enemy. 
The State Department has received a draft 
for a large amount, drawn by a colored man 
at Jamaica, who had stocked up coal and, 
without contract or negotiations, drew on 
the department for the full stock at $12 per 
ton. 

As this grade of coal is selling for less 
than $2 at points where the navy can se- 
cure it in this country, the draft was con- 
sidered out of reason, even had any ar- 
rangement been made for purchase. The 
navy officials, when inquiry was made of 
them, said they knew nothing of this stock 
of coal. As a result, the draft is not likely 
to be honored, and this particular stock of 
— coal will be left on the owner's 

ands. 


GERMAN TARS FOR OUR NAVY. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Berlin corres- 
pondent of The Stardard says: 

“The semi-official Post hears from Ant- 
werp that persons commissioned by the 
Washington Goverrment to enlist seamen 
on neutral soil are said to have enlisted 
more than a thousand Germun saliors for 
the American Navy, and the auxiliary cruis- 
ers. This would explain the difficulty Ger- 


man Captains have experienced of late in 
manning their ships.” 


NOW TO ARRAIGN TAMMANY. 


Mr. Quigg’s Committee Will Present 
Its Evidence Against the Admin- 
istration to the Governor. 


The Republican County Committee’s spe- 
cial committee appointed to present to Gov. 
Black the case of the Republican organiza- 
tion against Tammany Hall relative to the 
removal of Police Commissioners Philips 
and Hamilton. will leave for Albany on the 
Empire State Express at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning.

The Plan with That End in View 
Not Lost Sight Of by the 
Administration. 


AWAITING SANTIAGO RESULTS 


The Regulars Now Operating in Cuba 
to Take the Lead in the Assault 
on Puerto Rico and Later 
on Havana. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—While pushing 
the preparations to strengthen Gen. Shafter 
at Santiago, even to the extent of doubling 
his force if need be, the Administration has 
by no means abandoned the idea of taking 
Puerto Rico or permitted preparations for 
that expedition to lag. To drop the idea 
of taking Puerto Rico, when it has been 
resolved that possession of that rich Span- 
ish colony must be secured to constrain 
Spain to yield all sovereignty in America, 
would seem to the Administration but an 
imperfect result of the war and one not 
to be thought of for a moment. 

Gen, Miles, who expects to direct the 
earrying out of the plans for this expedition, 
although he has not yet decided that he will 
accompany it, does not account for the re- 
ports that the capture of Puerto Rico has 
been dropped from the Administration pro- 
gramme. He may yet decide to accom- 
pany the expedition, but it is possible that 
business here and in Cuba may be so press- 
ing as to demand his attention to duty at 
headguarters, where he can have general 
oversight of all rovements. 

Much of the character of the Cuban cam- 
paign is to be determined by the course of 
events in the next week or so. If the first 
encounter with the Spanish forces leads to 
the opinion that the Spanish troops are 
stubborn and effective, a match man for 
man for the troops sent against them, it 
may be deemed necessary to send more re- 
inforcements before undertaking to dislodge 
the occupants of the fortifications. If, as it 
is expected, the Spanish troops prove to be 
inferior, and yield to persistent hammer- 
ing by well-fed and enthusiastic troops, and 
soon surrender or run, then the course for 
the future will be clearly determined. 

Very little importance is attached to the 
report that Blanco has sent “six battal- 
ions” or large bodies of troops to reinforce 
Linares, although he has had six weeks or 
more in which to reach Santiago with ad- 
ditional troops after the first intimations of 
an expedition to Santiago were mentioned in 
the newspapers. It would be a long march 
from Santa Clara, the most easterly rail- 
way point, to Santiago, and the country is 
not hospitable, being infested with insur- 
gents, but the 300 miles could have been 
covered by troops in fifteen days by march- 
ing twenty miles a day. That would be 
considered very hard marching in hot 
weather, and by poorly fed men, and it is 
not believed that Blanco has undertaken it. 
Still, it 1s regarded as not impossible, and 
it is considered quite probable, that he has 
sent to Santiago every man who could be 
drawn from the east end of the island, 
without giving up any of the few cities in 
which there were Spanish garrisons at the 
outbreak of the war, 

The original idea about the use of the 
Santiago troops, in part, in the undertaking 
egsinst Puerto Rico, is adhered to by the 
miijitary authorities of the United States, 
The brunt of the fighting at Santiago ap- 
pears likely to be borne by the regulars, 
supported by a few volunteers. The rein- 
forcemenis will be largely volunteers, and 
will be prepared to take up the work left 
to be completed.. That will free the regu- 
lars for service in Puerto Rico, and after 
that campaign kas been opened by the 


regulars, they will again be ready for serv- 
ice when operations are begun in Western 
Cuba. At each point the volunteers may 
have opportunity to take part in the initial 
proceedings with the regulars, but from 
then on the volunteers will be relied upon 
in great measure to do much of the fighting 
that remains to be done to render Puerto 
Rico and Cuba untenable for Spanish troops, 

Just what disposition is to be made of 
the transports: upon which the Santiago ex- 

edition was sent out is not stated at the 

Jar Department. From suggestions made 
concerning them, it is assumed that they 
are to be held for a time to ascertain 
whether they will be needed to carry troops 
from Santiago to Puerto Rico, or to re- 
turn for more troops for Santiago, and, if 
the latter prove to be the case, then a post- 
ponement of the Puerto Rico undertaking 
will be necessary. 

Although it is understood that the prepar- 
ations for the Puerto Rico expedition are 
being made at Fernandina, the censor is 
not permitting details of the arrangements 
to be sent out, and this course is to be 
adhered to even more carefully than in the 
case of the Santiago expedition. 


TAX ON BILLS OF LADING. 


Western Manufacturers Want “the 
Railroads to Pay for Stamps. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The members of the 
Western Joint ‘Traffic Association met 
again to-day to continue their discussion of 
the question ‘‘ How shall the war taxes on 


bills of lading be paid?’”’ The question was 
emphasized by the receipt of a letter from 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association pro- 
testing against the proposed action of the 
railroads to make the shippers bear a bur- 
den of the war tax. 

The manufacturers said they were will- 
ing to bear their share of the war tax, 
but they did not propose to pay the cost 
assessed against the railways. The law, 
they said, meant to make railways pay for 
the stamps. After the reading of the let- 
ter an adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow in order to give the members an 
opportunity to study the details of the law. 


NOT A NURSE, BUT A BRIDE. 


LEXINGTON, Ky.. June 22.—Miss Annette 
Railley, one of Kentucky’s best-known so- 
ciety young women, caused a sensation 
among her friends and sorrow among her 
relatives by writing them a letter, which. 
was recéived to-day, saying sne had not 
gone to Cuba as a Red Cross nurse, as she 
had told them, but had married on March 
21 Dr. C. Stuart Eliott, an Englishman 
she met while she was learning to be a 
nurse at Bellevue Training ool, 
York. 

She wrote her mother that the doctor 
comes of a fine old English family; that he 
has been appointed on the United States 
Marine Hospital Corps, and that they will 
soon go to Santiago. They are now in Mo- 
bile. Miss Railley is a daughter of Charles 
L. Railley, the well-known horseman and 
patron-of the New York Horse Show. She 
decided to go to Cuba two years ago, and 
went to New York to be a nurse. Her 
father went after her last Winter, but she 
declined to return home, insisting that her 
duty lay in Cuba, attending the sick and 
wounded.

hat is M. Hanota the Minister of-For- 
eign Affairs. But for him the French 
Chamber of Degvates might have taken ac- 
tion, openly siding with in, 

“ There is no doubt that had Manila been 
a Spanish victory there would have been 
an illumination of Paris. It was on ac- 
count of this sentiment that I endeavored 
to give the causes of the war when the 
Temps and Matin asked for interviews. I 
was told it was a revelation to the, French, 
and led to material modification of French 
opinina. They had not heard our side be- 
ore.”’ 

When the talk turned on England, the 
interviewer suggested that the sympathies 
of the British aristocracy were largely with 
the Spanish. Dr. Depew said he had not 
found them so. 

“TIT have met many of them durin 
visit,” he said, “and found them en- 
thusiastically with us, The women are all 
with us. That is the best test. The ma- 
jority of the people do not want a mere 
understanding; they want a hard and fast 
alliance. If Continental Europe intervened 
on the side of Spain, Great Britain would 
go as far as we were willing to make an 
alliance. 

“ Their idea of the re. of imperialism 
{s that it could be worked very successfully 
between the two nations. They are unani- 
mously in favor of our keeping the Philip- 
pines and make no distinction between our 
making Cuba a republic or keeping it our- 
selves. The result, they say, would be the 
same.”’ 

Asked if his opinion on imperial policy 
had changed Dr. Depew replied: 

“There are difficulties in my position 
which did not exist when I took it ae New 
conditions are arising all the while with 
the progression of the war which make it 
difficult to keep out or get out of this colo- 
nizing business. We must take into view 
the temper of our people, who would cer- 
tainly never give any colonies back to 
Spain. Transferring them or any of them 
to a European power would lead to a Euro- 
pean war in sixty days. It looks as though 
we would have to paint our white elephant 
brown and teach him to work.”

THE FRA DIAVOLO INSPECTED. 


More Vessels Many Not Be Needed for 
coast Defense. 


The Naval Board on Auxiliary Vessels 
yesterday morning inspected the yacht Fra 
Diavolo, lying off East Twenty-third Street. 
This boat will probably be the last inspected 
by the board, as the coast defense fleet now 
has enough vessels for present emergency. 

The steamer Colorado of the Wilson Line, 
which was inspected early this week, it 
is thought will be purchased for a trans- 
port. Major Summerhayes of the Quarter- 
master’s Department is still looking for 
steamers to be used in transporting the ex- 
pedition to be sent to Puerto Rico. : 

The Government wants to get large ves- 
sels that are not cut up into staterooms. 
American coastwise steamers are arranged 
for passenger service and have not the 
clear space between decks that is wanted 
for carrying horses and the supplies that 
have to accompany a regiment of soldiers, 
and it was owing to the scarcity of these 
vessels that made the department decide to 
use the Yale and Harvard for transport 

urposes. These two vessels can carry a 

arge number of troops, and on account of 
their great speed are admirably adapted 
for transports. 

Three vessels were inspected by Major 
Summerhayes yesterday with a view to 
taking them as transports. They were the 
Europe, the Minnewaska, the Victoria, and 
the Colorado of the Ward Line. 

The Europe and Minnewaska belong to 
the Atlantic Transport Company. The Eu- 
rope has a freight capacity of 5,000 tons 
and she can carry 870 horses. The Minne- 
waska can carry 7,500 tons of freight and 
1,100 horses. Both of these vessels have 
been used for carrying live stock from this 
port to London. The Victoria is a British 
steamer. 


Wounded While Extracting a Fuse. 


KEY WEST, June 22.—A warship which 
arrived this morning from the blockade of 
Havana brought in W. Henderson, Chief 
Armorer, and J. Herman, Gunner’s Mate, 
of one of the gunboats, who were wounded 
yesterday while at work in the armor 
room of the ship trying to extract the fuse 
from a one-pound shell. Henderson was 
struck in the abdomen by a piece of the 
shell and Herman had his right arm lacerat- 
ed. The men will be placed in the Marine 
Hospital. Both will recover. 


THE ALFREDO SAILS. 


This Naphtha Yacht Is to be Used as 
a Cuban Dispatch Boat. 


The naphtha and sail yacht Alfredo, that 
is said to belong to the Cuban Junta, and 
to be used as a dispatch boat, left her berth 
at Pier 4 East River at 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning and started for Key West. She 
was commanded by Capt. John O’Brien, 
known as “‘ Dynamite Johnnie.” Her mate 
is Juan Carevo, and there were three sail- 


ors and Capt. O’Brien’s son, John O’Brien, 
Jr., who shipped as a deckhand. 

The yacht was measured by the customs 
ofticers on Saturday, and on Tuesday she 
was officially registered. It had been an- 
nounced that the Alfredo was to go out yes- 
terday only to try her compass and test 
her engine. Nevertheless, she took a full 
stock of stores, and just before she sailed 
Capt. O’Brien said he was going to Key 
West. She used the naphtha going down 
the bay, but was to use her sail power only 
when she got out on the open sea, and to 
reserve her naphtha for emergencies. 

Capt. O’Brien expects to reach Key West 
in ten days, and there he will be met b 
two messengers from the Junta, after which 
the Alfredo will sail for Santiago and go 
into service as a dispatch boat. The Al- 
fredo flew the American flag when she went 
out yesterday, but when Cuban waters are 
reached Capt. O’Brien expects to hoist the 
es flag if Admiral Sampson will recog- 
nize it.

LONDON, June 23.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: 

“El Heraldo de Madrid says that the 
Government suppressed the chief part of 
the dispatch of the Governor of Santiago de 
Cuba (Gen. Linares) detailing the forces, 
means of defense, and provisions at his 
disposal. The impression in political and 
tmiflitary circles is that important news is 
imminent from Santiago. 

“It is generally expected that the Amer- 
icans will attempt a bompardment of the 
first line of defenses at the mouth of San- 
tiago Bay, simultaneously with landings to 
outflank the fortifications if silenced by the 
fire of the fleet. Then, if successful, they 
will move forward with the assistance of 
the insurgents for a decisive struggle at 
the,second line of defense in the interior of 
the bay, where the Spanish fleet may be 
expected to co-operate with the defenders. 

“The resistance is likely to be severe 
and prolonged. Indeed, the Spanish naval 
and military, authorities are hopeful that 
Gen. Linares, with the garrison and the 
volunteers, recently considerably reinforced, 
may be able, backed by Admiral Cervera, to 
Tepel the Americans, who would then be 
in a precarious position on the most un- 
healthful part of the coast. Santiago is 
provisioned for several weeks, and the au- 
thorities have taken possession of all the 
stores. The submarine defenses of the bay 
are of a formidable character.” 


NO ESCAPE FOR CERVERA. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—In relation to 
the report that comes from Santiago to the 
effect that Cervera’s squadron is giving 
signs of making a desperate dash out of the 
entrance of the harbor, the naval officials 
here say that Admiral Sampson undoubted- 
ly has done everything that prudence could 
suggest to prevent the svccess of any such 
movement. The fact that he did not allow 
the transports to join his squadron, but 
kept them twenty miles off at sea, is proof 


positive that he did not pene to subject 
them to possibilities of destruction at the 
hands of the Spenish torpedo boats should 
one or more of them manage to escape from 
the harbor over the wreck of the Merrimac. 

As for the larger vessels—the Vizcaya, 
Oquendo, Colon, and Maria Teresa—the offi- 
ecials are confident that, notwithstanding the 
reports from Spanish sources that the Mer- 
rimac does not successfully blockade the 
channel, these vessels cannot emerge with- 
out blowing up the wreck. However, Samp- 
son is taking no chances that can be avoid- 
ed, ond now that his fleet is so largely re- 
inforced by the seventeen warships that 
made up the convoy which escorted the 
transports, it is scarcely possible, should 
the Spanish ships force the passage, that 
they could escape destruction at the hands 
of the American fleet. 


ILLNESS IN SHAFTER’S ARMY. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The medical 
authorities here are anxious that the troops 
at Santiago should be landed at the earliest 
possible moment, and believe that to effect 
this the commanders would be justified in 
exposing the men to some considerable de- 
gree of risk from attack, rather than to 
continue their confinement on board the 


transports. The fact that the animals taken 
abong have suffered heavy mortality is an 
indication that the troops cannot be very 
comfortable. 

The appearance of typhoid fever among 
the soldiers, as reported from Santiago, is 
said at medical headquarters to be due not 
to conditions on the transports, but to bad 
water or food taken in Florida before the 
transports embarked. It is manifestly im- 
possible, from a medical point of view, for 
typhoid fever to develop within the short 
space of time that the transports have been 
at sea, unless the germs were absorbed some 
time before the vessels left Tampa. 


Torpedo Boats for Sampson’s Fleet. 


NEWPORT, R. L, June 22.—Word has 
been received by Commodore Kautz of the 
naval station from the Navy Department 
to dispatch all the torpedo boats at the tor- 
pedo station at once to join Admiral Samp- 
son’s fleet, and in pursuance of this order 
the McKee left at 4 o’clock this morning 
and the Morris during the afternoon. The 
Gwin and Talbot are hauled out at Crawly’s 
shipyard and they will probably leave to- 
morrow. 


MARINES NOT MUTILATED. 


Surgeon Generat Van Reypen Learns 
that the Reports of Spanish Atroci- 
ties Are Untrue. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—A letter has 
been received here by Surgeon Gen. Van 
Reypen of the hospital ship Solace, which 
the officials think disproves the report that 
the Spaniards mutilated the bodies of the 


marines who had been killed in the battle 
of Guantanamo Bay. The surgeon who 
wrote the letter had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the dead as well as the wounded, and 
he writes to Dr. Van Reypen on the subject 
as follows: 

’*The wound of exit is an entirely dif- 
ferent wound from that made by the Lee 
rifle. It is a very ugly opening, and it 
led some to suppose that the first dead had 
been mutilated. This is now believed to be 
an error.’’ 

The following resolution on this subject, 
introduced by Mr. Davis, (Rep., Minn.,) was 
adopted to-day by the Senate: 

“That the Secretary of the Navy is di- 
rected to inform the Senate whether the 
bodies of the United States marines or sail- 
ors who were recently killed in battle at 
or near Santiago de Cuba were mutilated 
after death by the Spanish soldiers and to 
transmit to the Senate copies of the official 
correspondence and reports upon the sub- 
ject of this inquiry.”

PLAYA DEL ESTE CABLE STATION, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, June 22.— 
The launches of the cruiser Marblehead and 
the gunboat Dolphin yesterday, by com- 
mand of Commander McCalla, dragged the 
channel leading to the town of Caimanera 


and turned up seven contact mines, each 
containing 112 pounds of guncotton. The 
mines were exactly similar to those found 
some days since by the Texas and Marble- 
head, and every one had been hit by one 
of our boats on the occasion of the bom- 
bardment. Commander McCalla said the 
esca of the American warships was little 
short of providential. 

The work of dragging out the mines, un- 
der charge of Lieut. Boughter of the Mar- 
blehead, Ensign Cole of the Dolphin, and 
Ensign Gherardi of the Marblehead, who 
directed the launches, was dangerous, and 
was very handsomely done by the young 
officers. 


American Sailors from Jamaica. 


The steamer Holstein, that arrived yes- 
terday from Kingston, Jamaica, brought 
eight American sailors, whose fares had 
been paid by the United States Consul at 
that place. Arthur Parkinson, one of the 
men, had been one of the crew _ of the 
United States ship Saratoga, and had broken 
his leg in service.

FOR COLORED YOLUNTEERS 


A Thousand Afro-Americans Take 
Steps for Recognition. 


BITTER AT GOVERNOR BLACK 


T. McCants Stewart Tells of an Inter- 
view with Him— May Carry the 
Matter to the Polls—Committee 
to See President McKinley. 


One of the largest mess meetings of colored 
citizens held in this city for years assembled 
last night in St. Mark’s Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in West Fifty-third Street, under 
the auspices of the Committee on Organiza- 
tion of Afro-American Volunteers. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to make some ex- 
pression in reference to the recent refusal 
of Gov. Black to accept a regiment of Afro- 
Americans for service in the present war 
with Spain, 

Nearly 1,000 persons crowded into the 
building, including a detachment of about 
200 men of the proposed regiment, which 
attended in a body, fully | armed and 
equipped. The meeting, which was wildly 
patriotic, was presided over by T. Thomas 
Fortune, editor of The Age, a secular paper, 
and among the leaders in the proceedings 
were the pastors of nearly all the colored 
churches in the city and a number of 
colored lawyers and professional men. The 
object of the meeting was made known in 
the report of T. McCants Stewart, a well- 
known colored lawyer, Chairman of a com- 
mittee which called upon Gov. Black about 
three weeks ago, asking that he authorize 


the formation of a National guard regiment 
of Afro-American volunteers. 

For the two or three months @ 
former soldier in the United States Army 
has been enrolling Afro-Americans for 
service in the Spanish war at a hall at 451 
Seventh Avenue, and a_ graduate of West 
Point, an officer in the United States Army, 
now on sick leave, has been drilling them 
every night. There have been over 400 men 
enrolled. Chairman Stewart, in making his 
re est of the conference with Gov. Black, 
said: 

“We called the Governor’s attention to 
the fact that Afro-Americans had repeated- 
ly shown their patriotism in times of war, 
and that a part of American history during 
the civil war was made by three New York 
regiments of Afro-Americans. We told him 
that, while regretting and opposing as a 

licy the separation of the races in organ- 
zations under the control of the State, yet 
desiring to make some reagent to the Na- 
tion’s call for volunteers, t being unable 
to do so as citizens of New York because 
they are not a part of the National Guard 
of the State, Afro-Americans desire to or- 
ganize a regiment. We earnestly re uested 
the Governor to designate a commitee of 
Afro-Americans to raise a regiment of Afro- 
Americans for service under the pending 
call of the President or to be subject to 
military duty under any further call for vol- 
unteers. We further requested that the 
Governor appoint Afro-Americans as offi- 
cers of such regiments when qualified under 


the statutes. 
Gov. Black’s Reply. 


“The Governor said in reply that under 
the policy of the President, which policy he 
did not approve, he was compelled to draw 
exclusively upon the National Guard in 


meeting the President’s call for volunteers, 
and that the National Guard, as consti- 
tuted, was more than sufficient to meet the 
calls so far made by the President. When 
the Gevernor’s attention was called to the 
fact that no Afro-Americans were in the 
National Guard, and that when hy! apply 
for membership in the usual way they are 
refused, he admitted that it was an un- 
fortunate situation. 

“But when asked to exercise his un- 
doubted discretion and enlarge the National 
Guard by organizing a regiment of Afro- 
Americans, he said that such a course would 
require an expenditure of several hundred 
thousand dollars, and that the people would 
condemn him for making the outlay when 
he had all the men he needed in the Na- 
tional Guard as at present constituted. He 
said, however, in an off-hand way that he 
would give the matter consideration. 

“Tt is not the Governor’s fault that we 
are not in the National Guard. We have 
had to agitate for equality of rights in 
public schools and in public accommoda- 
tions. We must now agitate for representa- 
tion in the Naticnal Guard, and the best 
public sentiment will sustain us. Massa- 
chusetts sent a mixed regiment to the front. 
Ohio sent a mixed battalion in command of 
Major Young, an Afro-American graduate 
of West Point, and the Governors of South- 
ern States, like Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, have sent Afro-American volunteers 
with Afro-American officers to the Presi- 
dent, and we understand he is trying to 
pursue a policy of exclusion against all 
Afro-Americans as commissioned officers. 
This meeting should be heard in Washing- 
ton. A committee should go there, and tell 
the President that we oppose this un- 
American policy of his admin'stration.’’ 

The report was vociferously applauded. 
The Rev. Dr. J. M. Henderson, pastor of 
the Bethel Methodist Episcopal Church, a 
member of the committee, read a letter re- 
ceived yesterday from Adjt. Gen. Tilling- 
hast, in which he stated that there was 
nothing in the laws of the State to prevent 
a colored citizen enlisting in the ational 
Guard, and further stated that should the 
National Guard be increased, the Governor 
would give equal consideration to all citi- 
zens, no matter what their race or color. 
Dr: Henderson, in a lengthy address, fre- 
quently interrupted by applause, voiced the 
eagerness of the colored man to share in 
the honor and glory of the Nation’s arms. 
But he contended they were being balked 
at every turn, 

“The heart of the Afro-American class 
in this hour of war,” said the speaker, 
‘beats with true harmony with the heart of 
the American people as a whole, and we 
are determined to do our duty as citizens 
despite the obstacles that are placed in our 
way. We are just as anxious to die on the 
battlefield as our white brethren, New York 
City has at least one regiment that is not 
so anxious to go to the front as we. We 
will join the National Guard individually; if 
possible, but we want an Afro-American 
regiment to make history for the race. It 
is our right.” 


The Governor’s Action Disliked. 


Similar addresses were made by Bishop 
A. Walters of Jersey City, the Rev. P. B. 
Tompkins, pastor of St. James’s Episcopal 
Church; the Rev. Dr. W. H. Brooks, pastor 
of St. Mark’s Church; J. D. Carr, a lawyer, 


and James E. Garner. Some bitterness was 
shown over the refusal of the Governor to 
authorize the raising of a regiment of col- 
ored men, and threats were made to carry 
the question to the polls next Autumn, The 
following resolution was adopted unanimous- 


7 whereas, A condition of. affairs exists tn the 
State of New York in which Afro-American citi- 
zens are not permitted to become a part of the 
organized military system of the State, either 
as individuals or organizations, and, 

Whereas, The Afro-American citizens of New 
York have been informed by Gov. Black that he 
is powerless to remedy the existing condition, be- 
cause his hands are tied by the War Department 
at Washington, despite the fact that the laws of 
the State, over which the War Department has 
no jurisdiction whatever, place the whole in the 
hands of the Governor, be it 

Resoived, That this meeting deplores the re- 
fusal of Gov. Black to afford relief to the Afro- 
American <itizens of New York upon the unten- 
able ground tbat he is controlled by the War 
Department on the one hand, and that the tax- 
payers of the State would not justify him in 
making the expenditure necessary to furnish the 
desired relief on the other, when the tax- 
payers have placed the matter in his discretion 
and have never required a close-fisted parsimony 
in defraying the expense of furnishing troops 
for the common defense, and would in no wise 
do so when a flagrant injustice was possible to 
be done a large and patriotic section of the 
tax-paying citizenship of the State.

AMBULANCE SOCIETY MEETING. 


Requisition for $12,000 Worth of Sup- 
plies for the Red Cross. 


The Executive Committee of the First 
--ew York Ambulance Red Cross Equipment 
Society met at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon at the home of Mrs. W. S. Cowles, the 
President, 689 Madison Avenue. Mrs. 
Charles F. Roe was present and gave a talk 
on practical matters. 

As che committee decided last week to re- 
Serve the right to divert any of its funds 
from the purchase of ambulances to getting 


supplies not procured by other Red Cross 
auxiliaries, the Red Cross Society sent a 
requisition to the committee for articles 
the aggregate cost of which is estimated 
at $12,000. 

The list includes fittings for launches, 
medical supplies, bandages, &c.; condensed 
milk, soups, three ambulances, with har- 
ness, &c.; eighteen uniforms, twelve Chad- 
wick carriers, fifty regulation army canvas 
stretchers, anj the providing Red Cross 
stations for supplies at Chickamauga, 
Jacksonville, and Camp Alger with. deli- 
ecacies. The Ambulance Society will en- 
deavor to secure these things from the pub- 
lic. They are anxious to have an auxiliary 
formed to collect money for supplying the 
food and delicacies necessary to hospitals.

COMPLAINTS FROM SOLDIERS. 


Men at Chickamauga Also Express 
Thanks for Assistance, 


Several letters from soldiers in camp at 
Chickamauga were received yesterday at 
the headquarters of the New York Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Family Protective Association, 
all expressing gratitude for assistance ex- 
tended to the families of the writers, thank- 


ing the association for kindly advice and 
complaining bitterly of the laxity of the 
State authorities in failing to pay the men 
the amounts due them. 

One letter, a sample of some thirty or 
forty received, was from a private in the 
Twelfth Regiment. It was dated Camp 
Thomas, June 20, and read as follows: 

I don’t know how te thank you for the as- 
sistance you are willing to give my family with 
my help, as I know the money I get from the 
Government will hardly keep them together. I 
know they must be in need of help, as I am away 
from them since May 2, and they are dependent 
on me—my wife and child and young brother. I 
thought I would be able to send money to my 
wife by this time, but have not received as much 
as one cent of pay for the time we were at 
Peekskill, and we have given up thinking about 
it. As soon as I’ get my nay I will be only too 
glad to send it to the loved ones at home. As 
for the canteen, I do not patronize it except for 
tobacco, soap, lemons, and writing material. 

Another letter, from a private in the 
Ninth, says: ‘‘I do not patronize the can- 
teen; it could not be done very well if I 
wanted to, as the regimental officers do 
not allow more than 10 cents a day in 
checks to be drawn for the canteen. I take 
two checks a week, with which I buy two 
packages of tobacco.” 


Red Cross Dispatch Boat. 


The yacht Admiral, rechristened the Red 
Cross, arrived in this city yesterday, and is 
now at the foot of Twenty-third Street, 
Brooklyn. She came from Providence, and 
will be fitted out as a dispatch boat for the 
Red Cross Society. She will probably sail 
Monday for Key West. 


PURCHASES FOR THE ARMY. 


Paper Air Cushions to be Used on the 
Relief. 


Major George H. Torney has purchased 
for use in the army hospital ship Relief 110 
dozen paper air cushions and pillows. These 
cushions are of Japanese manufacture, and 
are said to be more durable and flexible 
than those made of rubber. The Relief will 
carry supplies for the establishment of field 
hospitals on the Cuban coast. 

The Quartermaster’s Department yester- 
day awarded contracts for several thousand 
pairs of socks, several thousand tents, and 
$15,000 worth of tools for the army.

EX-BANKER DREYER GUILTY. 


Convicted in Chicago of Withholding 
$316,000 of Park Funds. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Ex-Banker Edward 
S. Dreyer was to-night found guilty of 
withholding $316,000 of the funds of the 
West Park Board of Commissioners, of 
which he was Treasurer, from Fred M. 
Blount, his successor in office. There was 
a discrepancy in the account as kept by the 


board and the bank of BE. S. Dreyer & Co. 
There are fifteen indictments still hanging 
over Dreyer’s head. Seven of the indict- 
ments are pending in the United States 
Court on writ of habeas corpus proceedings, 
the charge being that of receiving money 
after becoming insolvent. Four more in- 
dictments are for receiving money on false 
pretenses, three are for embezzlement, and 
one is based on the charge of conspiracy. 
The penalty for Dreyer’s offense will be 
- indeterminate sentence in the peniten- 
ary.

Representative Todd’s Attack on 
Transportation Answered by the 
Quartermaster General. 


LARGE SURPLUS PROVIDED FOR 


The Deficiency Bill Contains an Item 
of $53,000,000 — Provision Made 
for Emergencies When Men 
Must Be Hurried Forward. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Charges of ex~- 
travagance in the appropriations asked by 
the Quartermaster General's Department 
for army transportation, made by Repre- 
sentative Albert M. Todd of Michigan, have 
attracted some attention at the War De- 
partment. 

In the course of a speech delivered on 
Monday in the House, Mr. Todd pointed 
out that of the $91,950,000 appropriated for 
the Quartermaster’s Department for the en- 
suing six months in the Deficiency Dill 
$53,000,000 is for transportation. This, he 
showed, is four times the amount appro- 
priated for regular supplies for the army, 
which is but $11,500,000, and it is more 
than the sum required for the pay of the 


entire army, which is $45,271,831.18. Hsti- 
mating 275,000 men in the service, allowing 
20,000 miles of inland travel to each, and 
calculating the cost of sea transportation 
according to the figures furnished by the 
War Department, Mr. Todd submitted the 
following as a liberal estimate of the cost 
_of both inland and marine transportation 
for the six months from July 1, 1898: 

Inland transportation, $8,250,000; cavalry 
horses and x mules, $900,000; food, sub- 
gistence, and equipage, $2,750,000; total, in- 
land transportation, $11,900,000; total marine 
transportation, $4,686,300; total land and 
marine transportation, $16,586,300. Mr, Todd 
wanted to know what was to be done with 
the difference between this sum, which rep- 
resented all he thought the transportation 
of the army ought to cost, and the more 
than fifty millions called for by the esti- 
mates submitted by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. The disproportion between the pay 
the enlisted men of the army receive and 
the amount paid to the railroads was, Mr. 
Todd thought, entirely too great. He ex- 

ressed the belief that the amount named 
n the bill for army transportation for the 
next six months was “greatly in excess 
of a!l possible requirements, if properly 
administered,” and he offered an amendment 
reducing the amount from $44,000,000 to 
$20,000,000. This not 
adopted. : 

When Quartermaster General Ludington’s 
attention was called to these statements, he 
said that the sum named in the bill was an 
estimate, pure and simple, and made large 
on purpose, in order to avoid the possibility 
of the army’s being hampéred through lack 
of funds for moving it. 

‘“‘We calculated what we thought it like- 
ly we would need on very liberal estimates, 
he said, ‘‘ and then added a good round sum 
to that to provide for contingencies. It 
would manifestly be unwise to take any 
risk of a shortage in the transportation ap- 
propriation, since an army that cannot be 
moved is very likely to be a useless army. 
There is no telling with any degree of ac- 
curacy what will be needed for this pur- 

se. 

Pe We cannot know how many men are 
going to be in service or how many times 
or how far they are going to be moved. 
Besides, there are numberless small items 
which are charged up. asurnst transporta- 
tion which a layman would not count under 
that head. For instance, every well that 
is dug in camp and every gallon of water 
bought for the transports is charged to the 
transportation account. Then there is coal 
for the fleets of transports and scores of 
similar items that Mr. Todd naturally 
enough has not taken into consideration in 
his estimates. With all these elements of 
uncertainty entering into the problem, we 
went on the idea that it would be better 
to have too much money appropriated than 
not enough. Only what 1s needed will be 
spent, so that the size of the estimate need 
not frighten any one.”’ 

It is understood that the estimates for 
army transportation wee drawn on an 
avowedly liberal scale on the suggestion of 
Chairman Cannon of the Appropriations 
Committee, who suggested to the Quarter- 
master General that he make the figures 
big so as to provide against deficiencies.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 22.—It may 
be comfort to some Iowa, Wisconsin, New 
Jersey, Illinois, Virginia, North Carolina, 
and Mississippi mothers to know that their 
sons serving here in Camp Cuba Libre as 
members of the Seventh Army Corps, United 
States Volunteers, seem less likely to be 


sick.than if they were at home, and are not 
in any sense suffering hardships. 

A correspondent has talked with fully 
two score of privates, representing all the 
regiments. Not one complained. Then he 
Saw a number of officers, who expressed 
decided satisfaction at their surroundings 
and supplies. Chief Surgeon Maus took the 
correspondent to the division hospitals, 
pointing out with gratification that the in- 
mates there numbered less than 1 per cent. 
of the total rank and file. Dr. Maus, who 
is of the regular army, and has no local 
projudices, said the camp is ideal, the water 
supply perfect, both as to quantfty and 
quality, and the climate actually salubrious. 

General Lee is well pleased, not only with 
the camp and its condition, but with the 
discipline of the troops. Prominent citi- 
zens point out that the men at Jacksonville 
have behaved in such exemplary fashion 
that they have earned the approbation of 
all the residents. Not a single case of 
brawling or insubordination is reported. 

There is room for a full corps of twenty- 
eeven regiments in the present camp and 
available ground adjoining, and the place 
is easily accessible by rail. 


It Is Said Hix Business in New York 
Caused It. 


CHICKAMAUGA PARK, Ga., June 22.— 
Majo: Lorrigan, commanding the First Bat- 
talion of the Ninth New York, has resigned. 
It is said that Major Lorrigan resigned on 
account of his business interests at New 
York. It is not known who will succeed 
him. Col. Greene will recommend the ap- 


pointment of a successor after Major Lorvi- 
gan’s resignation has been accepted by the 
War Department. 


Much surprise was manifested last night 
among officers at the Ninth Regiment 
Armory, when it was learned that Major 
Lorrigan had resigned. Major Lorrigan hes- 
itated a long time at Peekskill before en- 
listing, and when he did so it was thought 
that he had satisfactorily arranged his bus- 
iness affairs. It was known when Col. 
Seward resigned that Major Lorrigan did 
not favor the succession of Col. Greene, but 
it was saia last night that this would not 
have induced the Major to resign.

ILL-FED TROOPS AT NEWPORT. 


Nothing Yet Done to Relieve the Con- 
dition of the Forty-seventh New 
York Volunteers. 


NEWPORT, R. I., June 22.—The life of 
the members of the Forty-seventh New 
York Volunteers is by no means improving, 
and certainly Uncle Sam is neglecting these 
soldier boys in a very remarkable manner. 
No pay, no new uniforms, worn-out shoes, 
and poor food appear to be well founded 
causes of their grievances. The food is any- 
thing but sufficient, and for the lack of ex- 
perienced cooks much of the food the Gov- 
ernment provides has to be thrown away. 
For breakfast this morning the messes were 


served with green coffee, without sugar or 
milk, and bread. 

Then came company and skirmish drills. 
The latter drill was recently suspended on 
account of the frightful condition of the 
men’s shoes, which have not been improved 
any by their constant use. Had the Gov- 
ernment paid the men, matters would be 
in a much better shape for the comfort of 
these young soldiers, who are now to be 
seen daily upon Newport’s streets. A well- 
known society woman on Tuesday saw the 
condition of the shoes two soldiers were 
wearing, and had them “shod” at an es- 
tablishment on Thames Street. 

Wiken these men were being fitted they 
were found to be without stockings. These 
necessaries were also supplied by the wo- 
man in question. To-day those of the men 
who visited Newport were taken into vari- 
ous restaurants by the citizens and provided 
with substantial meals. Pitiful tales were 
told by the men, and all their stories 
agreed perfectly.

THE 109TH MUSTERED IN 


Increased Dissatisfaction in the Sev- 
enth—Officers of the Twenty-third 
Offer a Battalion to the One 
Hundred and Fourteenth. 


Capt. Theodore Lyon of the Eighth Regi- 
ment, in command of 235 recruits, left for 
Chickamauga yesterday morning, where the 
enlisted men will be mustered into the 
Highth Regiment, now in camp there. Some 
of the women friends and relatives of the 
men made another scene at the armory 
when the recruits took up the march to the 
elevated station. 

Previous experience had warned Capt.

The men, unequipped and un- 
armed, marched to the Eighty-ninth Street 
station of the Third Avenue elevated road, 
where a special train was taken for the 


Battery. There a Baltimore and Ohio An- 
nex boat conveyed the ‘men to Jersey City, 
where they took the 9 o’clock train South. 


The 109th Srworn In. 


The One Hundred and Ninth Regiment 
was sworn into the service of the State last 
night by Lieut.

Twelve 
men were yesterday sent to Fort Schuyler 
by Lieut. Col. Thurston to fill up the ranks 
of the Twenty-second Regiment there. 

At the Twelfth Regiment Armory Lieut. 
Burkard was still hard at work at recruit- 
ing. Thirty-one men were sent to Chicka- 
—— yesterday, and fifty more will go to- 

ay. 

Capt. Stoddard, who is recruiting for the 
Seventy-first Regiment, now in Cuba, had 
an unpleasant experience with the family of 
one of his men yesterday. Mortimer A. 
Sachs, a young lawyer at 335 Broadway, 
was among the first to enlist when Capt. 
Stoddard came here, in spite of the fact 
that he had promised his father he would 
not do so. 

Yesterday the Sachs family went to the 
armory, and Mrs. Sachs tearfully told of 
her son’s many physicel inperfections. She 
said he was ill, and vowed he should not 
go to war. Sachs is over twenty-one years 
old, and Capt. Stoddard told the woman 
that as her son passed the physical ex- 
amination nothing could be done. The 
mother and her daughters wept afresh, and 
said they would stay in the armory until 
their boy was released, but they were per- 
suaded to change their determination. 
Sachs is a graduate of the College of the 
City of New York, and his father says his 
legal practice will be destroyed if he is 
away two years. 

Matters were at a standstill In the Sey- 
enth Regiment last night. Neither Col. Ap- 
pleton nor any of the officers appeared, but 
there were several men about who said they 
would leave the regiment as soon as the 
second call for volunteers was issued b 
the Governor. The feeling against Col. 
Appleton and the officers who advised 
against volunteering is growing among the 
men, and many of them say that if they 
can bring influence enough to bear they 
will bring matters to a crisis as soon as the 
opportunity presents itself. At all events, 
it is certain that there will be many resigna- 
tions or transfers from the regiment in the 
near future. 


Trouble in the Twenty-third. 


Things are beginning to assume a dan- 
gerous aspect for the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment of Brooklyn. Since the Governor made 
his statement that the Twenty-third would 
not be asked to volunteer, the men have 
been discouraged, and the first step in what 
may be the breaking up of the regiment oc- 
curred on Tuesday night, when Major David 
K. Case and Capt. Charles Todd of the 
Twenty-third visited Col. Britton, who is 
recruiting the One Hundred and Fourteenth 
Regiment. They offered a battalion of four 


companies of the Twenty-third to him. Col. 
Britton said he would consider the matter 
and give a definite answer this week. 

Members of the Twenty-third have been 
going over to the One Hundred and Four- 
teenth for a long time, and a large majority 
of the line officers of the new regiment are 
former members of the Twenty-third. This 
desertion of the.Twenty-third by four en- 
tire companies, it is said, may prove to he 
the beginning of a stampede, which will 
disrupt Brooklyn’s crack 1egiment. 

Brig. Gen. George Moore Smith last night 
reviewed the battalion of 205 men recruited 
by Senator Ford in the Berkeley School 
armory. The men were drilled in setting up 
exercises and marching, and made a good 
showing. Should Senator Ford not succeed 
in having his battalion called out, he will 
offer it to the One Hundred and Eighth 
Regiment. 


Two Batteries Start South. 


Batteries H of the Seventh Artillery and 
D of the Fifth Artillery met at the Penn- 
sylvania Station yesterday morning and 
started on a special train of eleven cars for 
Tampa, Fla. Battery H came on the Fall 
River Line steamer Priscilla from Fort 
Adams at Newport, R. IL. Battery D ar- 
rived from Fort Slocum. 


TRAINING SHIP’S CRUISE. 


The Alliance Will Not Leave Long 
Island Sound with Apprentices. 


NEWPORT, June 22.—About July 1, the 
draft of naval apprentices from the train- 
ing station will be sent on board the train- 
ing ship Alliance, for their regular Summer 
cruise, and this time quite a change in 
the original programme will be made. 

Instead of the cruise being abroad or 
in the southern waters, the cruise will be 
in Long Island Sound, with shore outside 
trips for target practice and drills. 

As fast as the apprentices become pro- 
ficient in their work they will be sent to 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard for general serv- 


ice, and their places on the Alliance filled 
by the apprentices at the training station. 


THE VULCAN LEAVES BOSTON. 


Repair Steamer Sails Southward in 
Convoy of the San Francisco. 


BOSTON, June 22.—The United States re- 
pair steamer Vulcan, Lieut. Commander Ira 
Harris, sailed from the navy yard this aft- 


ernoon for Newport News and Norfolk, Va.

Hobson’s Exchange and Our 
Ships Warned Off Havana for Fear 
of Giving Information. 


HAVANA, June 22.—Captain General 
Blanco denies that he has decided that 
there shall be no exchange of prisoners with 
the United States. At the same time, the 
Captain General says that he cannot allow 
the exchange of Lieut, Hobson and the oth- 
er members of the party who sailed the 
Merrimac into the mouth of the harbor at 
Santiago de Cuba, for the reason that the 
Lieutenant and his companions had oppor- 


tunities for seeing the harbor and its de- 
fenses. The most common prudence, the 
Captain General says, would forbid that 
these men now be given their liberty as 
proposed by the United States. 

Captain General Blanco added that he had 
not forbidden the approach of vessels bear- 
ing flags of truce, but had only ordered that. 
no vessel be permitted to approach within 
six miles of the shore, so that it would be 
made impossible for officers of the United 
States to make drawings of or inspect fort- 
resses. : 


WASHINGTON, June 22—Inasmuch 4% 
the story is reiterated that the Government 
has served notice on the Spanish authorities 
that Cervera will be held personally respon- 
sible for the safety of Hobson and his men, 
it is declared ree that no such notice 
has been sent from ashington. It is, of 
course possible that Admi Sampson has 
taken some such step, but it scarcely is be- 
py here that he has found it necessary 

o do so. 

The opinion prevails at the Navy De ° 
ment that Blanco’s refusal to exchange Fob. 
son is solely because he has full opportu- 
nity during his detention in the Spanish 
lines to observe the character of the de- 
fenses and to gather other military infor- 
mation that might be disastrous to the 
Spanish if disclosed to the American naval 
and military commanders. In such case 
there would be some reason for the present 
attitude of Captain General Blanco in re- 
fusing to make the exchange at this time, 
but this reason would disappear upon the 
eapture of Santiago, and there would be no 
longer a pretext for the refusal to exchange 
Hobson and his men. 


SENATE’S CONCERN FOR HOBSON. 


Information Asked Regarding the 


Merrimac Crew’s Imprisonment. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Davis, (Rep., Minn.,) Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
asked immediate consideration of the fol- 
lowing resolution, and it was agreed to: 


‘That the Secretary of the Navy is di- 
rected to inform the Senate whether Lieut. 
Hobson and those who were captured with 
him have been or are confined by the Span- 
ish authorities within the line of fire or un- 
der the fire of the United States fleet, and, 
if so, at what place or places they are or 
have been so confined; also to inform the 
Senate what efforts have been made to 
effect the exchange of such prisoners and 
with what results; also, to transmit to the 
Senate copies of the correspondence or re- 
ports upon the subjects of this inquiry.” 


NON-COMBATANT PRISONERS FREE. 


The. Spanish Government Will Take 
Them Back to Spain. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Attorney 
General has decided to surrender to the Am- 
bassadors of France and Germany, as the 
diplomatic representatives of Spain, the 
non-combatants and crews of the prize mer- 


chant vessels captured by ships of our navy 
since the declaration of war. The Depart- 
ment of Justice having no means of feeding 
these prisoners, turned them over to the 
War Department, but Secretary Alger has 
now declined to continue the arrangement. 

The representatives of Spain here were 
communicated with and their consent se- 
cured to receive the prisoners and ship them 
back to Spain. The only thing now to be 
done is to secure tne names of the prison- 
ers to be surrendered, and a telegram has 
been sent to the United States Attorney 
having charge of the cases to supply them 
at once, with a view to their immediate de- 
portation at the expense of the Spanish 
Goverament. 


JIMINEZ NOT A SPY.” 


Prize Ship Prisoner at Fort Monroe 
Being Investigated 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—An inquiry in- 
Stigated by the War Department has de- 
veloped the fact that the Spaniard, T. J. 
Jiminez, taken on board one of the prize 


ships and for a time believed to be a spy, 
is innocent so far as that charge is con- 
cerned. 

The man is now at Fort. Monroe, and the 
officials are inquiring into reports that at 
the time of his arrest he was in the military 
service of Spain, in which case he will be 
held as a prisoner of war. 


A PILOT BOAT FIRED ON. 


A Fort Hancock Gun Prevents a Vio- 
lation of the Harbor Reg- 
ulations. 


Pilot Boat No. 8 tried to get out of the 
harbor before daybreak yesterday morning 
in spite of the regulations prohibiting ves- 


sels from the ship channel until after 4 
o'clock. 

When off the North Beacon the searchlight 
from Fort Hancock exposed the vessel and 
then a shot was fired from the fort across 
her bow, which caused the boat to stop. 

The shot dropped in the water uncomfort- 
ably near the pilot boat and gave those on 
board a severe scare. The boat anchored 
until the harbor was opened for traffic. 


LONG BESTOWS PRAISE. 


He Says the Navy’s Bureau Chiefs Are 
Entitled to Much of the Credit 
for Its Success. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Secretary 
of the Navy to-day, speaking of the general 
Satisfaction that has been expressed with 
the Navy Department, said that, in justice, 
it should be borne in mind that the navy is 
always in a state of mobilization, although 
the coming of the war had necessitated a 
vast amount of special preparation and a 
large increase of vessels and naval force. 

The Secretary added: ‘“I notice that 
sometimes I get a word of praise and some- 
times Mr. Roosevelt, who was my Assistant 
Secretary, and who certainly deserved. it, as 
does his successor, But let me tell you 


that there are men entitled to special grati- 
tude and recognition who never Will get half 
the praise they deserve. These are the 
chiefs of the various naval bureaus. They 
have borne the real burden of preparation. 
When war became imminent they were 
given large power, and were told they 
would be held responsible for having the 
work of their bureaus done properly and ef- 
ficiently. That work they have discharged 
with the utmost ability, efficiency, thor- 
oughness, and success. There has been no 
question of supply of provisions, of coal, of 
ammunition and ordnance, and munitions of 
war, of clothing and food, of details of of- 
ficers and men, of hospital stores and out- 
fit, of the construction and repair of ships, 
and of steam engineering supplies. 

“It is one of the’ misfortunes of every 
great era like this that many of the men 
who do the work and bear the burden are 
rarely mentioned, and never get the credit 
which belongs to them. If I can do any- 
thing to secure these men just appreciation 
I want to do it. They are all experts and 
men of experience in their various Hnes. It 
is pretty hard, too, for some of them who 
know that the glories of war are won not 
in bureaus, but at the front in battle. They 
have sometimes pleaded hard, and it has 
not been. easy either for the department to 
refuse their requests for active service or 
for them to accept the necessity of remain- 
ing where they are. I hope you will say a 
good word for them. Few know the ex- 
tent of what they have undertaken and 
done or their high meacamarpe competency, 
spirit, and standard.” 


REVENUE CUTTER ALGONQUIN. 


Having Left Cleveland, She Will Go 
to the Atlantic Coast, 


CLEVELAND, June 22.—The new United 
States revenue cutter Algonquin left the 
Globe Shipyards to-day bound for Ogdens- 
burg, where she will be cut in two and 
taken through the canals to the Atlantic 
Coast. A number of Navy Department offi- 
cials and representatives of the Globe Iron 
Company were on the new vessel 
when she departed. 

When the two halves of the Algonquin 
reach Montreal they will be re together. 
On, the sea coast the cutter will be formally 
transferred to the Navy Department.

Count Cassini, the New Ambassa- 
dor, Brings a Message of the 
- Heartiest Good-Will. 


ABOUT TO SEE THE PRESIDENT 


British Possession of the Philippines 
Seems Undesirable to Russia— 
Not Disposed to Oppose the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The new Rus- 
sian Ambassador, Count Cassini, will be 
formally received by President McKinley 
within a Gay or two. The coming of the 
Ambassador at tnis time, when Europe 
is keenly alert to the progress of the war, 
excites more than ordinary interest, for 
it is known that. he brings a message of 
the heartiest good-will on the part of the 
Russian Government, and one making it 
quite evident that the long existing friend- 
ship between Russia and the United States 
will not be shaken by the events of the 
war. 

The Count comes from a distinguished 
family, and ‘his diplomatic services have 
made ‘him an influential factor in Govern- 
ment circles at St. Petersburg. His last 
post was at Peking, where he was in charge 
through the serious @omplication of Ger- 
many’s occupation of Kiao-Chau, England’s 
of Wei-Hai-Wei, and Russia’s securing 
that strongest of all ports on the 
China Sea, Port Arthur, with its overland 
outlet for the trans-Siberian Railway. 
Count Cassini is a linguist, speaking seven 
languages, including Chinese and other Ori- 
ental tongues, and in anticipation of his 
Washington service he is fast adding Eng- 
lish to the list. 

When seen at th: Russian Embassy, the 
Ambassador expressed his satisfaction at 
having the opportunity of renewing at this 
juncture the cordial sentiments which have 


so long existed in Russia toward the United 
States. He said he was authorized to give 
this sentiment the fullest and most posi- 
tive expression. The sympathies between 
the two countries have become traditional, 
he said, and at no time was the feeling 
more hearty than at present. 

When Count Cassini was asked if the Rus- 
sian people and press shared this feeling 
of the Russian Government, he answered 
that the people thoroughly shared in it. As 
to the press, however, he said that its pow- 
er for good had not been developed in Rus- 
sia, and there was no ‘established press 
reflecting the views of the Government and 
serving as a powerful exponent of public 
opinion. One Russian newspaper, having a 
Jewish editor, has published an article 
somewhat unfavorable to the United States, 
which the Ambassador understood had re- 
ceived rather serious attention in this coun- 
try as an evidence that Russia was not 
entirely friendly. But this paper, Count 
Cassini said, expressed only the views of its 
editor, and was without standing with the 
Government, or authority to express its 
views. As a matter of fact, the publication 
was directly contrary to the attitude of 
Russia toward the United States. As show- 
ing how little the Russian press voiced the 
sentiments of the Russian vernment, the 
Ambassador said that despite the extremely 
warm relations between Russia and France 
some of these publications frequently as- 
serted that France and Russia were at se- 
rious odds. 

Count Cassini was asked whether Russia 
looked with apprehension upon the Ameri- 
can occupation of the Philippine Islands. 
He replied that Russia was naturally deeply 
concerned in any movement affecting the 
great problem of the Far East. The Phil- 
ippines were, to some extent, a part, or an 
outpost, of the Far East, and who was to 
control them, if they passed out of the con- 
trol of Spain, was of interest and impor- 
tance to Russia. But, so far as Russia 
herself was concerned, Count Cassini said 
that her sphere of activity was confined to 
the Far East proper, and not to the Phil- 
ippines and other outlying islands, which 
could have only an indirect and remote in- 
fluence in the development of the Far East. 
In response to an inquiry as to whether 
Russia was likely, alone or with other pow- 
ers, to look with disfavor upon the control 
of the Philippines by the United States, the 
Ambassador said that he did not apprehend 
any change in the present good relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia. He 
added, however, that it seemed to be quite 
undesirable that the possession of the Phil- 
ippines should pass into the hands of Eng- 
land, as that would seriously disturb the 
equilibrium in the Far East. 


LATIN ANTI-AMERICAN UNION. 


A Yarn from Madrid Says South Amer- 
ican States Will Prepare to Re- 
sist Aggression. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Madrid 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 

** Reliable information has been received 
in diplomatic circles here from South 
America that preliminary steps are being 
taken to summon a conference of all South 
and Central American republics to consider 
the advisability of adopting defensive meas- 
ures against future aggression by the Unit- 
ed States. 

“The Hispano-American republics see 
danger in the prospect that the moment the 
United States has effected its purpose in 


Cuba it will seek to extend its influence 
and authority over the Spanish-speaking re- 
publics. In countries so subject to revolu- 
tionary outbreaks it would be an easy task 
for the United States to foment insurrec- 
tionary movements—as the Spaniards claim 
has been done in Cuba—with the object of 
finally intervening and absorbing these 
States individually or placing them under its 
protection. 

“The Latin republics are firmly resolved 
to resist. Hence the conference, the de- 
liberations of which will be conducted in 
secret. The conference will not meet until 
after the conclusion of the present war. 
The Latin he erm wish to see how the 
Americans will treat their Cuban protégés 
and also whether they will extend their 
operations to Puerto Rico, a_ territorial 
sphere which, it is contended, should be 
kept apart from the Cuban question, as 
the Puerto Ricans seem satisfied with Span- 
ish rule. 

“Should the doings of the Americans in 
Cuba and Puerto Rico confirm the belief 
that they wish first to control and ultimate- 
ly to dominate the American continent, the 
whole of the South and Central American 
republics will form themselves into a fed- 
eration, agreeing to make common cause 
with any one of them which may come into 
conflict with the United States. 

*“*T have reason to believe that should the 
Hispano-American league become a reality, 
the next step would be the conclusion of an 
agreement binding each of its units to keep 
up a certain military and naval force. Thus 
the league would be able to dispose of the 
confederated army and navy in case of con- 
flict with the United States. No doubt is 
entertained that Spain will take a lively in- 
terest in the scheme. 

“It is even considered likely that she may 
enter the league, contributi the weight of 
her army and navy. How far the project 
will be realized it is impossible to say. The 
rivalry of Chile and Argentina for su- 
premacy in South America may hinder its 
accomplishment. It is now known that, 
to a certain extent, this rivalry prevented 
Chile from selling warships to Spain.’’

WORK FOR SOLDIERS’ FAMILIES. 


Mrs. Charles L. Wetherbee of the War 
Relief Commission of the National Society 
of New England Women announced yes- 
terday that there was no doubt that all 
needy families in this city of men at the 
front would be cared for, there being ample 
funds for the present, and prospect of suf- 


ficient help in the future. ‘“‘ Our treasury,” 
said she, ‘‘ has a number of thousands of 
dollars to its credit now, and we have cared 
for every single deserving case that has 
been brought to our notice. All such 
families will receive their necessary pro- 
visions week by week. 

“We are working, of course, in conjunc- 
tion with the New York Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ Family Protective Association, and the 
work is going on most satisfactorily. They 
turn over certain cases to us after a pre- 
liminary investigation, and we make a sec- 
ond investigation and look out for them. 
We have a competent corps of paid assist- 
ants, and the work is so systematized now 
that it is impossible to cheat the Commis- 
sioner a penny’s worth. 

““We have virtually had to stick pins into 
some of the employers who promised to pay 
the wages of their employes while the lat- 
ter were at the front in order to keep them 
to their word. They have been shamed into 
it, however.,”’ 


CORBIN WILL “9T COMMAND. ° 
Report that the Adjutant General Will 
Succeed Gen. Miles.as the Army’s 
Head Discredited. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Adjt. Gen. Cor 
bin has been referred to several times re- 
cently as having so greatly excited the ad- 
miration and confidence of the President 
that he was likely soon to be placed in com- 
mand of the army to succeed Gen. Miles. 
The reports intended to support this story 
dwelt upon the fact that the burden of 
managing the army had fallen upon Gen. 
Corbin, and that his services seemed to be 
so comprehensive as to suggest the desira- 
bility of dispensing with those of the Ma- 
jor General in command. 

These reports are all discredited by Gen. 
Corbin, to whom they gave great annoy- 
ance, as his relations with the Commanding 
General are close and necessarily confiden- 
tial. While there is no doubt that the Presi- 
dent appreciates the services of Gen. Cor- 
bin, it is not considered at all likely that 
if oceasion arose for securing a new com- 
mander of the army, which there is_not, 
that Gen. Corbin would be the man. He is 
now at the head of a department of the 
service toward which he has been growing 
for many years. It is congenial to him, 
and he is as contented as any active officer 
who has seen service in the neld and is not 
without ambition to see more, can be in a 
place that is honorable, if it does not offer 
o haps for distinction in soldier ex- 
ploits. 

Gen. Corbin has many friends in and out 
of the army, and some of them, observing 
that promotion was being offered to staff 
officers who do not have commands have 
hoped that he might be made a Major Gen- 
eral. This would give him increased pay 
and allowance, but it would not make it 
more likely that he would be raised above 
Major Gens. Brooke, Merritt, and the oth- 
ers, in case of the death, disability, or re- 
moval otherwise of the present commanding 
officer of the army.

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NDITIONS IN CUBA 
‘Major Donato Soto Arrives at Key 
West with information for 
This Government. 

URGES AN ATTACK ON HAVANA 


‘Ports Suitablé for Landing Places, Ac- 


commodations for Troops, and 
Routes to Blanco’s Capital 
Covered in the Report. 


Correspondence of The Associated Press. 

KBY WEST, June 18.—Major Donato Soto, 
who, together with Lieut. Col. Augusto Ar- 
hao and two Cuban pilots, arrived here on 
the United States steamer Woodbury, is 
‘the bearer of important information from 
the Cuban camp, which he will place at the 
disposal of Gen, Miles. From him it was 
learned yesterday that the Spanish forces in 
the Province of Pinar del Rio number 16,000 
men, of whom 14,000 are infantry and 2,000 
cavalry. They are well equipped, and have 
eight pieces of field artillery. Gen. Hernan- 
dez'de Velasco is in command of the Span- 
ish forces in that province. The Cubans, on 


“the other hand, number about 5,000 «men, 


poorly equipped, and have no cavalry what- 
ever. Gen. Pedro Diaz, who is in command 
of the Cuban forces, is their only officer 
owning a horse in Pinar del Rio. 

The land approaches ¢o Havana have been 
studied carefully oy Major Soto, who reports 
that there are five roads leading direct to 
Havana. The first runs from Cabanas to 
Mariel, thence to Guanajay, Hoyo Colorado, 
and Havana; the second, from Matanzas to 
Guines and thence to Hevahay the third, 
from Cabanas to Hoyo Colorado, Managua, 


and Havana; the fourth branches off at 
Hoyo Colorada and leads into Havana 
through Bejucal and Jesus del Monte; the 
fifth, known as the Carretera Central, runs 
from Guanajay, Artemisa, and San Cristobal 
to Havana. All these roads are about fif- 
teen yards wide, are in excellent condition, 
and run through a level, open country, 
where, in case of attack, troops on the 
march could easily spread themselves out 
and resist the enemy. 
Ports and Their Fortifications. 


«The principal ports om the north coast of 
Cuba in the Pinar del Rio Province are 
Mariel, Cabanas, and Bahia Honda. Mariel 
harbor has a depth of seven fathoms of wa- 
ter and is protected by two old-fashioned 
forts, mounting between them six six-pound 
guns, Cabanas has two forts, with the same 
armament as those at Mariel. In the har- 
bor are lying the Spanish gunboats, or con- 
verted tugboats, Flocha and Ardilla, un- 
manned and practically abandoned. It would 
be useless for them to attempt to leave 
Cabanas, as they would surely be captured 
by sdéme of the American vessels on the 
blockade, and’ Capt. Gen. Blanco recently 
ordered their crews to Havana by land. 
Bahia Honda is the best protected of the 
three ports. San Fernando, which guards 


the entrance, is an old stone fort of solid 
build, mounting nine guns—two sixteen- 
pounders and seven six-pounders, 

These three ports are fairly well garri- 
soned. In the vicinity are several very 
large sugar estates which could serve as 
barracks for an invading army. Just out- 
side of Bahia Honda are the following es- 
tates: San Andres, which has ground its 
entire crop this year and can give shelter 
to 5,000 men in its machine shops, dwelling 
houses, sugar house, stores, and barracones; 
La Luisa, which has almost all this year’s 
crop of sugar and rum unsold in its ware- 
houses, and which can accommodate from 
5,000 to 6,000 men; Bramales, the largest of 
them all,“able to hold 10,000 men, and San 
Claudio, with a capacity of from 6,000 to 
7,000 men. 


Military Posts Not Formidable. 


In each of these estates there are military 
posts or garrisons of about thirty men and 
a couple of guard houses or “ fortines,” in 
no wise formidable. Between Bahia Honda 
and Cabanas is a large plantation, El Lom- 
billo, almost as large as Bramales. In the 
outskirts of Mariel are two estates belong- 
ing to Sefior Patricio Sanchez, one of the 


Cuban tobacco magnates, each able to give 
shelter to 6,000 or 7,000 men, and the San 
Augustin, which will hold from 8,000 to 
10,000 men. 

Across the central spur, or Cordillera de 
los Organos y Guanicuanico, about twelve 
miles distant from Mariel, are the towns of 
Artemisa, San Cristobal, Candelaria, Pala- 
cios, Taco Taco, Consolacion del Sur, and 
Pinar del Rio, all heavily garrisoned. 

West of a line drawn between the towns 
of San Luis, San Juan, and Guanes, and 
stretching as far as Cape San Antonio, the 
Cubans are in complete possession, and the 
soil is fairly well cultivated. Some of the 
American warships often call there for pro- 
visions, which are freely given them by the 
Cubans. There are no cattle in the western 
end of Cuba, but there is good fishing, fruit- 
bearing trees are abundant, and vegetables 
are eae & 

West of Cabanas are several small ports 
at which landings could be effected, and 
which could be entered, if skillfully piloted, 
by vessels of deep draught. They are La 

ulata, Rio Blanco, La Esperanza, Rio del 
Medio, Bajas, San Pedro de Murias, Los 
Arroyos, and La Fe, on the northern coast, 
and Cortes, Bailen, Boca de Galafre, Punta 
de Carta, Coloma, Colon, Viejo, and Bata- 
bano, on the south coast. None of these 
ports is fortified, and Major Soto has care- 
fully prepared charts of all of them, which 
he wi meow at the disposal of the United 
States vernment. 

Before the war Major Soto was a cattle 
raiser, or ‘‘ encomendero de ganado Mayor,” 
and he is thoroughly familiar with every 
nook and corner of Pinar del Rio Prov- 
ince. Wis information undoubtedly will 
a of great value to the War Depart- 
men - 


Importance of the Isle of Pines. 


Major Soto says that the Isle of Pines 
has been. entirely overlooked and under- 
rated so far by this Government. The peo- 
ple there are engaged in growing tobacco, 
cane, and vegetables, and in raising cattle, 
of which there are large herds in the island 
and which are constantly being shipped to 
Havana via Batabano. Major. Soto says 
that the traffic between the Isle of Pines 
and the Mexican coast is enormous, schoon- 
ers and other sailing vessels arriving and 
leaving daily ~with full cargoes. He fur- 
ther says that the Isla de Mujeres, a key 
twice the size of Key West, belonging to 
Mexico and 108 miles distant from Cape 
San Antonio, ts used as a coal depot by the 
Spanish Government? and cargoes of coal 
are constantly being brought over to Cuba 
from there. . 

The health of the Cuban army in the 
field is excellent, and Major Soto thinks 
that an invading army, would not suffer 
much from yellow fever or other diseases. 
He thinks that American troops would meet 
with very little resistance from the Span- 
fards stationed at the above mentioned 
towns and cities, and strongly advocates an 
immediate advance on Havana. He will 
leave for Washington in a day or two and 
will place the information at his command 
before the War Department. 


CONSUL GOLLAN IN FAVOR. 


Washington Officials Do Not Believe 
He Has Been Remiss in His Care 
for Americans in Havana. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—The statement 
attributed to a “ young Englishman” who 
arrived in New York ffom Havana yester- 
day, to the effect that the interests of 
American citizens now resident in the Cuban 
capital are not being properly attended to 
by the British Consul, Mr. Gollan, to whom 
they have been intrusted, is received with 
distrust by State Department officials 
whose attention was directed to it to-day. 
Surprise was expressed that the English- 
man in question, who was willing to prac- 
tically charge breach of faith upon the rep- 
resentative of his country, should have pre- 
ferred to do so-anonymously, and that fact 


alone was regarded as relieving his accusa- 
tions of much of what weight they might 
otherwise have had.

TRANQUILLITY IN HAVANA. 


Report of an Attempt to Assassinate 
Blanco Is Denied.

HAVANA, June 22.—There is absolutely 
no foundation for the report published in 
the United States of an attempt to assassi- 
nate Captain General Blanco by a member 
of the Volunteers, whose brother had been 
shot for complicity in a plot against the 
Government. Gen. Blanco’s public appear- 
ances are frequently the occasions of pat- 
riotic demonstrations, and that he has no 
fear of assassination is shown by the fact 
that he often rides out without escort, vis- 
iting the fortifications about Havana with- 
out the attendance of the usual bodyguard. 

Complete tranquillity reigns in Havana. 
The P per no confidence is professed that 
the Spanish forces will cope successfully 
with the American soldiers, who are re- 
ported to have arrived on board transports 
off the Harbor of Santiago de Cuba. There 
is great enthusiasm among the troops and 
Volunteers, who are all anxious to fight 
against the invaders. 


LINES ABOUT CUBA TIGHTENED. 


Clearance to be Refused to Vessels 
for Spanish West Indian Ports. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Acting Secre- 
tary Spaulding to-day wired instructions to 
all Atlantic Coast Collectors to refuse clear- 
ance to any vessel for Cuban or Puerto 
Rican ports with provisions or other mate- 
rial which can be used in maintaining war, 
regardless of whether the ports are or are 
not blockaded or whether the cargoes are 
contraband or not. 

This action is taken under the joint reso- 
lution of April 22, the enforcement of which 
has been intrusted by the President to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The power be- 
stowed by that resolution is broader than 
the powers under international law as now 
construed, and its exercise draws tighter 
the lines about the Spanish West Indies. 


SITUATION IN CIENFUEGOS. 


The Pyrissima Concepcion Reaches 
Trinidad with Supplies,

KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 22.—The Cap- 
tain of the steamer Adula, which arrived 
here yesterday from Cienfuegos, reports 
that while on the way to this port he met 
the United States auxiliary cruiser Yankee 


seventy miles off the Cuban coast. This 
was the only warship he sighted during the 
voyage. 5 ; 

The Captain said he had learned at Cien- 
fuegos that the Spanish steamer Purissima 
Concepcion, which sailed from Kingston on 
June 16 with food supplies for the Spanish 
troops, and carrying, it is understood, $100,- 
900 in gold, had arrived at Trinidad, Prov- 
ince of Santa Clara. 

The Adula brought to this port 100 refu- 
gees, well-to-do Cubans and Spaniards. 
They say that the Spanish soldiers at Cien- 
fuegos are anxious for a fight, but that the 
people are disheartened by the long strug- 
gle. Food is no dearer now, they say, than 
it was a month ago, and while flour and 
meat are scarce, rice, fish, and vegetables 
are abundant. 


ANOTHER YELLOW FEVER CASE. 


— 


It Appears at McHenry, Miss., but All 
Other Reports Are Groundless. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—One more case 
of yellow fever at McHenry, Miss., is re- 
corded in to-day’s official dispatches. It, 
however, has broken out in one of the 
houses first attacked, and there is conse- 
quently less significance in the develop- 
ment. All the cases so far reported have 


been confined to the houses in which the 
fever was first discovered. 

The outbreak at McHenry has resulted in 
numerous reports from other points in the 
State and other parts of the uth of dis- 
covery of yellow fever cases, but so far all 
have been found groundless. They never- 
theless imposed considerable work in the 
way of investigation and examination on 
the part of the surgeons and physicians. 


To Superintend Orange’s Schools. 


BRICK CHURCH, N. J., June 22.—Will- 
iam M. Swingle, Ph. D., was elected by the 
Orange Board of Education to-night as Su- 
perintendent of Schools in Orange to suc- 
ceed Usher W. Cutts, whom the board re- 
cently refused to re-engage after he had 
held the position for twenty-six years. The 
removal of Mr. Cutts has been the cause 
of considerable indignation and controversy. 


Dr. Swingle be sélected by the board from 
among over fifty applicants. He received 
eleven votes, three members being excused 
from voting. The new Superintendent is 
thirty-nine years old, and holds the degrees 
of A. B. and A. M. from Thill College, 
Greenville, Penn, and of Ph. D. from Belle- 
vue College, He has been Superin- 
tendent of Schools in several cities in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania.

SUCCESS AFTER LONG EFFORTS 


The Work of the New York Organiza- 
tion Crippled Because of Inade- 
quate Funds and Small 
Membership. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York 
yesterday received notice that the Western 
Passenger Association had declined to grant 
the application of the merchants. for the 
reduced rates asked for upon the same dates 
and upon the same basis as the rates grant- 
ed by the roads this side of Chicago and St. 
Louis, The Western Passenger Association 
has control of the passenger business of the 
roads west of Chicago and northwest of St. 
Louis, running practically through to the 
Pacific Coast. 

Last year the Merchants’ Association made 
application to the Western Passenger As- 
sociation for reduced rates, but their appli- 
cation was denied without any explanation. 
Last Fall the Merchants’ Association sent 
one of its representatives to Chicago, there 
to meet and talk with the representatives 
of the different railroads forming the West- 
ern Passenger Association to argue on be- 
half of New York City, setting forth the 
positidn of New York in this matter, and 
which was generally that the Merchants’ 
Association was working for a general im- 
petus of trade throughout the entire coun- 
try, and that so far as New York City it- 
self was concerned it only asked that it be 
placed on the same basis the other trade 
centres of the country were placed in the 
matter of concessions by the railroads. 

Recently the same representative was 
sent to Chicago again, and he found a very 
pronounced change of sentiment, not only 
among the railroad officials, but among the 
merchants. He was assured by the railway 
passenger agents and by some of the prin- 
cipal merchants of the Chicago organization 
that the Chicago men were willing, and, in 
fact, had even suggested, that the railroads 
grant concessions through to New York 
from this far-away Western territory on 
the same basis on which those concessions 
were granted to Chicago. 


Broad Scope of the Work. 

The Chicago people said that they had 
watched the work of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York in its broad scope, and 
that they realized that there was a neces- 
sity for the mercantile commercial organi- 
zations of the great trade centres to co-op- 
erate for that which would be of benefit to 
the trade and commerce generally; that the 
work of the Merchants’ Association of New 
York in its wider sphere in seeking foreign 
markets for our surplus of manufactured 
products, and in developing trade and com- 


merce generally, was such thet Chicago 
would be found shoulder to shoulder with 
New York, and that this Fall Chicago would 
take up the matter of Consular reform and 
the expansion of our export business ag- 
gressively on the lines laid down by the 
New York Association. 

Yesterday the Merchants’ Association re- 
pe Bag ag 3 from z.

° e Western anegpger ssociation, 
at Chicago, which said: ~« 

At a meeting of this association held last 
week, the question of reduced rates for mer- 
chants’ meetings of New York, in accordance 
with ‘your application, was carefully considered. 
It was the sense of the meeting that there was 
not sufficient business from our territory to 
justify putting these reduced rates in effect for 
the New York meeting and that to follow such 
a course would be to make it impracticable to 
withhold corresponding reductions to other points 
outside of our territory for which there was 
still less business. 

It would be proper to say, however, that the 
reductions which will be made for the merchants’ 
meetings to be held in our own territory—at 
Chicago and St. Louis—will be during practically 
the same period as your meeting in New York, 
and opportunity will be thus afforded for the 
few Western representatives who may desire to 
extend their trip to New York to do so ay pee 
chasing to Chicago or St. Louis and re-pu S- 
ing there. With such an arrangement available 
it would seem that your meeting had all the 
ss advantage of reduced rates from the

Thirty Days’ Time Asked. 


In reply thereto, the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion telegraphed té6 B. D. Caldwell, the 
Chairman, as follows: 

Letter received. Thank you for it. What dates 
were granted Chicago? Could time limit on 
ticket for those dates be made thirty days for 
those desiring to come to New York? Have 
written, 

The Merchants’ Association supplement- 
ed that dispatch by a letter to Mr. Cald- 
well, as follows: 

Dear Sir—Your letter of June 20, addressed to 
our William R. Corwine, with duplicate to S. 
C. Mead, announcing the action of your rail- 
way association on our application for reduced 
rates for merchants’ meetings to be held during 
the Summer under the auspices of our associa- 
tion, was duly received. We thank you for 
having written us thus in detail and thank you 
also, most heartily and sincerely, for the kind 
expressions contained in your letter, in giving 
the reasons why your association deemed it best 
to deny our application. 

We have not seen yet any publication of the 
Chicago dates, which you say will be practically 
the same as the dates asked for for our meetings 
in New York, and through which an opportunity 
would be afforded Western representatives who 
desired to visit New York to do so by purchasing 
from Western territory to Chicago or St. Louis, 
and there re-purchasing for our city. 

We wired you to-day asking what those dates 
were, and asking you also if it would be possi- 
ble for your association to extend the time 
limit on tickets from your territory to thirty 
days. The return limit on tickets from the Cen- 
tral Passenger Association territory is thirty days 
from date of sale of ticket. Fifteen days we 
found was of no value, as the time consumed in 
traveling from points at or near the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers to New York, and return, 
was so great as not to allow a sufficient. period 
of time for merchants to thoroughly inspect our 
market here and make therein judicious pur- 
chases. The complaint on that score was almost 
universal, and in many instances merchants were 
either obliged to hurry through their work or 
to overstay their time and thus lose the benefit 
of the reduced rate on the homeward trip. 

If a thirty-day limit were granted, such per- 
sons as may express a desire to come through 
to New York, we would be willing to take our 
chances in —— them through. If we could 
not succeed in getting merchants to come so far 
as this city, that would be our misfortune but 
if the concession of time is sufficiently long we— 
as we say—will take our chances on that. 


President King’s Remarks. 


Speaking of the communication received 
from Mr. Caldwell and of the work of the 
Merchants’ Association generally, William 
F. King, its President, said: 


“In pushing claims for New York City, 
and in advocating subjects which affect in 
favor of trade and commerce generally, the 
Merchants’ Association has spent a great 
deal of money. Its officers draw no pay of 
any kind, nor do its Directors. Not only 
that, but they have paid their dues as in- 
dividual members of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, and in addition have contributed 
largely out of their own pockets to the sup- 
port of the organization. 

“The names of the officers and Directors 
are a sufficient guarantee that the money is 
spent economically, with the sole effort to 
obtain the best results from the disburse- 
ments. Their system of making disburse- 
ments is based upon the same careful sys- 
tem which prevails in all successful mercan- 
tile and corporated concerns, as the result 
of the experience of the officers and Direct- 
ors as Directors in other corporations, as 
partners in large commercial houses, and 
as successful business men of long stand- 
ing. All the various matters which they 
have taken up have been prosecuted under 
their direction and daily advice. They have 
worked hard, far harder than men ordinari- 
ly work in corporations except those who 
are paid officials, being willing to take their 
chances of reward in the increased trade 
which may be brought to this city through 
their efforts, and in the removal of ob- 
structions which now hinder the develop- 
ment of the trade and commerce of the city, 
especially in its export business. 


‘More Money Needed. * 


“There are, however, 12,000 merchants 
within the limits of the Greater New York, 
and there are less than 1,200 active mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Association. Each 


member pays $25 a year as annual dues. 
The income thus received from the present 
number of members is not sufficient. The 
officers of the Merchants’ Association feel 
that to continue the work which they have 
started so successfully will require at least 
$50,000 more for the remainder of the year. 
They have stood in the breach, and are

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AWAN AND THE SENATE 


Strong Opposition to the Annexa- 
tion Resolutions on the Ground 
of its Being Illegal. 


IT IS NOT A WAR MEASURE 


Mr. White (Dem., Cal.,) Continues His 


Argument Against the Bill—De- 
nunciations of the Tendency 


Toward Imperialism. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—When the res- 
@lutions providing for the annexation of 
Hawaii were laid before the Senate Mr. 
WHITE (Dem., Cal.,) resumed his speech 
begun yesterday in opposition to the reso- 
‘lutions. Mr. WHITE presented additional 
arguments and citatiors of authorities ‘to 
establish his position that annexation of 
foreign territory must be by treaty and 
could not be by legislative act. 

After concluding his presentation of the 
legal and constitutional objections he had 
to urge against the resolutions, Mr. WHITE 
entered upon a discussion of the statements 
that the possession of the Hawaiian Islands 
Was a military necessity to the United 
States, particularly as the Government now 
had impcrtant interests in the Philippine 
Islands. He ridiculed the idea that the Ha- 
Willan group was needed by this country 
as a half-way station to Manila. 

He pointed out that from San Francisco 
it was 418 miles nearer to Manila by way 
of Unalaska than it was by Honolulu. He 
said, too, it had been urged that the Ha- 
waiian Islands were needed as a defense of 
the Nicaragua Canal. Honolulu was 4,210 
miles from the western terminus of the 
Nicaragua Canal. He thought it much 
more desirable -o defend the canal from 
San Francisco, which was only 2,700 miles 
from the terminus, or from San Diego, only 
2,200 miles away. At great length Mr. 
WHITE ridiculed the statements of the 
naval and military experts that the United 
States ought to hold the Hawaiian group 
as a military necessity to prevent its seiz- 
ure by any uther nation and to use it as a 
stepping stone across the Pacific. He main- 
tained that even if the arguments of the 
experts were correct the United States pos- 
sessing the islands would have to surround 


them with tremendous naval power to de- 
fend them in time of war. 

““No one,” declared Mr. WHITE, “is 
seeking for a fight with us, and no one 
ever will. If the Pacific Coast is not well 
defended now, how will you make it easier 
to defend by acquiring other territory that 
also must be defended? If we consummate 
this scheme we will be told we must have 
the Philippines because Hawaii it not worth 
much unless we can have something else 
to use it for. And when we have annexed 
the Philippines we must have something 
else. So we will extend our action around 
the globe and enter upon an imperialistic 
policy. Is it for a coaling station. that we 
propose to charge our policy? If so, let the 
Government get our coaling station, (Pearl 
Harbor,) and let the Government of the 
Hawaiian Islands proceed to work out its 
destiny, whatever that may be. If we need 
a aling station in the Hawaliian Islands, 
it does not follow that we need the islands. 
If we need a coaling station in China, it 
does not follow that we need the entire 
Chinese Empire.”’ 


Protectorate Instead of Annexation. 


Mr. WHITE maintained that there would 
be no impropriety in this Government en- 
tering a protest against any other nation 
interfering with the present Government of 
Hawaii, and in face of such a protest no 
nation would interfere. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Mr. WHITE, an- 
nouncing that he was much fatigued, yield- 
ed the floor to Mr. PETTIGREW, (Sil. Rep., 


Ss. D.) Mr. WHITE will proceed with his 
speech probably to-morrow. 

Mr. HOAR (Rep., Mass.,) made an effort 
to secure consent to vote upon the confer- 
ence report on the Bankruptcy bill with- 
out debate, but objection was made. 

Mr. ALLISON (Rep., lowa.,) then pre- 
sented the conference report on the Indian 
Appropriation bill. 

After the reading of the report at the 
suggestion of Mr. DAVIS (Rep., Minn.,) 
the report was ordered printee and went 
over. 

Mr. PETTIGREW inquired of Mr. ALLI- 
SON what had been done by the conferrees 
about the free homestead provision of the 
Senate bill 

Mr. AI.LISON replied that the Senate 
provision had been stricken out and a pro- 
vision inserted extending the free home- 
steads to July 1, 1900, 

“What have you done regarding the 
leasing of mineral lands?” inquired Mr. 
PETTIGREW. 

“That provision was considerably modi- 
fied,’’ replied Mr. ALLISON. “ Authority is 
given the Indians to lease mineral lands 
under certain conditiors.”’ 

“Then the committee recognizes the title 
of the Indians in the mineral lands of the 
reservations?’’ questioned Mr. PETTI- 
GREW. 

**The committee,’”’ responded Mr. ALLI- 
SON, “ did the best it could in the circum- 
stances.”’ 

*“We have never acknowledged the right 
of the Indians,’’ said. Mr. PETTIGREW, 
“to lease mineral lands on a reservation. 
“This provision will involve a loss of 
hundreds of millions to the Government. 
It will cost more than the present war.” 

“That mey be,”’ said Mr. ALLISON. 

“This conference report ought to be con- 
tested severely,” declared Mr. PETTI- 
GREW. 

Mr. ALLISON, in explanation, said that 
under present arrang«ments the Indians 
leased the mineral lands, but that their 
power had been very carefully hedged 
about wit. conditions. 

In response to an inquiry of Mr. TELLER 
(Sil. Rep., Col.,) as to the reason for strik- 
ing out the free-homestead provision, Mr. 
ALLISON said it was necessary in order 
that an agreement might be reached. The 
House conferrees contended, he said, that 
a free-homestead bill was pending in the 
House, and that the Senate provision had 
no business on the Appropriation bill. He 
felt certain the conferrees’ report was not 
prejudicial to any homestead settler. 


Hawali Not a War Issue. 


In beginning his discussion of the Ha- 
waiian resolutions, Mr. PETTIGREW said 
the presumed the homestead provision had 
been stricken from the Indian bill for rea- 
sons of economy, yet $10,000,000 in duties 
was to be remitted on Hawaiian sugar and 
other Hawaiian products, all of which was 
in favor of Asiatic labor. 

“I had hoped,” said he, ¢‘that the question 
of adopting a policy of annexation, of a 
policy of imperialism, might be set aside 
until the present war ig over. Instead of 
that, however, we are being propelled to an 
issue by an interest which has crowded 
around this ne for years—that of the 
Sugar trust. e are to be forced to ac- 

on ” 


Mr. PETTIGREW maintained that the 
territory of the United States was already 
large enough, and he believed it his duty to 
resist the acquisition of any territory inhab- 
ited by a people far inferior to ours, or so 
located as to require a navy to defend it. 
In case of war with another nation our for- 
eign possessions would be the first attacked, 
He believed the United States ought not to 
enter into competition with the great Euro- 
pean powers either in the supporting of a 
great navy or in the acquisition of foreiga 
territory. 

At 4:55 P. M. Mr. PETTIGREW, not hav- 
fing concluded his speech, the Senate went 
into executive session, and at 5:15 P. M. 
adjourned. 


“HE FIGHT AGAINST HAWAIL 


Anti-Annexationists Preparing to Con. 
sume Time. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The anti-an- 
nexationists in the Senate have suggested 
to the advocates of the Hawailan resolu- 
tion that the best method of disposing of 
the question would be an agreement to 
come to a vote some day in the next ses- 
sion. While the proposition has not been 
formally declined, the leading supporters of 
the resolution say they will not consider it 
seriously. They say they are having no dif- 


ficulty in maintaining a quorum, and’ they 
expect to be able to keep their men here to 
the end and that there is, therefore, no rea- 
son for postponing the vote until Decem- 


ofthe opponents urge that by the openin 
of the next session the war probably wi 
be concluded and the entire policy of the 
‘acquisition of Hawaii could be passed upon.

Senator Harris of Kansas, who heretofore 
has been classed as opposed to annexation, 
announced to-day that he should vote for 
the House resolution. “I have some 
doubts,” he said, ‘‘as to the entire wisdom 
of the policy, but in war times I consider it 
patriotic to give the Government the ben- 
efit of such doubts.”’ 

There has been some talk to the effect 
that when the time comes for action it will 
be taken upon the treaty rather than —— 
the resolution. So far, however, this has 
only been canvassed as an ideal way of set- 
tling the matter. 


PERSONAL PRIVILEGE IN THE HOUSE 


The Speaker Calls Mr. Simpson (Pop., 
Kan.,) to Order. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Mr. Simpson 
(Pop., Kan.,) created something of a di- 
version in the House to-day by rising to a 
question of personal privilege. He proceed- 
ed to read from a report of Representative 
Grosvenor’s speech before the Ohio Repub- 
lican Convention, in which the Ohio mem- 
ber was reported as saying, after referring 
to the opposition to the Republicans in the 
House having voted in the interest of the 
reconcentrados for the fifty-million-dollar 
appropriation, that “nine out of every ten 
of: those gentlemen” had voted “no” upon 


every subsequent appropriation bill for the 
“ suffering soldiers ’’ of the Union. 

Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Penn.,) made the point 
that it was not a matter to warrant the 
Kansas member in rising to personal privi- 
lege, and the Speaker, upholding the point 
made by the Pennsylvanian, remarked with 
some humor that proceedings in the House 
were not infrequently subject for outside 
comment, and should members insist upon 
rising in each instance to a question of 
personal privilege the House would have its 
time so occupied that “it would be unable 
to give that calm and elaborate considera- 
tion to legislation that is its wont.’’ 

While the Speaker hammered hard to 
bring Mr. Simpson to his seat, the Kansas 
member persisted and declared, ‘ The as- 
sertion as regards the vote of members on 
this side is false. Every man on this side 
has voted for every appropriation bill, and 
no man would have cast the reflection upon 
a large portion of this House contained in 
the speech of the gentleman from Ohio were 
he not dead to all sense of honor and truth- 
fulness, having in his possession the facts 
with which the gentleman must have been 
familiar.” 


THE RED CROSS JUBILEE. 


Senate Passes a Resolution Inviting 
Foreign Powers to Send Troops. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—A joint reso- 
lution was passed by the Senate to-day au- 
thorizing the President of the United States 
to invite through the proper channels the 
governments of England, France, Germany, 
Austria, Russia, Belgium, Switzerland, Mex- 
ico, and Venezueia to send details of in- 
fantry, artillery, and cavalry to this coun- 
try to participate in a muiitary jubilee to 
be held in Madison Square Garden, New 
York, by the Trustees of the Red Cross So- 
ciety of New York. The jubilee is to be 
held during the two weeks beginning Dec. 
26, 1898. 

National Congress of Mothers. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—A bill incorpor- 
ating the National Congress of Mothers was 
passed by the House to-day. Mr. Mopdy 
(Rep., Mass.,) created a laugh by feigning 
ignorance of the provisions of the bill, and 
asking Mr. Linney, (Rep., N. C.,) who had 
called it up, if there was anything contem- 
plated by the bill or organization kindred to 
the artificial hatching of chickens. Mr. Lin- 
ney assured him there was nothing of the 
kind in the bill. 


Mr. Gorman’s Successor’s Credentials. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Wellington (Md.) presented the 
credentials of the Hon. Louis E. McComas, 
lately chosen a Senator from Mary:and, to 
succeed Mr. Gorman, whose term expires 
March 38, 1899.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The President 
to-day nominated Thomas B. Stapp to be 
Surveyor of Customs at Chattanooga, Tenn. 


Resumed Before Recurder Goff in Gen- 
eral Sessions—Farrell Testifies in 
His Own Behalf. 


The trial of Frank P. Farrell, who is ac- 
cused of the murder of little Mamie Cun- 
ningharre on May 30, 1896, at 315 East Thir- 
ty-seventh Street, was resumed yesterday 
before Recorder Goff in Part I. of General 
Sessions, and was continued until late in the 
evening. The strongest evidence of the day 
against Farrell was that of Mr. Tingley and 
Daniel T. Hines, experts on penmanship, 
who swore that a number of letters to the 
police and other officials, offering to give 
information about the murder for a money 
consideration, had been written by Farrell. 
The tracing of these letters to Farrell is re- 
garded by Assistant District Attorney Os- 
borne as one of the strongest links in the 
chain of evidence the prosecution hopes to 
forge about Farrell Farrell denied that he 
had written any of the letters, and although 
his counsel objected to the admission of the 
letters as evidence, the objection was over- 
ruled. When Mr. Osborne had questioned 
Farrell to his satisfaction he rested the case 
for the people, and Mr. O’Hare, Farrell's 
counsel, made the cust»mary motions for 
dismissal on statutory grounds. The mo- 
tions were denied, and Mr. O’Hare then 
opened the case for the defense. He called 

arrell to the stand tu testify in his own 
defense, and the latter described his move- 
ments on the day of the murder. 

He said the first lt.e knew of the tragedy 
was when, hearing a tumult in the hall, he 
ran out of his father’s house and was told 
by Sadie McMackin that Mamie Cunning- 
ham had been murdered, and was asked to 
go for the police. He said the keys for the 
cellar door and the back stairs door were 
given him by Mrs. Cunningham, and he 
described the manner in which Detective 
McCaffrey and Mrs. Cunningham had tried 
to extort a confession of guilt from him. 
The bloody towel with which the girl was 
strangled was handed to him to describe 
how he was tortured, and he took it without 
a tremor,

GLEN ISLAND TO OPEN TO-DAY. 


Many Improvements Made in the Re- 
sort, and the Aquarium Added To. 


Glen Island, the popular resort in Long 
Island Sound, will open for the season to- 
day, but so much improved that many will 
fail to recognize it. Many of the old land- 
marks have disappeared to make room for 
more attractive features that haye been 
built. The zoological garden, which is one 
of the largest in the country, has been en- 
larged and a number of rare animals have 
been added. 

Among the new comers are two Indian 
elephants, one of which was reared in 
captivity by an Indian Rajah. There are 
several baby buffaloes, three lion whelps, 
an infant zebu, and a baby camel, born in 
this country. The finny tribe in the aquari- 
um has also received a number of addition- 
al members. There will be three bands of 
music on the island this season. One will 
be at the café, another at Glenwood, near 
the Zoo, and tht third in “ Little Germany.”

FOR ANNEXATION OF HAWAII 


Non-Committal Action as to Territorial 
Expansion in Other Directions — 
Nicaragua Canal and Enlarge- 
ment of the Navy Favored. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 22.—The Ohio Re- 
publican Convention completed its work to- 
day.

The Committee on Resolutions reported 
the following platform, which was adopted: 

“We reaffirm the declaration of facts and 
principles adopted by the eleventh National 
Republican Convention, at St. Louis, June 
17, 1896. 

“We congratulate the country upon the 
fact that, in response to the demand of the 
St. Louis platform and the, will. of the peo- 
ple, expressed at the polls in November, 


1896, protection and reciprocity, twin meas- 


ures of Republican policy, have been re-es- 
tablished, and have been embodied into pub- 
lic law by the enactment of the Dingley 
bill. 

“We favor all measures which will pro- 
mote the restoration and growth of our 
merchant marine. 

“Increasing trade with our neighboring 
republics on the west coast of South Amer- 
ica and our recent victory in the Philippine 


Islands, with all the responsibilities at- 
tached thereto, remind us that it is essen- 
tial to our proeeneny and safety that our 
Atlantic and Pacific borders be joined by 
the nearest practicable waterways; we, 
therefore, favor the construction by the 
United States of the Nicaraguan Canal, to 
the end that our commerce may be extend- 
ed in time of peace and our coasts protect- 
ed in time of war. 


Demand for a Larger Navy. 


““We ask -the Congress of the United 
States to enlarge and make more effective 
our navy, so that our country may take 
and occupy her proper place among the na- 
tions of the earth. It must be adequate at 
all times for defense against foreign foes, 


to secure the just rights of American capi- 
tal, enterprise, and commerce in all parts 
of the world, and to command respect for 
our flag everywhere. 

“We most heartily approve of the steps 
now being taken by Congress and the Pres- 
ident providing for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islanas as a part of the United 
States, and hereby express the urgent wish 
that the same be fully accomplished at the 
earliest practicable date by the passage by 
the Senate of the joint resolution which has 
already met with the approval of the House 
of Representatives. 

“Knowing that justice and humanity 
alike made it our duty to put an end to the 
hopeless and barbarous warfare waged by 
Spain against Cuba and secure for that un- 
happy island’a free and stable Government, 
we most heartily approve of the declara- 
tion of war made by the United States 
against Spain, and pledge our lives and 
fortunes for the purpose of bringing it to a 
quick and successful termination. 

“We indorse and approve the patriotic 
American Administration of William Mc- 
Kinley. We commend the great statesman- 
ship displayed by him in his tireless en- 
deavors to secure an honorable settlement 
of the Cuban question by diplomatic meth- 
ods and his fearless refusal to be driven 
into war until all hopes of a peaceful set- 
tlement had failed, and wise and needful 
steps had been taken to prepare for hos- 
tilities. We heartily indorse the conduct 
of the war by the Administration, and feel 
confident that time will continue, more and 
more, to demonstrate the great wisdem and 
matchless leadership of President McKinley, 
so far remarkably displayed in his manage- 
ment of the war and its conduct, and we 
rejoice with him that, in the present crisis, 
the American people are united in sustain- 
ing him, and that patriotism has complete- 
ly obliterated the last vestige of sectional 
feeling. 


Vigorous Action Against Spain. 


“Since the war with Spain could not be 
avoided, we approve all that Congress has 
done to provide for the vigorous and suc- 
cessful prosecutiog, thereof, and gratefully 
thank all members of that body who have 
patriotically voted the revenues necessary 
for its conduct. We also commend the 
action of Congress in providing for raising 
necessary funds to carry on the war by 


popular loan, thus affording an opportunity 
to citizens of moderate means to invest 
in the bonds of the Government. 

“* We reaffirm the Republican doctrine that 
every qualified voter has a right to cast 
his vote and to have that vote counted, and 
we commend the action of a Republican 
Congress in securing the right of suffrage to 
our soldiers while absent rrom their homes, 
fighting for the republic against a foreign 
foe. 

“We send greeting to Admiral Dewey, 
whose maritime victory at Manila eclipsed 
in cost and courage any naval victory of 
the world. To the friends and relatives of 
Ensign Bagley, whose noble young life was 
the first forfeit of the war, we send con- 
dolence. To Lieut. Hobson and his com- 
rades, ‘whose brave deea im sinking the 
Merrimac in Santiago Harbor has made 
them heroes and endeared them to their 
country, we send cheer and greeting, and 
commend the anticipated action of the 
President and Congress in recognizing, in 
a fitting way, their courageous and heroic 
eenduct, and we demand that their treat- 
met as prisoners of war shall accord with 
the rules and usages of civilized warfare. 
To the army and navy, to the boys wearing 
the blue upon land or sea, we send greet- 
ing and encouragement, firm in the belief 
that their service will add lustre to Amer- 
ican arms and bring victory to the country’s 
cause. We hereby pledge the Republican 
Party of Ohio and its Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress in their support and 
defense. 

“In the near future important problems 
will arise out of the war in which the Na- 
tion is now enguged. Among others will be 
the disposition to be made of conquered 
territory. The people can safely leave the 
wise and patriotic solution of these great 
questions to a Republican President and a 
Republican Congress. 

“The civil service law was extended by 
the last Democratic Administration far be- 
yond its purpose and intent, and we favor 
such modification thereof and such revoca- 
tion of orders as will conform it to the 
original spirit and object of the law.

in electing him made effective the will of 
the people as expressed at the polls in 
November last. e commend party loyalty 
everywhere as essential to the triumph of 
our great principles.

“We earnestly reassert the Democratic 
doctrine that. all tariff taxes shall be laid 
for revenue as their sole object and pur- 
pose, and we do at this time especially de- 
nounce and condemn the high prohibitory 
rates of the present Republican tariff, com- 
monly called the Dingley bill, under the 
operation of which trusts and combinations 


have multiplied and the cost of the neces- 
saries of life has been increased, and the 
wages ot labor have not been advanced, 
and which has entailed upon the country a 
deficit of many millions to be made up only 
by additional taxation in time of war, thus 
imposing, instead of a benefit, an onerous 
burden upon the people of the United States. 

The platform declares in favor of the 
election of United States Senators by the 
people, and indorses Mr. Bryan in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“We express our undiminished confidence 
in William Jennings Bryan, our peerless 
leader in the campaign of 1896, and we 
note with much gratification his patriotic 
course in leading to the defense of his 
country a regiment of citizen soldiers.” 

The platform also commends the course of 
United States Senator Turpie in all public 
affairs. Senator Turpie presided over the 
convention and made a speech, in the course 
of which he said: 

“The first thing needed for war purposes 
is an adequate supply of revenue, and at 
the very beginning of our labors to that 
end we were notified by the Honorable Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, notwithstanding the 
romance of arithmetic which he issues as a 
circular daily yy a surplus of many 
millions, that in fact he had only available 
funds on hand sufficient to defray the war 
expenses up to July 1, 1898; that from and 
oo that date Congress must provide there- 
or. 


Dingley Law Denounced. 


“This disclosure was not unexpected. Our 
present revenue law, commonly called the 
Dingley bill, is not a war measure. It is 
very far from that. The Dingley bill was 
a very peaceful, quiet, exceedingly pacific 
spoliation of the earnings of labor and the 


products of land for the benefit of the 
clustered group of monopolies who dictated 
its rates and schedules. It afforded its 
beneficiaries unlimited resources for pelf 
and pillage, but it yielded a return of rev- 
enue so scant as to be insufficient, even in 
times of peace. Its authors, in their care 
for the trusts, forgot the Treasury. There 
was nothing left to Congress except to look 
elsewhere for money with which to carry 
on the war. 

“The War Revenue bill passed contained 
many things worthy of approval, such as 
the inheritance tax, the coinage of the sil- 
ver in the Treasury, the taxes levied 
against the _ sleeping-car companies and 
against the Standard Oil Company and the 
Sugar Trust. Those multi-millionaire com- 
binations were thus given the opportunity 
to make their contribution toward the pay- 
ment of the war. The bill contained many 
things grossly wrong, among these the bond 
issue, but it carried supplies to the army 
and navy engaged at the front against the 
public enemy. 


Democratic Congress Predicted. 


“The unwise and vicious methods resorted 
to by the Republican Party to provide reve- 
nue we can, and shall, change and reform 
by an appeal to the justice, prudence, and 
patriotism of the people through the ballot. 
The grave questions as to the just methods 
of raising revenue, either for times of war 
or peace, are not to be settled by a single 
bill, or in one enactment. They remain yet 
for discussion and adjustment at the polls. 
The question whether the paper currency 
is to be controlled in its volume and char- 
acter by Congress, the representatives of 
the people, or by certain corporations en- 
gaged in the business of banking, awaits 
also the action of the people. The ques- 
tion as to whether the metallic standard 
money of our country shall be coined from 
gold alone, or from both gold and silver, 
in the terms of the Constitution of the 
United States,-is also yet to be settled. 

‘* All the political signs of the times indi- 
cate that we shall elect in November next 
a House of Representatives in favor of 
a measure that shall bring adequate revenue 
for all purposes of war and peace, in favor 
of a supply of currency that shall add no 
interest or principal to our National bond- 
ed debt, in favor of a coinage law that shall 
make no discrimination against either gold 
3 oe as standard money of the United 

tates.”’

THE DAT RAGE POSTPONED 
Bad Weather at New London Pre- 


vented the Great Intercollegi- 
ate Contest as Scheduled. 


TO OCCUR AT 12:30 TO-DAY 


The Crews of Yale, Harvard, and Cor- 
nell Are Undaunted by Disappoint- 
ment—They Will Line Up in 
Good Shape To-day. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 22.—A more 
unsatisfactory day in the annals of boat 
racing on the Thames has never been re- 
corded than that which the three university 
crews and the thousands of would-be spec- 
tators exrerierced to-day. Three times the 
referee attempted to start the race, and 
each time the weather conditions prevented, 
until at last, just before sunset, after the 
rain had fallen in torrents all day, Mr. Mei- 
kleham was obliged to put it ower until to- 
morrow at 12:30 o’clock. 

The early murning gave the very best 
promise that the day would be an almost 
ideal one on the river, amd for an hour 
everything went along as smoothly as the 
most exacting crew could wish. The first 
break came in the news that a bothersome 
railroad wreck had occurred on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Road at 


Naugatuck Junction, which necessitated a 
considerable delay in the arrival of the New 
Yorkers who wanted to see the race from 
the observation train. 

By hard work the regatta committee was 
able to persuade the three coaches to put 
the race over for half an hour in order that 
these belated travelers might get their 
money’s worth, The weather held favorable 
until about hour before the time set for 
the start, at 2:30 o’clock, when the wind, 
which all the morning had been very light 
from the north, suddenly shifted to the 
southwest and blew briskly up the river, 
kicking up quite a little sea. 

Notwithstanding this, the Cornell crew 
put out in their launch for the starting 
point, two miles up the river, towing their 
shell. Before they arrived at the line the 
northwestern sky began to look ominous, 
and the distant roll of thunder came re- 
verberating down the Thames. The ref- 
eree’s boat, the Vanish, was not near the 
line at the appointed time, but the observa- 
tion train came puffing up some ten minutes 
before the hour set for the start. The 
Squall grew blacker and more threatening, 
and the Cornell launch took the crew over 
to the Harvard boathouse, where all went 
ashore, and for the first time in the history 
of racing in this country two crews were in 
close relationship with one another for a 
period of over two hours, and that on the 
aay fixed for the race. 

he referee’s boat ran over to the Harv- 
ard boathouse, where there was a hurried 
consultation with Messrs. Lehmann and 
Courtney. The result of the conference 
was that the referee put the race over until 
a quarter past 3. 

Mr. Meikelham then went up to the Yale 
quarters and told Mr. Cook of his decision, 
and the latter came back with the referee 
to the Harvard quarters. 

If the crews had had shells with two wash- 
boards two feet high they might have 
rowed at the second time set for the start, 
but nothing short of that would have lived 
on the river. The storm came down about 
3 o’clock, after spitting drops of rain for 
fifteen minutes before, and broke with great 
egg about the training quarters up the 
river. 

The observation train, ‘with forty well- 
laden cars filled mostly with ladies in the 
flimsiest of Summer frocks, stood for fif- 
teen or twenty minutes in the drenching 
rain with the occupants having no other 
protection than a thin canvas covering 
over the top. 


Spectators Drenched by Rain. 


As long as the wind held from the north- 
west the woods at the back of the rail- 
road formed something of a protection, but 
in a few minutes the wind hauled to the 
northeast and then the spectators had the 


rain right in their faces. This was more 
than they could stand, and the conductors 
at once ran the train back to New Lon- 
don, five miles distant. Two-thirds and 
probably more of those on the train were 
completely soaked with rain water before 
the train at last pulled into the station, and 
the crowd scattered for shelter and dry 
clothing 

Mr. Cook remained at the Harvard quar- 
ters for fifteen minutes after the storm 
broke, and then as it gave every indication 
of continuing the referee put the race off 
for the second time, setting the start for 7 
o’clock. Mr. Cook was taken back, and 
every one found the best quarters possible 
for the next four hours. The Cornell crew 
remained at Red ‘Top with the Harvard 
oarsmen until nearly 7 o’clock, when as the 
rain still continued to fall the referee made 
a third postponement until 12:30 to-morrow, 
when it is hoped the weather will be more 
favorable. 

The excursion steamers hung around the 
finish line until nearly 7:30, when they re- 
luctantly swung around, went down 
through the drawbridge and landed their 
passengers. 

There is but little prospect that there will 
be anywhere near the crowd to-morrow 
morning there was to-day, although thous- 
ands have staid over and the city is crowd- 
ed to-night. 

New London itself probably benefited by 
the drenching rains, for every waterproof 
article of chothing for either sex was at 
a premium within fifteen minutes after the 
observation train came down the river. Not- 
withstanding the wetting that the holders 
of these seats received while up the river 
fully two-thirds boarded the train at 6: 
and were taken up to the start, which this 
time was set forth at the finish line, near 
the bridge, the intention being to have the 
race rowed up the stream, and as the train 
remained standing for half an hour the 
crowd had another damp time. 

To-night the students own the town, and 
the hotels are completely jammed. Cot 
room was at a high premium all night, 
while not a few laid the ground work for 
pneumonia by sleeping in damp clothes. 

At one or two of the hotels there was a 
tremendous amount of cheering and sing- 
ing, and for two or three hours there was 
a triangular singing and yelling contest, of 
which the honors were about even. The 
prospect for good weather at a late hour 
to-night seemed a little more favorable, as 
it slowly cleared and the stars finally came 
out. 

The oarsmen of the Connecticut Universi- 
ty are spending the night at their comfort- 
able house at Broadview as if this had been 
a day of ordinary events rather than one of 
suppressed excitement. While the men were 
naturally disappointed at the postponement 
of the race they accepted it as an incident 
in their crew life. The evening was devoid 
of incidents. .Coach Cook took the delay 
philosophically and stated that the condi- 
tion of the buoys at 7 o’clock was such that 
coxswains could not have ‘successfully 
steered a course. With the exception of 
Wickes, No. 2, in the ’Varsity shell, all of 
the Yale oarsmen are feeling splendidly. 
Wickes has developed a boil, which is be- 
coming painful with time. He will, how- 
ever, be able to keep his position in the 
shell. The two Yale crews were sent on 
the river early in the evening for a short 
warming-up spin. 


Cornell Still Confident. 


The colors of Cornell to-night floated from 
the tall flagstaff just as proudly as if the 
crew of that college had won the big race. 


Courtney’s fine oarsmen returned to their 
quarters at 7:22 o’clock, after their two 
hours’ love feast with Harvard at Red 
Top, where the Ithacans took refuge from 
the rain upon invitation of the Crimsons. 
Mr. Courtney and his men to-night feel that 
the failure to pull off the race cannot in any 
way be ascribed to a lack of readiness on 
their part. On the contrary, the Cornell 
men here point to the fact that Cornell, 
alone of the crews, appeared at the start 
on schedule time and was ready to row the 
race. This crew has lost none of its edge, 
and will go to the start to-morrow in regu- 
lar Cornell style. 

The Ithacans are feeling much gratified 
at the treatment accordea them to-day by 
both Yale and Harvard. During Cornell’s 
visit to Red Top they were courteously fur- 
nished with clothing by Harvard, and were 
served with lunch, ater they launched 
their shell and rowed back to their quar- 
ters. Meanwhile Prof. Wheeler, who will 
act as judge for Cornell, spent a pleasant 
hour at Yale’s quarters, where he dined as 
the guest of Bob Cook. 

The Varsity race is scheduled for 12:30 to- 
morrow, and the Freshmen at 3 o’clock, but 
there is a movement on foot to have the 
latter rowed directly after the important 
contest. 

The Harvard oarsmen retired to-night 
with little apprehension as to the outcome 
of to-morrow’s race. It was a disappoint- 
ment to the crew when it was first an- 
nounced that the race would haye to he 

ostponed for a few hours, and when, again, 

n the evening, it was made known thai t.e 
race would have to go over until to-mor- 
row, there was the keenest disappointment 
among the crew. After the announcement 
that the race had been postponed until to- 
morrow, Capt. Perkins took his men out on 
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the water for a short practice in racing 
starts. Capt. Perkins, ‘91, was the only 
visitor to-night at Red Top, and the crew 
retired early to secure all possible sleep 
preparatory to the expected hard contest of 
the morrow. 

CREWS TRAINING AT SARATOGA. 


SARATOGA, June 22.—The Columbia and 
Pennsylvania ’varsity and freshmen crews, 
who are in training at Saratoga Lake and 
whose quarters are eight miles distant from 
Saratoga, had a lively time to-day in dodg- 
ing the elements. Four separate and dis- 
tinct storms, including thunder, lightning, 
wind, rain, hail, made their appearance in- 
side of six hours. The Columbia and Penn- 
sylvania men enjoyed early morning spins 


over the three-mile course, but the storms 
cut into their hours for regular practice. 
Despite the interruptions, they succeeded in 
gétting in a good day’s work. Both of the 
’varsity crews had an exciting race with a 
driving storm that they saw approaching 
while out in the broad lake. They kept 
ahead of the storm and reached port at 
their respective training quarters at Lu- 
ther’s and Morey’s safe and weary, but 
happy over their experience. Both crews 
pulled across the lake in admirable form., 


LICENSES FOR TEACHERS. 


The Committee on School System present- 
ed yesterday, at the meeting of the Board 
of Education, resolutions to cover the cases 
of those teachers licensed prior to Feb. 1, in 
the old cities of New York and Brooklyn, 
under the condition that should their work 
prove entirely satisfactory, their licenses 
would be made permanent at the end of one 
year of continuous service. The resolutions, 
which were as follows, were laid over for 
consideration at the next meeting: 

After mature consideration your Committee on 
School System has reached the conclusion that, 
whereas, under the minimum requirements for 
teachers’ licenses, adopted by the Board of Edu- 
cation, a new system of licensing teachers has 
been introduce@ into the public school system 
of the Borough of Manhattan and The Bronx, 
therefore, certain of the licenses granted by 
formcr City Superintendents of New York, 
should ‘n justice be regarded as equivalent to cer- 
tain grades of licenses established under the new 
system. Accordingly your committee offers for 
adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the City Superintendent of 
Schools be and hereby is authorized to grant 
permanent head of department licenses to all 
teachers in the Boroughs of Manhattan and The 
Bronx, who, on the 3ist day of December, 1897, 
held permanent licenses, who had not less than 
eight years of experience in teaching, and who 
at that time held the position of Vice Principal; 
also to all teachers who are on the eligible list 
as Principals and have not yet been appointed 
as such. 

Resolved, That the City, Superintendent of 
Schools be and he hereby is authorized to grant 
temporary head of department licenses to all 
teachers of the following grades in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and The Bronx, who on the’ 3lst 
of December, 1897, held permanent licenses, and 
who-then had not less than eight years of ex- 
perience in teaching: 1. Male first assistants. 2. 
Women first and second assistants in primary 
and grammar schools. 3. Those who had been 
relieved of class teaching and who had been 
doing supervisory work not less than one year. 

Resolved, That the City Superintendent of 
Schools be and he hereby ts authorized to grant 
temporary license No. 2 to all teachers of the 
following grades in the Boroughs-of Manhattan 
and The Bronx who on the 3lst day of Decem- 
ber 1897, held permanent licenses and had not 
less than four years of experience in teaching: 
1. Male second and third assistants. 2. Women 
teaching in the last four years of the course as 
third, fourth, and fifth assistants. 3. Women 
teaching in the first three years of the course as 
third, fourth, fifth, and sixth assistants.

President Bowley con- 
tended that the company, which was under 
contract with the city to supply water to 
Queens, should not be allowed to enter into 
competition with the city.

Controller Coler said yesterday that the 
Board of Aldermen would probably vote on 
Tuesday in favor of the $23,000,000 bond is- 
sue. ‘“‘I am sure,” he said, “that the 
Brooklyn men will vote for the bonds when 
the whole matter is explained to them.’’ It

Can’t Remove Dr. Strong. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen has informed 
the Queens Borough Board of Coroners that 
it has no power to remove Coroner’s Phy- 
sician Dr. B. G. Strong of Long Island City. 
Dr. Strong is a Republican, and was the 


candidate of his party in Queens for Bor- 
ough Coroner, but was beaten by 46 votes. 
He gave notice of a contest, and then 
charges were brought against him, by the 
Democratic Coroners, of neglect of duty. 
The charges will now be dropped. 


THE WEATHER WAS FREAKISH. 


Two Severe Thunderstorms Belie the 
Predictions—Lightning Melts 
Trolley Wires. 


Two typical thunder storms visited this 
city yesterday—one at noon and the other 
some hours after—and so belied the fair 
promises of the early morning as to make 
the public regard the weather of the day as 
decidedly freakish, if not abnormal. When 
the sun rose there seemed every prospect 
that he would have the azure field all to 
himself, for there were no clouds worth 
mentioning, and conditions in this part of 
the country indicated only fair weather. If 
there has been a morning this season to 
tempt the New York man of business to 
leave his umbrella at home, that of yester- 
day was the one. And many yielded to the 
temptation, to their regret. 

Toward noon the approach of a storm 
from the northwest was noticed. The rain 
began to fall at noon and stopped at 12:40 
P. M., according to observations at the 
Weather Bureau. The first clap of thunder 
accompanying this storm was heard at 12:20 
and the last at 12:30. The wind, which up 
to noon had been light, blew for a short 
time after that hour at the rate of forty 
miles. And the temperature fell seven de- 
grees, from sixty-nine degrees. The fall of 
rain down town was only about one one- 
hundredth of an inch. 

The noon storm was followed by clearing 
skies, and for a time persons who had to be 
out went about their business without any 
further apprehension of rain. But as the 
afternoon wore on heavy clouds gathered 
in the. west, and about 4 o’clock the second 
storm broke. The first rain fell at 3:55, 
and the last at 4:45, the total precipitation 
being .23 of an inch. The thunder claps were 
heard for ha!f an hour, at intervals. The 
wind blew from the north at the rate of 
85 miles for a time, and the temperature 
fell from 65 to 56 degrees. Between 7 and 8 
o’clock there was a shower, and at 8 o’clock 
the temperature at the Weather Bureau 
was f7. On the street it felt like overcoat 
weather. During ‘the second storm hail fell 
in the central portion of the city, but none 
was observed down town. The two storms 
were purely local. 

During the noon storm a bolt of Hght- 
ning melted the wires of the trolley line at 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street and 
Third Avenue, causing them to drop to the 
pavement, sending up a shower of electrical 
sparks. The thunder that accompanied the 
flash was deafening. A trolley car south- 
bound had just passed the spot, crowded 
with passengers, most of whom were wo- 
men and children, They were terrified and 
were composed only after the storm had 
passed. No one was hurt.

Sir Hubert Wins the Zephyr Stakes 
for Two-Year-Olds and Forget 
the Bay Hurdle Handicap. 


BOTH WERE EASY VICTORIES 


Swiftmas, Boy Orator, Goldmine, and 
Lehman the Other Winners—It Was 
a Good Day for Favorites and 
Speculators Were Happy. 


Favorites did not fare quite so badly at 
the Sheepshead Bay track yesterday as on 
Tuesday, for Lehman was a decided favorite 
in his race and Swiftmas and Sir Hubert 
were equal favorites in their races with Blue 
Devil and Kingdon, respectivély. The result 
was that the speculators got back some of 
the money they have been pouring into the 
coffers of the bookmakers ever since .the 
opening of the meeting at this track. 

Considering the weather, there was an un- 
usually large turn-out at the track. Fully 
8,000 of the spectators were ig the fifty-cent 
field, where the stand provided has no roof, 
Just before the fourth race was run a smart 
thunder shower came up, and when it was 
evident that the crowd was in for a drench- 
ing the gates separating this field from the 
grand stand lawn were opened and the 
fifty-centers stampeded for the shelter with 
a rush that literally carried away the track 
police who tried to control them. It was 
the one incident of the afternoon that put 
the crowd in a genuine good humor, as it 
Was a spectacle such as they had not count- 
ed on. 

But after the races there was an incident 


attending the departure from the track that 
served to annoy a great many ladies. When 
the new termini for the trains were ar- 
ranged some Long Island genius decided to 
use cinders for the paths between the 
trains. These are never very comfortable to 
walk on -with thin-soled shoes, and ladies 
have complained bitterly of it, but yester- 
day, when the cinders and ashes soiled 
dresses and skirts wherever they touched 
them, there was a general protest . that 
would have touched the heart of President 
Baldwin could he have heard it and brought 
about some method of relief from what so 
many consider a positive nuisance. 

Of the two stake events on yesterday’s 
ecard, one was the Zephyr Stakes, for two- 
year-olds, over the Futurity course, and the 
other the Bay Hurdle Handicap, over a 
two-mile course. The former was run as 
the second race, the latter as the sixth, Sir 
Hubert winning the first-named and Forget 
the last. Both had rather easy victories, 
the former beating Kingdon after the 
Dwyer colt had led the field from the start 
until the horses were well into the main 
stretch, though Sims had to use his whip 
freely in order to force him to do so. But 
once well in the stretch, Sloan, who had 
kept Sir Hubert in second place, opened out 
a link, and allowed the Fleischmann colt to 
go at his own gait. Kingdon was stopping 
very rapidly. and Sir Hubert had no trouble 
in winning, though Sloan made his bluff ‘of 
appearing to snatch victory from defeat. 

In the Hurdle Handicap there were but 
three starters, of which Sir Vassar was a 
pronounced favorite. Forget took the lead 
at the start, and showed the others the way 
clear to the finish, Sir Vassar running sec- 
ond, and Ben Effier a very poor third, all 
the way. The weight was too much for Sir 
Vassar, and though the horse struggled 
bravely, the vace that Forget set him was 
too much for him, and the Hitchcock mare 
won easily in the end. 

Swiftmas, Hanlon, and Mainstay made a 
pretty race of the opening dash, which the 
former won cleverly by a timely rush 
through the stretch, catching the two oth- 
ers, as they were tiring badly under the 
strain resulting from racing one another 
hotly from the start. Imp, who was so 
heavily touted for the Suburban, was in 
the field, but ran wretchedly, and was a 
poor sixth at the end. 

Sly Fox seems to be going back badly 
since the severe illness of his trainer, Hardy 
Campbell. He had none of his old speed 
in the stretch, and was badly beaten by Boy 
Orator, Sanders and Letson in the second 
race, a run of a mile. Sloan rode the win- 
mer, and did it in very clever fashion. 

John McCafferty pulled off one of his good 
things in the fourth race, a run for maiden 
two-year-olds, which he won with his filly 
Goldmine. He and his friends had every 
cent they could rake together on the filly, 
and are reported to have made one of the 
best. betting coups of the year, backing the 
filly down from 15 to 1 to 6 to 1. 

Lehman won the selling race at a mile 
and an eighth from Bannock after a hard 
fight all the way. Sloan carried off the 
honors, as he plainly outrode Maher, who 
had the mount on Bannock.

COTTON. 


The volume of speculation in cotton shows 
a fair degree of public interest in the staple 
at present prices, but the trade at large 
is apparently fickle-minded with prices on 
the one hand low, comparetivey speaking, 
while on the other it is generally admitted 
that the outlook for the growing crop is 
very favorable, if not exceptionally so. The 
weekly weather crop bulletin from Wash- 
ington, issued yesterday morning, indicates 
that conditions have been exceptionally fa- 
vorable for cotton during the week; that 
the reports show a decided improvement 
of the condition of the cotton plant general- 
ly throughout the belt. The notable ex- 
ceptions are that in portions of Misissippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas, the land is grassy 
and in need of cultivation, while some 
complaints of lice are received from North 
Carolina. Private crop accounts are gen- 
erally brilliant. The first call, however, 
notwithstanding the bearish crop news, 
showed a steady market at an advance of 
3@5 points. This improvement was due to 
favorable cables. Prices gradually eased 
off, until from the highest point of the 
morning, a loss of 5@11 points was ap- 
parent. The market was finally steady, 
with near months 8 points lower, and dis- 
tant months unchanged to 1 point higher. 
Total sales were 99, bales. Spot cotton 
ruled quiet and closed easy at unchanged 
prices; middling uplands, ec; middling 
Gulf, 654c, against 7 13-16c and 8 1-16c, re- 
spectively, lust year; sales included 100 
bales for export, 450 bales to spinners and 
1,300 bales on contract. Southern spot cot- 
ton markets, middling quoted, were as fol- 
lows: Galveston quiet, 5 13-16c; sales, 43 
bales; New Orleans quiet, 6c.; sales, 700 
bales.

The unsatisfactory crop news of 
the late afternoon included complaints of 
too much wet weather in Hungary and Rus- 
sia, supplen ented by reports that harvest 
operations in Missouri, Southern Illinois, 
and Texas were being impeded by raius.

WAR AND BUSINESS. 

One of the most remarkable and grat- 
ifying developments of these war times 
is the disposition of the American peo- 
ple, every day more plainly revealed, to 
turn away from the war and resume 
their customary occupations.

It is a sign of National good health 
and vigor that business enterprises of 
this nature are readily undertaken in 
time of war. 


THE NEW QUESTIONS. 


Mr. CLEVELAND restates with the ear- 
nestness of a sincere believer the famil- 
far precepts and traditions which forbid 
us to enter upon “a course of new and 
strange adventure.” The young minds 
to which his Lawrenceville School utter- 
ance was immediately addressed and the 
mature audience his words have reached 
throughout the country listen with re- 
epectful attention to the wise teachings 
of the fathers repeated in our day by one 
who administered the estate they found- 
ed in a spirit of unusual reverence for 
the principles they established. But that, 
if we read aright the signs of the times 
and the disposition of the people, will be 
the extent of the heed paid to the wisdom 
of the fathers and to Mr. CLEVELAND. 

Undoubtedly the policy of expansion 
and extension will evoke at every step 
the protests of the thoughtful and the 
conservative, and the warnings of WasH- 
INGTON and of JEFFERSON will continue 
to be cited, as they have been cited by 
many tongues and pens, against the 
manifest tendency of the Administra- 
tion and its supporters to yield to that 
temptation which Mr. CLEVELAND says 
it requires “a constant steadiness of 
sound American judgment” to resist. 
Nobody has stated the doctrine of home 
{Interests more temperately or more com- 
pactly than Mr. CLEVELAND in his Law- 
renceville School address: 


“You will probably be led by your reflec- 
tions and studies to the conclusion that our 
Government was formed for the express 

urpose of creating in a new world a new 

ation, the foundation of which should be 
man’s self-government, whose safety and 
rosperity. should be secure in its absolute 
reedom from Old World complications and 
in its renunciations of all echemes of for- 
eign conquest, and whose mission should be 
the subjection to civilization and industrial 
occupation of the vast domain in which it 
has taken root. If you believe those things, 
do not permit any accusation of ultra and 
progressive conservatism to trouble you. 
* * If you are satisfied that foreign con- 
quest and unnatural extension or annexa- 
tion are dangerous perversions of our Na- 
tional mission, and if it shall seem to you 
in the light of reason and history that such 
rversions bring in their train a people's 
emoralization and a decay of popular con- 
tentment more surely destructive to the Re- 
public than armies with banners, you will 
not be necessarily wrong.” 


Tt is not a little singular that two men 
as dissimilar in training and mental and 
moral habit as Grover CLEVELAND and 
Wititam J. Bryan should hold and ex- 
press substantially the same views upon 
this new public question, which in its 
concrete form is the question whether 
we shall retain the Philippine Islands. 
The leaders of the Democratic Party at 
Washington havé made it known that 
their policy is to be one of opposition to 
annexation. It is equally clear that the 
Administration policy will be to keep the 
Philippines. Tae political consequences 


of the determinations thus reached by 
the leaders of the two parties will be im- 
portant and far reaching. Whatever may 
be the ultimate good or ill results of mak- 
ing these distant islands a part of our 
National domain we hazard the predic- 
tion that the acquisition will prove to be 
a piece of good fortune for the Repub- 
lican Party sufficient to keep it in power 
and to exclude the Democrats from con- 
trol for many years—unless by luck or 
genius the demoralized Democracy shall 


hit upon some National policy more tak-" 


ing with the people than the idea of ex- 
pansion now seems to be. 

The Democrats, indeed, are in a posi- 
tion strikingly like that of the Federal- 
ists during the first Administration of 
JEFFERSON, when that very far-seeing 
statesman, by putting aside at a critical 
moment his own declarations of outworn 
policy and making the Louisiana pur- 
chase, delivered his country from peril, 
gave it its greatest impulse toward 
wealth and power, and established his 
party so firmly in the confidence of the 
people that it held the reins of govern- 
ment uninterruptedly during the first 
quarier of the century. In authorizing 


| Monrop and Livineston to make the 


Louisiana purchase JEFFERSON not only 
trampled on most of the precepts which 
are now cited against the enterprises 
upon which President McKINLEY is ap- 
parently about to enter, but he abruptly 
abandoned those maxims of policy upon 
which he had personally placed the 
greatest emphasis. He was opposed to a 
strong navy, opposed to foreign entan- 
glements, an advocate of peace in order 
that we might grow rich in practicing its 
arts, and strict in his construction of the 
Constitution. He nevertheless plunged at 
once into foreign complications by buy- 
ing of France an immense territory, sold 
to her by Spain upon the express under- 
standing that it should not be sold by 
her, ran the risk of war, was ready to go 
to war, indeed, if the plan of purchase 
had failed, and deliberately performed 
and countenanced public acts for which 
he candidly admitted that the Constitu- 
tion furnished no authority. 

Yet all these acts of JEFFERSON were 
so statesmanlike, so indubitably great 
and wise, that the satisfaction of a mis- 
erable and puny consistency with his 
own previous views was not worth an in- 
stant’s thought when the moment came 
that compelled him to decide between 
pride of opinion and National greatness. 
History would have set him down for a 
ninny had he let academic precepts tie 
him down to a narrow and burrowing 
policy that would have made the United 
States a subordinate Nation between 
powerful neighbors on the north and 
west. 

But the Federalists, poor at that time 
in leaders, in intellects, in principles, and 
in influence, although they had tried to 
hurry JEFFERSON into a war over Louisi- 
ana, were shortsighted and stupid enough 
to oppose its purchase. “‘ The acquisition 
is seen by our constituents in all its im- 
portance,’ wrote JEFFERSON to MONROE 
in December, 1803, “and they will do 
justice to all those who have been instru- 
mental toward it. Fortunately the Fed- 
eral leaders have had the imprudence to 
oppose it  pertinaciously, which has 
given an occasion to a great proportion 
of their quondam honest adherents to 
abandcn them and join the Republican 
[Democratic] standard. They feel them- 
selves now irretrievably lost, and cease 
to make further opposition in the States 
or anywhere but in Congress.” 

History may not repeat itself with lit- 
eral exactness. It never does. For, of 
course, the wildest talker about “ impe- 
rial expansion ’’ would not have the har- 
dihood to compare the taking of the Phil- 
ippines with the Louisiana purchase. But 
We see many reasons to expect that the 
Republican policy of annexing the Phil- 
ippine Islands will be attended by such 
immediate material and political good 
fortune that the Democratic Party will 
for years to come remain a weak, dis- 
organized, and hopeless body. Just as 
the Republicans have squeezed dry the 
protectionist orange and are about to 
cast it away, its lease of power is about 
to be renewed by the popular satisfac- 
tion with a just war and a new and allur- 
ing policy which kindles the imagination 
and arouses a generation to whose jaded 
minds no nobler issue than that of 16 to 
1 has made its appeal in the last twenty 
years. And the Democrats, with whom 
in their present alliance with Populists 
dementia is a fixed condition and blun- 
dering an unfailing resource, rush off, 
like the Federalists of JEFFERSON’s time, 
into a policy of opposition for opposi- 
tion’s sake, planting themselves with 
foolish confidence upon blank negation 
as a platform from which to make their 
appeal to the American people. 

There is one consolation. The policy of 
expansion may have its perils, but they 
are not to be compared to the perils of 
Bryanism, which are effectually and for 
all time averted by the coming of these 
new questions. 


THE STATE TROOPS, 


Adjt. Gen. TILLINGHAST has at once 
gone far toward vindicating his own ad- 
ministration of his office, and adminis- 
tered a pleasant incitement to the State 
pride of New York by making public the 
letters he has received from some half 


dozen Colonels of New York regiments. 
There has been some bungling and blun- 
dering at Albany, but it seems that there 
has been less of jit there than at any 
other capital excepting Boston. There 
has been immeasurably less than at 
Washington. In Washington, to be sure, 
the opportunities for blundering were 
upon a far larger scale, but then there 
was a complete staff organization to meet 
the exigency. This, under the mismanage- 
ment of Secretary ALGER, the organiza- 
tion has conspicuously and in almost 
every department failed to do. 

While New Yorkers may be proud as 
New Yorkers of the showing their troops 


have made, they ought to be ashamed as 
Americans that +he troops of New York 
and Massachusetts are conspicuous by 
being in a condition of tolerable prepar- 
edness. Their superior condition is shoYn 
conclusively by the fact that a New York 
and a Massachusetts regiment were the 
only regiments at Tampa that were 
found fit to go with the regulars to San- 
tiago, in view of the chance that they 
might be called upon to fight as soon as 
they landed. But it is a disgrace not only 
to other States but to the Union that the 
troops of those other States were not 
equally serviceable. One of the Colonels 
who writes to Adjt. Gen. TILLINGHAST 
says that “the troops from Indiana, 
Missouri, Kansas, Tennessee, and some 
other States came here in citizen’s clothes 
and without arms or other equipments.” 
We repeat that this condition of things 
is disgraceful to the Commonwealths in 
question. It shows a lack of patriotism 
and of prudence on their part, and it se- 
riously endangers the National defense. 
It is a breach, indeed, of their Constitu- 
tional duty, since the Constitution de- 
clares that “a well-regulated militia is 
necessary to the security of a free State.” 
Congress has enacted with great explicit- 
ness that the main reliance of this coun- 
try in case of foreign war shall be upon 
a volunteer force. Then it is the duty of 
Congress to take order that this force 
shall be efficient, and of a uniform effi- 
ciency in all States and at all times. We 
are not safe unless the quota of militia 
allotted to every State, according to pop- 
ulation, is at all times as well prepared 
for service as the troops of New York 
and Massachusetts alone have now been 
found to be. Congress cannot compel the 
States to do their duty. It can induce 
them to do it, as we have already sug- 
gested, by making it an object for them 
to submit their troops to the inspection 
of regular officers, and by equipping, in 
whole or in part, such troops as pass this 
inspection. Provision for that purpose 
should be made at once, now that the 
necessity has been so clearly shown. 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL ——-——? 


The proposition to revive the grade of 
Lieutenant General is not at all timely, 
and the appearance of it at this time is 
suspicious. Of course there is theoreti- 
cally room not for one Lieutenant Gen- 
eral only but for several. If the com- 
mand of a brigade involves a Brigadier 
and the command of a division a Major 
General, the command of a corps ought 
to call for a Lieutenant General, and 
there should be a full and simple “ Gen- 
eral” in command of each army. The 
Spanish Army and Navy are much better 
equipped in this respect than our own. 
There are said to be over 200 Lieutenant 
Generals on the army list, and we know 
that the Queen took sweet naval counsel 
with no fewer than twenty-eight Ad- 
mirals at once. It is hard to see how we 
can stand up against such a superiority 
of rank. But we seem to do it. Admiral 
MonTojo was satisfactorily smashed by 
a plain Commodore, since made an Ad- 
miral, for cause, and our Atlantic fleet 
is under the command of an Acting Ad- 
miral who is properly a mere low.and 
grovelling Captain. That which we call 
a Brigadier will fight quite as well under 
that name as if he were a Field Marshal, 
and can wait for his Lieutenant General- 
ship until he has earned it. 

This is really the point. There is no 
way of finding out who has the capacity 
for the command of a large body of 
troops except by actual trial in war. 
We were over two years in finding out 
during the civil war. We have just been 
making a number of Brigadier and Ma- 
jor Generals because they distinguished 
themselves in « war'which ended a full 
generation ago. We should not make 
any higher promotion except for actual 
service in this present war. Any appoint- 
ment now of a Lieutenant General would 
almost certainly be a mistake. It would 
be a matter at best of conjecture and at 
worst of mere favoritism. The Secretary 
of War has nobody but himself to blame 


if the army sees in the proposition to } 


revive the grade of Lieutenant General, 
before anybody has had a chance to 
earn it, nothing more beneficial than one 
of “ ALGER’s jobs.” 


SENATOR MORGAN AND JAPAN. 


That was a characteristic explosion of 
Senator MoRGAN’s over the citation by 
Senator WuitTy of a letter from the 
Japanese Minister correcting the mis- 
apprehensions of the Foreign Com- 
mittee of the Senate. Senator Mor- 
GAN is himself, as we have had occasion 
to note to our sorrow, and may have oc- 
casion to note to our cost, an ornament 
of the committee in question, and in 
resenting the protest of the Japanese 
Minister, he had the air of speaking to 
a question of personal privilege. 

In his character of Hawaiian boomer, 
Senator MoRGAN is quite aware how de- 
sirable it is to represent that if we do 
not take the islands somebody else will. 
It is true that for two generations we 
have strenuously insisted that no other 
power should possess them, and have let 
it be known that annexation or the es- 
tablishment of a protectorate by any 
other power would be resented and re- 
sisted by us. It is also true that every 
power which could be supposed to be con- 
cerned has soiemnly disclaimed any such 
intention. When the Hawaiian job was 
first undertaken, the jobbers undertook 
to enlist public opinion in favor of the 
job by representing England as coveting 
the islands and lying in wait to annex 
them. But this appeal was shorn of all 
its force by the unfeeling representative 
of the Britisn Government in the House 
of Commons. He cruelly declared that 
Great Britain recognized the paramount 
interest of the United States in Hawaii 
and would acquiesce in any disposition 
which the United States saw fit to make. 

There was then nothing better to do 
than to accuse Japan of a like intention. 
The only interest that Japan ever showed 
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in the matter was to represent that no 
change in the ownership or Government 
of the islands should be allowed to af- 
fect the rights under existing treaties of 
Japanese resident there. This very prop- 
er caveat was worked by the boomers for 
very much more than it was worth. They 
accused Japan of an intention to acquire 
the islands, and even suggested that the 
laborers that the Japanese Government 
showed such an interest in were soldiers 
smuggled in in the disguise of coolies, 
and biding their time with intent to rise 
up at the psychological moment, over- 
whelm alike the Kanakas and the sons 
of missionaries, and seize the Govern- 
ment. The imputation of a Japanese in- 
tention to seize the islands was made in 
the report of the Committee of Foreign 
Affairs. It was entirely unwarranted and 
highly uncivil, and the Japanese Minis- 
ter, in behalf of his Government, stren- 
uously disclaimed it. It is this disclaim- 
er which Senator MORGAN calls “a very 
serious and very outrageous assault upon 
the rights and privileges of the Senate.” 

The heat of Senator MORGAN seems un- 
called for. The intentions of the Japa- 
nese Government are perhaps the only 
subject on earth upon which that Gov- 
ernment can speak with more authority 
than the Senator from Alabama, but 
upon that he must admit that they have 
at least superior sources of information 
to his owr. When the Japanese Minis- 
ter repels, we are sure with more polite- 
ness than the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs used in making it, the imputation 
that his Government desires to acquire 
Hawaii, he seems quite within his rights, 
and he has not been guilty of any “as- 
sault””’. upon anybody. No doubt Senator 
MORGAN is pained by the prompt ex- 
posure of the nisrepresentation, but the 
“outrageous” part in the performance 
is not that taken by the Japanese Min- 
ister. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-It always grieves THE NEw YorK TIMES 
to give pain to sensitive persons, especially 
college men. The remarks made in this col- 
umn a few days ago in regard to Yale’s po- 
sition in athletics seem to have hurt the 
feelings of some Yale men. Therefore an 
explanation must be made. It is beyond 
dispute that the Captain of the Yale crew 
did not say, after last year’s defeat by Cor- 
nell, that Yale did not claim the ability to 
beat any one rut Harvard. It is also true 
that such a statement was not set forth in 
any official document issued by either the 
Graduate Advisory Committee or the Fac- 
ulty of the university. Therefore, perhaps, 
one of our hurt correspondents is in a meas- 
ure justified in saying that Yale had never 
taken any such position, and consequently 
we apologize. We were misled into believ- 
ing that Yale University had talked that 
way by the fact that a number of Yale men 
did so immediately after the race, and their 
utterances were published all over the coun- 
try without protest. We recognize now that 
their statements were unofficial. But they 
did sound very much like attempts at creep- 
ing out of an unpleasant position, But then 
we suppose that the old claim of both Yale 
and Harvard that such institutions as Cor- 
nell and Columbia and Pennsylvania were 
not in their class was also unoflicial. 


—Attention is called in a St. Louis paper 
to the fact that the annual report of the 
Superintendent of the St. Louis Insane Asy- 
lum gives one item of information which is 
worthy of the most serious attention. Dur- 
ing the year 126 men and 158 women have 
been admitted to that institution. One ta- 
ble in the report classifies them according 
to prior occupation. It appears that of the 
158 women. 104 graduated into the insane 
asylum from domestic service. <A corre- 
spondent of the paper comments upon this 
matter in a manner which will astonish 
New York housewives. He says: ‘* Would 
it not be well for some of our benevolent 
people to look into their own kitchens? 
What a wretched, cheerless life the average 
servant girl must lead, when over a third 
of all who go insane come from this class. 
Think of a state of affairs where 126 men, 
all told, from all occupations, go insane, 
against 104 servant girls. Compare the 
courage required to brave the dangers of 
war with that required to go into solitary 
confinemeft as a servant girl, with a mis- 
tress who says she is generally dissatisfied 
with her servant.”” We can hardly believe 
it possible that such a state of affairs ex- 
ists anywhere. It would be more inform- 
ing, perhaps, to find out from what families 
these servant maids came. It is hardly 
likely that the St. Louis servant is more 
dependent than her New York sister. Here 
a servant will simply not stay in a house 
where she is uncomfortable. In fact, there 
are no other working people who will throw 
up a situation on such small provocation as 
domestic servants. It is inconceivable that 
they would remain in places under condi- 
tions which would drive them to insanity, 


—Danville, Ill., has been struck by the surg- 
ing wave of reform. Sunday blue laws have 
recently been enforced there in the severest 
possible manner, and the citizens, who have 
heretofore enjoyed the privilege of doing 
pretty much as they pleased on the Sab- 
bath, have had a hard time recognizing 
their town. The town elected a Mayor on a 
reform ticket, backed by the “‘ church vote,” 
and the reform Mayor found an old Sunday- 
closing law, which he promptly enforced. 
The result was that every shop in Dan- 
ville, including those of the druggists, was 
closed. One druggist posted in front of his 
shop a placard which read as follows: 

The Mayor and Councilmen of Danville 
have ordered this drug store closed to-day, 
and thereby it is impossible for us to gell 
our celebrated remedies. Should you or 
your child be taken suddenly ill we would 
advise you to at once notify the undertaker, 
as he will probably be able to attend to 
your case Monday, which would be too late 
for us to satisfy your urgent needs, Hur- 
rah for reform! 

The druggists of Danville have apparently 
not yet learned Tammany’s war cry against 
reform. The experience of the Illinois town 
will doubtless form a text for many polit- 
ical sermons against reform movements, but 
in all probability such movements will con- 
tinue to take place from time to time. The 
trouble in Danviile was not with reform in 
the ‘abstract, but with the particular mani- 
festation of its benefits which a stupid 
Mayor chose to make. 


PERSONAL. 

—lIt is not generally known, but it is 
none the less a fact, that profanity is for- 
bidden by both the army and the navy regu- 
lations. Any soldier or sailor who does not 
like to be sworn at has a right to make a 
complaint, and the offending officer is sub- 
ject to trial by court-martial. As a matter 
of fact, however, swearing in times of ex- 
citement is not uncommon, and it is not in- 
frequently the only kind of talk which has 
any influence. It is, therefore, notable that 
some of the greatest commanders in our 
army and navy have been distinguished for 
the moderation of their language. The story 
of Admiral FARRAGUT’sS one oath at Mobile 
Bay, when he said’ ‘‘ Damn the torpedoes! 
Go ahead full speed,” is familiar, and now 
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comes a story about Gen. GRANT. It was 
told by.Gen. Joun P. HAWKINS in answer 
to an inquiry as to whether Gen. Horacr 
PoRTER’s statement that Gen. GRANT never 
swore was true. Gen. Hawkins replied: “I 
never heard GRANT swear but once, and that 
was at Shiloh. Coming across a body of 
soldiers in retreat, he swung his horse 
across the road end, with indignation shown 
in every feature, flourished his sword and 
cried: ‘Go back, you damned cowards, go 
back!’” I. seems possible that this story 
is true, It took something in the way of an 
exhibition of fear to make such men as 
FARRAGUT and GRANT swear. 


—-Senator Pmnrose of Pennsylvania, in 
@ recent speech in Philadelphia, called at- 
tention to the fact that in 1897 the State of 
Pennsylvania appropriated for educational 
purposes $6,250,000 out of an annual reve- 
nue of $10,000,000. This leaves $3,750,000 to 
pay all the other expenses of the State, 
which is one of the largest and most pros- 
perous in the Union. However, Pennsyl- 
vania continues to get along in spite of the 
fact that in 1895 her total receipts were 
$11,746,000 and her total expenditures about 
$13,500,000. Senator PENROsE also boasted 
of the high quality of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, which certainly deserves the 
highest kind of praise. The Senator declared 
that the War Department regarded the 
Pennsylvania troops as more nearly the 
equals of regulars than those of any other 
State. This may possibly be true, but it is 
worth while to recall the fact that in the 
first army of invasion which has departed 
for Cuba the Seventy-first Regiment of New 
York and the Second of Massachusetts are 
somewhat in evidence, 


——It may be interesting to many persons 
in these days to hear the words of ARTHUR 
E. HAuu, formerly of The Buenos Ayres 
Herald. He is in Boston, and he had no 
hesitation in unbosoming himself in regard 
to his observations 1n Cuba four years ago. 
He spent his time chiefly around Matanzas, 
the city in which the Puritan’s twelve-inch 
shells killed the unhappy mule. Mr. HALL 
told the now familiar story of butchery of 
men and women under the orders of the 
estimable Gen. WrrYLeR. He once heard 
that famous military hero declare that he 
was willing to do anything in the interest 
of Spain. But his most significant utterance 
was that of his firm conviction that “ noth- 
ing but severe and persistent action on the 
part of the United States” would “ suffice 
to deal adequately with the Cuban problem.” 
A similar belief seems to have prevailed of 
late in Admiral SAmpson’s fleet.

Where Are the Pugilists? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is it not paradoxical that in all the roll of 
volunteers to fight their country’s foes the 
name of not one vaunting pugilist appears?

WOMAN’S WORK IN THE WAR. 


An aged woman residing in Burlington, 
Vt., has sent to THE NEW York TimgEs 
a letter describing the work done by the 
women of that city in the civil war in aid 
of the United States Sanitary Commission, 
which performed great services in caring 
for the soldiers on the field and in the hos- 
pital. Although the writer says she has 
passed her eightieth year, she evidently not 
only retains a distinct memory of the 
events of the rebellion, but possesses a live- 
ly appreciation of those which are occur- 
ring at the present time. Her letter shows 
that the women of to-day will have much 
to do if they are to equal the efforts of 
their mothers in providing for the comfort 
of their fathers, brothers, husbands, and 
sons who have gone to the front, and the 
quaint style in which she recounts the 
doings at Burlington a third of a century 
ago adds to the interest of the narrative, 
Her letter follows: 

Jo the Editor of The New York Times: 


Having by the last mail received a copy of

When a report at that time reached us of 
the firing on Fort Sumter a notice was 
immediately issued for the formation of a 
Ladies’ Aid Society to the Sanitary Com- 
mission, then in operation. Business meet- 
ings were immediately held, and stirring 
appeals made for the appointment of re- 
sponsible officers. Suitable rooms were en- 
gaged in the most desirable localities, and 
responsible committees appointed to decide 
upon work, and to obtain most promptly 
desirable supplies, embracing many enu- 
merated in your papers through Mrs. Sher- 
wood’s official reports, 

Bales unnumbered of flannel and cotton 
materials for n hospital garments 
and field necessities were prepared by ex- 
perienced employes, and our relief rooms 
were hives of industry that were constant- 
y humming and buzzing with busy bees. 

n army officer was sent on from Wash- 
ingto to direct affairs, but all too soon a 
suspicion was a ous that his interests 
were too much for the benefit of the rebels, 
whom he joined after his return to head- 
quarters and resigning from the National 
committees. His influence here was to re- 
tard the immediaté war supplies. 

In no other place could constant activities 
have accomplished more than was done by 
our limited numbers. In reading Mrs. Sher- 
wood’s report of supplies furnished by ac- 
cumulated numbers in the cities, I noticed 
that of lint furnished, and am induced to 
describe the extended reputation of that 
which was furnished here to the Sanitary 
Commission. through the suggestion of an 
eccentric individual, made to the ladies. 
He had for a long time established a rep- 
utation for ground horseradish, sold by 
grocers, securely bottled. He visited the 
Ladies’ Aid Society of the Sanitary Com- 
mission, and suggested if they would cut 
narrow strips of soft old linen, and make 
long rolls of it, securely sewed, he could 
feed his machine, and convert it into soft, 
downy lint that would be a great assistance 
to surgeons by pease thin layers of it in 
sheets of small size between layers of 
tissue paper, ready to handle for immediate 
use, to be inclosed in small boxes for per- 
sonal use, and such to be sent in quantities 
in wooden cases to headquarters. He face- 
tlously remarked that his machine would 
not know the difference from horseradish! 

Dr. Thayer of our city, (for a long time,) 
with his active wife, prescribed that as 
many boxes as possible of it should be 
speedily furnished to the hospitals. They 
were devoted to the packing of supplies 
that were sent from the country to relatives 
through their care, which would never have 
been received but for their constant and 
disinterested labors. Probably hospital sup- 
plies of the present day develop constant 
improvements, but the individual family in- 
terests cannot meet the stupendous necessi- 
ties of the present war. May untold results 
bless the new-coming century with “ ever- 
lasting peace that passeth understanding.” 

If this proves undue garrulity please ex- 
cuse it from one who has passed the four- 
score limit, the only survivor of a large 
family circle, but blessed beyond measure 
by kind, interested descendants. With kind 
regards, dx.

IMMIGRANTS IN GEORGIA. 


From The Atlantic (Ga.,) Constitution. 

In an address before the Young Men’s 
Business League of Eastman, Ga., Mr. 
James B. Best said: 

“Up in Habersham County a few years 
ago a party of Swiss farmers bought some 
worn-out cotton fields on the thin ridge 
lands near Mount Airy. They fertilized 
them, planted to grapes, and made wine. 
To-day they are the most prosperous farm- 
ers in that region, living in better homes 
than those of the average Georgia farm- 
ers. At the State Dairymen’s convention 
last year it was clearly proved by the tes- 
timony and actual experiences of Georgia 
dairymen that buttermaking pays better in 
Georgia than in the Northern States. The 
food of cattle is cheaper down here, the 
pasturing season is several months longer, 
and the tested per cent. of butter fat in 
the milk is higher. Notwithstanding these 
conditions, 90 per cent. of the creamery 
products consumed in Georgia, it is esti- 
mated, are imported from other States. 
There are quite a number of fruit and vege- 
table growers in Georgia who annually 
clear handsome profits on small acreage. 

**Down in Glynn County, in the old piney 
woods which were supposed to be of no 
value after the turpentine and choice tim- 
ber were gone, the Shakers have bought up 
thousands of acres to plant in grass, and 
these expert agriculturists are proceeding to 
raise cattle and sheep on a large scale. 
This is a good grass State, and yet it is 
stated on authority that the railroads bring 
into the State annually more bales of hay 
than they take out bales of cotton.”

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Voices the 


Tory Disapproval of His Course 
in a Speech at the Man- 
sion House.

LONDON, June 22.—It is rumored tha¥ 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies will shortly resign from 
the Ministry in order to assume the leader- 
ship of a large number of Unionists in the 
House of Commons; who are discontented 
with the foreign policy of the Government, 


There seems to be no doubt that Mr. ~ 


Chamberlain is dissatisfied with his present 
position, and if affairs in the Far Bast and 
in West Africa take the turn he expects, hia 
friends believe he will not remain in the 


Cabinet to share the shipwreck of a pole ¢ 


icy he never approved. Whatever may be 
the outcome, the disquieting idea is un- 
doubtedly prevalent in Conservative circles 
that Mr. Chamberlain contemplates some 
sensational move; and the extent to which 
this is credited shows how little Mr. Cham- 
berlain can count upon Tory confidence, 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, Secretary of 
State for War, addressing the Conservative 
Unions of London this evening, indorsed the 
recent Birmingham speech of the Secretary, 
of State for the Colonies, in which Mr, 
Chamberlain expressed the hope that the 
day would come when the Stars and Stripes 
and the Union Jack would wave togethes 
over an Anglo-Saxon alliance. 

Lord Lansdowne said he found nothing im 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech to offend the 
common sense or patriotism of the people 
of Great Britain. ‘*‘ We should be wantea 
in foresight,’’ he continued, “if we failed 
to realize that the time might come whem 
our revenues would no longer flow so freely, 
when the British taxpayer would grow 
weary of building more and more battle 
ships and raising more and more battalions, 
and when, whether we liked it or not, we 
might have to consider whether we could af~ 
ford to stand alone,” 

Lord Lansdowne insisted that it was ig 
the highest degree desirable that the colo- 
nies should be encouraged to take a more 
active share in the defense of the empire 
There was nothng ridiculous in the idea o 
a closer friendship with America. To his 
mind there could be no more inspiring ideal 
than such an understanding between two 
nations sprung from the same race and 
having sO Many common interests, nations 
which together were predominant in the 
world’s commerce and industry. 

Was there anything preposterous, he 
asked, in the hope that these two nations 
should be found, he would not say in @ 
hard and fast alliance of offense and de« 
fense, but closely connected in their diplom-~ 

absolutely frank and unreserved 
international councils and _ ready, 
wherever the affairs of the world were 
threatened with disturbance, to throw their 
influence into the same scale. 

“Depend upon it,’’ said Lord Lansdowne, 
in conclusion, “these are no mere idl@ 
dreams or hazy aspirations. The change 
which has come over the sentiment of each 
country toward the other during the last 
year or two is almost immeasurable. One 
can searcely believe they are the same Unite 
ed States with whom, only two years ago, 
Wwe were on the verge of a serious quarrel. 
The change is not an ephemeral understand- 
ing between diplomatists, but a genuine de~ 
sire of the two peoples to be friends, and, 
therefore, it cannot be laughed out of ex< 
istence by the sort of comments we hava 
lately heard.” 

Political oratory is beginning to throw in<« 
teresting light on the supposed Cabinet dis 
sensions. 

While the Marquis of Lansdowne, Secre< 
tary of State for War, was declaring this 
evening his approval of Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Secretary of State of the Colonies, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in a speech to the London bank- 
ers and merchants at the Mansion House 
this evening, rather pointedly criticised Mr, 
Chamberiain, without naming him. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said: 

“T noticed the other day a speech by the 
one man who is really competent to discuss 
foreign affairs—namely, the Foreign Secre- 
tary. He said he hoped and believed that 
cr prospects in foreign affairs were emi- 
nently peaceful. I do not profess to be 
skilled in diplomacy, but I believe the bes 
way to bring transactions to a succes 
issue is by a determination to avoid un- 
necessary offense to those with whom we 
have to deal.” 


LONDON PRESS COMMENT. 


The Chronicle Wonders Who Keeps 
the Peace at the Council Table.

THE OLYMPIA PROPERTY. 


Mr. Hammerstein Tells About It for 
the Benefit of Possible Pur- 
chasers. 


With a view to preventing the Olympia 
Theatre property, announced for sale in 
foreclosure next Tuesday, from falling into 
the hands of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, Oscar Hammerstein has issued a 
circular, which reviews briefly the history 
of the structure and sets forth many facts 
for the attention of possible purchasers. 

Mr. Hammerstein says that the building 
and ground represent to-day an investment 
of over $2,000,000. The mortgage for $309,- 
000, which is now under foreclosure, was 
executed in January, "1897. The business at 
the Olympia during its first year yielded a 
profit of $137,000, which was devoted to the 
payment of debts incurred by the erection 
of the structure. The second year’s busi- 
ness netted nothing, as a result of a yery 
rainy Summer and the general trade inter- 
ruptions brought about later by the Presi- 
dential election. 

The incidents leading to the foreclosure 
Mr. Hammerstein gives as follows: 

“In May, 1897, I addressed a letter to Mr. 
Welch, then Vice President of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, in which I 
notified the company tgat I contemplated 
mecessary and valuable*additions and im- 

rovements to the building, costing proba- 
Ely $20,000, and that, in case i undertook 
guch work, 1 would find it difficult to pay 
the interest coming due in Fall. I received 
the assurances that if I were to make such 
improvements no pressure for the payment 
cf interest on time would be made. Then 
the plans for such improvements were made 
by the architects, McElfatmck & Son, sub- 
mitted to the company, filed in the Build- 
ing Department, and the work was bogus 
and nearly finished, at a cost of over $20,- 
000, in October last. This caused an ar- 
zearage of interest and taxes to the com- 

ny to the amount of $24,500. Notwith- 
atanding my protests and appeals, the com- 

ny, in November last, commenced fore- 
closure proceedings, and caused the appoint- 
ing of a receiver.

PROF. C. W. A. HERRMANN DEAD, 


One of the Oldest Mineralogists in the 
Country Passes Away in His 
Ninety-seventh Year. 


Prof. Charles Wilhelm August Herrmann, 
one of the oldest mineralogists in America, 
and known among fellow -scientists through- 
out the country, died at 9 o’clock Monday 
morning at his home, 240 East Fifty-second 
Street, in his ninety-seventh year. He suf- 
fered from no disease, save a touch of 
rheumatism, and his death was due to the 
infirmities of age, from which he had been 
failing for the last .wo years. 

Prof. Herrmann claimed the distinction 
of being the pioneer mineralogist in this 
country, and stones which he brought with 
him to America are now found in many 
well-known collections. He was born July 
8, 1801, on the estates of Baron Richthofen 
at Altwasser, Silesia, Germany. His father, 


Cc. W. A. Herrmann, was supervisor of the 
estates and had the Baron’s twenty-six 
farms in his charge. Young Herrmann was 
educated at the University of Breslau, and 
turned his attention to the study of stones 
with such good effect that, after his grad- 
uation, he became Professor of Mineralogy 
at the university. He left his chair some 
years later to study at Mecklenberg, and 
then returned to Breslau, where he opened 
a shop for the purpose of trading in shells 
and minerals. He married, when he was 
about thirty-five years old, Miss Johanna 
Schmoeker, the daughter of a Wittenberg 
hotel keeper. 

Prof. Herrmann came to this country in 
1853, and brought with him the collection of 
minerals which he always believed to be 
the first imported into America. He resumed 
his business of trading, in this city, open- 
ing a place at Broadway and Houston 
Streets. This was the only pursuit in which 
he ever engaged after that time. He made 
three trips to Germany to collect new 
stones, and sold most of them to American 
universities and private collectors. A tre- 
mendous fossil, the petrified skeleton of a 
prehistoric saurian, which is now the prop- 
erty of the College of the City of New York, 
was one that he imported from Bavaria. 
Gome of the choicest stones in the mineral 
collection of the late millionaire, Robert 
L. Stuart, now at the Lenox Library, were 
secured from Prof. Herrmann. 

In 1857, at the exhibit of the American 
Institute in the Crystal Palace, on the pres- 
ent site of Bryant Park, Prof. Herrmann 
received the competitive medal for the best 
display of mineral specimens and cabinets 
of minerals for schools. George J. King, 
the mineral expert, and Prof. C, F. Chand- 
ler, of Columbia University, were among 
his old friends. 

Prof. Herrmann was not only well versed 
in the history of stones, but a man of wide 
reading and a linguist, speaking German, 
French, English and Polish, He was a 
man of striking and venerable appearance. 
He was assisted in his work by his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. F. W. Schaake, of Lawrence, 
Mass., where he formerly lived. His wife 
died twenty-five or thirty years ago. Two 
other daughters, Mrs. Mary Bouché and 
Mrs. Enol Nolden, who made their home 
with Prof. Herrmann, survive him. The 
fureral will be at the house at one o’clock 
this afternoon, the Rev. Edward F. Mol- 
dehnke, pastor of St. Peter’s Lutheran 
Church, officiating. The burial will be in 
the Lutheran Cemetery of Brooklyn. 


Peterson Convicted of Murder. 


John O. Peterson was yesterday convict- 
ed of murder in the second degree, in the 
Kings County Court House, for shooting 
Matthew Henry Pole and Mrs. Leonard 


Faulkner March 15 last. Peterson boarded 
at Mrs. Faulkner’s house, 303 Schermer- 
horn Street, Brooklyn, and was jealous of 
her.

Chicago Street Railway Suits—Claims 
of Charles Austin Bates of New 
York Were Dismissed. 


CHICAGO, IIL, June 22.—Three suits 
against the General Electric Railway Com- 
pany were dismissed by stipulation in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day as the 
result, it is said, of the company’s grants 
having passed into the possession of the 
Chicago City Railway Company. 

The principal suit was brought by Charles 
Austin Bates of New York, who sought in- 
junction to preyent the company and Lu- 
cius Clark and others from disposing of 
20,000 shares which Bates averred were his 
property. ; . 

Through the same agreement, it is said, 
Judge Ball signed the final order which 
closes the litigation arising from the trans- 
fer of the lease on all the property and 
franchises to the Metropolitan Traction 
Company.

Proceeding Against Missouri Railways 


ST. LOUIS, June 22.—The State Board of 
Equalization at Jefferson City to-day or- 
dered the Attorney Genera] to begin pro- 


ceedings at once against tne street rail- 
ways of the State to compel them to make 
full returns to the board, so that it could 
assess them. The Legislature passed such 
a law, but the street railway men say that 
they make returns to the city, and that is 
sufficient; that they will refuse to make a 
return to the State. There are twenty-nine 
street railroad companies against which the 
board will proceed, fifteen of which are in 
St. Louis, four in Kansas City, and ten in 
different towns of the State. 


The Elgin, Joliet and Eastern. 


JOLIET, Ill., June 22.—The rumored pur- 
chase of the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern Belt 
Line by the. Illinois Steel Company is un- 


doubtedly nearing a focus. During the last 
few weeks Officials representing the latter 
company and experts on railroad matters 
have made frequent trips over the line. Yes- 
terday and to-day another large party was 
out on a tour. The Elgin, Joliet and East- 
ern, it is understood, has placed its price 
at $10,000,000, and there is an option at this 
figure, but when it expires is not known 
outside of those in the deal. 


The Pennsylvahia Orders Box Cars. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has ordered the 
construction of 1,500 box cars of 80,000 
pounds’ carrying capacity each. Of this 


number 500 will be built at the company’s 
shops at Altoona, 600 by Murray, Dougal & 
Co. of Milton, and 400 by the Jackson & 
Woodin Manufacturing Company of Ber- 
wick, Penn. These cars will be the largest: 
box cars built for the company, the maxi- 
mum capacity of such cars heretofore being 
60,000 pounds. . 


Transcontinental Competition. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The members of the 
Western Passenger Association decided to- 
day to send to the Inter-State Commerce 


Commission a petition asking for the sus- 
pension of the “long and short haul” 
clause for two weeks in order that the 
American lines might find some way to 
meet the competition of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad in transcontinental business. 


Texas Suit Against a Railroad. 


DALLAS, Texas, June 22.—Suit has been 
filed in the Twenty-sixth District Court at 
Austin by Attorney General Crane against 
the International and Great Northern Rail- 


road for $166,400 damages for non-compli- 
ance with the laws of Texas which require 
the presence of brakemen on passenger 
trains. The suit was brought on charges 
that, since May 1, 1898, up to the present 
time, the road thas been violating the law. 


Railroad Earnings in Michigan. 


LANSING, Mich., June 22.—Railroad earn- 
ings in Michigan are making a remarkable 


increase this year. Commissioner Wes- 
selius reported to-day that the total earn- 
ings for March were $2,730,319, an increase 
of $482,,544 over March of last year. The 
aggregate earnings to April 1 were $7,021,- 
648. This is an increase of $1,132,030, or 
19.21 per cent. over the same period of 1897. 


Railroad Notes, 


A short line of railroad connecting Great 
Neck with Port Washington, L. L, has been 
completed by the Long Island Railroad, and 
will be opened to-day with some formali- 
ties. President Baldwin with other officers 
of the road and a number of distinguished 
guests will make, the first trip over the new 
road in a special train. 


The ten-cent fare of the Culver Route 
from the foot of Whitehall Street, by way 
of Thirty-ninth Street, Brooklyn, the ex- 
press trains, which run through without 
stops, and the service generally, which is 
excellent, appeal to those who wish to make 
quick time, and travel part of the way by 
water, to Coney Island. 

During 1897 the Long Island Railroad 
Company conducted a series of experiments 
with a view to using oil for doing awav 
with the dust nuisance, and, having found 
it a satisfactory method, will use it this 
year wherever necessary. This modern 
method of subduing dust, aided by 200 miles 
of cinder ballast laid since last Summer, 
will very much increase the comfort and 
pleasure of travel on Long Island. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Col. Robert E. A, Crofton. 


Col. Robert EB. A. Crofton, a retired officer 
of the army, died yesterday in Washington, 
aged about sixty-three years. He was ap- 
pointed to the army from Delaware at the 
outbreak of the civil war, and was a brave 


and brilliant officer. After the war he was 
stationed principally in the West. The rail- 
road riots at Chicago occurred during his 
administration at Fort Sheridan, and he 
took a prominent part in thei suppression. 
Later he was Myvolved in troubles at the 
Fort Sheridan post. 

While the Fifteenth Infantry was _ sta- 
tioned at the fort, Capt. Albert Hedberg 
was killed by First Lieut. J. A. Maney in 
front of the cavalry barracks. The affair 
was the outcome, so it was said, of atten- 
tions paid to Mrs. Hedberg by Lieut. Maney, 
who openly professed his admiration for 
her. Col, Crofton was instrumental in se- 
curing Maney’s acquittal. 

In August, 1895, Col. Crofton was struck 
in the face as a result of a quarrel with 
Lieut. Blandon C. Welch for his failure to 
explain some little matter of ‘“ honor.” 
Welch was arrested, but finally was re- 
leased. 

Oct. 4, 1895, Lieut. S. S. Pague, Company 
F, Fifteenth Infantry, fired three shots at 
Col. Crofton. Two bullets pierced the Colo- 
nel’s coat and the third went into the 
ground, Pague had been drinking the day 
before and had ‘been confined in the post 
hospital. On the day of the shooting Lieut. 
Pague is said to have found Col. Crofton 
talking with Mrs. Pague. A court-martial 
which lasted a week decided that Pague 
was irresponsible and recommended that he 
be confined to an asylum. 

Col. Crofton was retired Feb. 4, 1897. 


The Rev. Dr. David D. Demarest. 


The Rev. David D. Demarest, D. D., LL. 
D., died Tuesday night at his home, New 


Brunswick, N. J. He was Professor of Hom- 
iletics in the Theological Seminary at New 
Brunswick. The Rev. Dr. Demarest was 
born in Oradell, Bergen County, N. J., on 
July 30, 1819. He was graduated from Rut- 
gers College in 1837. Then he entered the 
seminary attached to the college and was 
ordained a minister in 1840. He was in- 
stalled as pastor of the Reformed Church 
in Flatbush, L. IL, and remained there from 
1841 to December, 1843. In 1852 he became 
pastor of the Second Reformed Church of 
Hudson, N. Y., and remained there until 
1865, when he resigned and a short time 
afterward became a professor in the semi- 
nary at New Brunswick, continuing there 
until his death. He was a Trustee of Rut- 
gers College, having been elected in 1858. 
He was a well-known writer and contrib- 
uted to a number of religious books,

David M. Demarest of the firm of Demar- 
est & Jeroleman, twine and netting, this 
city, died last night at his home in Plain- 


field. Pneumonia was the cause of death. 
Mr. Demarest was born at Pompton, New

He removed from New 
York to Plainfield twenty-two years ago. 
He was for a long time President of the 
chong | Savings Bank of New York, and 
also for many years a director of the Ho- 
boken Savings Bank.

The undersigned Committee, at the request of holders of a large amount of the securities, 
has been for a long time past engaged in an examination of the affairs of The Baltimore and 
Ohio System and the relative value and earning capacity of the various lines comprised there- 
in, with a view to formulating a ‘plan of reorganization therefor which should fairly recog- 
nize the rights of all security holders, and at the same time bring the fixed charges of the re- 
organized Company safely within the net earning capacity of the system. Much time and at- 
tention have been devoted to acquiring full and accurate information as to all details, including 
a careful examination of the Company’s accounts for the period of nine years and six months, 
made by Mr. Stephen Little on behalf of the Committee. The aim of the Committee has been 
to formulate a plan for the reorganization of the system which should accomplish the follow- 
ing results: 

(a) The reduction of the fixed charges to @ limit safely within the net earming capacity 
of the reorganized properties; 

(b) Adequate capital for present and future requirements; 

(c) The payment of floating debt and provision for existing car-trust obligations; 

(d) The preservation of the integrity of the system as far as the same can be eco- 
nomically and advantageously accomplished and such control of the reorganized Company 
as shall secure a satisfactory management of the property for a period of years. 

Having these objects in view, a plan has been prepared and Messrs. Speyer & Co., and 
Messrs. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., of New York, and Messrs. Speyer Brothers, of London, have been 
selected by the Committee to act as Reorganigation Managers to carry out the plan. 

Messrs. Louis Fitzgerald, Henry Budge, Edward R. Bacon, and William A. Read have 
been appointed an Advisory Committee to continue and complete the work of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, and to consult and co-operate with the Reorganigation Managers. Any 
vacancy in the Advisory Committee occasioned by death, resignation, or otherwise may be 
filled by the joint action of the Reorganization Managers and of the remaining members of 
the Advisory Committee. 

The undersigned recommend the prompt acceptance of the plan, believing that its con- 
summation wil. result to the best interests of all security holders, and will place this im- 
portant property upon a sound and conservative basis.

Two or three conspicuous stocks showed 
marked weakness yesterday. At one time 
it looked as if the whole list might get a 
substantial set-back under the influence of 
their declines. But inactivity rather than 
declines resulted. Sugar Trust and Balti- 
more and vaio were the two conspicuously 
weak features, 

Sugar Trust fell about 3 points, and re- 
covered on transactions equal- 
ing @ third of the total business in all the 
rest of the list, over 55,000 shares being 
traded in. For some time past Wall Street 
has been full of bear rumors touching Sugar 
Trust affairs, and half a dozen old scare- 
crows have been trotted to the front again, 
till now a consequential short interest has 
been created in the stock, along with pre- 
dictions that the price is about to break 
back to par. The price of stock is down 
about a dozen points within a week or s0, 
and throughout their decline there has 
seemed to be continued inside buying by 
interests identified with important matters. 

The Baltimore and Ohio decline extended 
to nearly 4 points. On the day before yes- 
terday Baltimore and Ohio stock was at 
20, and traders were booming it on inside 
information which they professed to have of 
the reorganization plan’s details. Yester- 
day the stock was down to about 15, clos- 
ing with a rally of a point, the reorganiza- 
tion plan being officially issued. A heavy 
assessment is put upon the stock, and yes- 
terday’s decline could not be considered il- 
logical. But the market fluctuations of Bal- 
timore and Ohio common stock can hardly 
be taken as a basis on which to judge the 
financial scheme for a great property’s re- 
juvenation. That scheme is comprehensive. 
It has been carefully arranged. Financiers 
of international influence are identified 
with it. Worked out successfully, this re- 
organization will establish a property which 
ought to be superior to what the old Balti- 
more and Ohio was at its best.

An event to which the Stock Exchange 
gave little heed yesterday appeared in the 
action of Lake Shore Railroad Directors in 
declaring, in addition to the regular semi- 
annual 8 per cent. dividend, an extra divi- 
dend of one-half of 1 per cent. Significance 
attaches to this on more than one account. 
It certifies to the fact that not mere words, 
but assured substance, is in the popular sen- 
timent that we are in prosperous times, for 
the railway earnings which warrant extra 
dividends are but a fair reflex of general 
business conditions In this particular in- 
stance of the Lake Shore, it can be stated 
that the fat surplus net earnings which pro- 
vide this extra dividend are made in the 
face of over $1,000,000 spent by the company 
for betterments at Buffalo and in Chicago, 
and charged directly into current operating 
expenses, Exhibits like this are better 
than all manner of wordiness.

Wall Street yesterday gave close attention 
to the reorganization plan officially issued 
for the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany by Messrs. Speyer Brothers of London,- 
Speyer & Co. of New York, and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. of New York. 

In detail the scheme provides for the issue 
of the following new securities: Prior lien 
3% per cent. gold bonds, $70,000,000; first 
mortgage 4 per cent. gold bonds, $63,000,- 
000; 4 per cent, non-cumulative preferred 
stock, $40,000,000; common stock, $35,000,000.

Following is a summary officially revised 


for THe New YORK Times, showing the 
financial rearrangement of Baltimore and 


Ohio’s affairs: 

“The prior lien* bonds ara secured by a 
mortgage lien upon the lines of road be- 
tween Baltimore and the Ohio River at 
Pittsburg, Wheeling, and Parkersburg, and 
also upon the company’s equipment of all 
kinds, valued at $22,000,000. 

“The first mortgage bonds are a first lien 
on the Philadelphia division, Baltimore Belt

TAXING THE CUSTOMER. 


Yesterday’s vote by the Governors of the 
Stock Exchange to levy wnolly upon cus- 
tomers the two-dollar Government tax on 
stock transactions will surprise the rank 
and file of the Stock Exchange, a large ma- 
jority of whom will not approve of the 
stringent ruling which provides severe pen- 
alties for evasion. Commission brokers gen- 
erally apprehend that the imposition of an 
extra charge upon customers will have the 
result of restricting business. The average 
outside customer already feels that he pays 
quite amply for brokerage service, the 
charge of one-eighth of 1 per cent. upon 
the par value of securities (12.50 on each 
purchase or sale of 100 shares) running into 
big figures quickly. To add $2 to the pres- 
ent charge is, so most brokers calculate, 
hardly likely to induce extra activity. 

Customers paid the tax and a somewhat 
bigger one during the war of the rebellion. 
But brokerage commission charges then 
were only half what they are now. 


IN THE IRON TRADE. 


Reviewing trade conditions, The Iron Age, 
leading iron trade authority, will say to-day: 


“While encouraging reports continue to 
come from the West, where conditions are 
exceptionally favorable, the business in the 
iron trade in the country as a whole is not 
moving in the right direction. While there 
are exceptions, the == statement may 
be made that old orders are being disposed 
of at a faster rate than they are being re- 
placed by new work. In some branches ca- 
pacity has been sngagee for so far ahead 
that this tendency is viewed with indiffer- 
ence. In others makers are willing to run 
at a slackened rate during the hottest 
months, But wth due allowance for these 
facts, it must be admitted that a feeling of 
uneasiness is creep) into the trade. 

“More mercurial than other branches of 
the industry, the pig iron trade is exhibit- 
ing this tendency more than others. The 
markets in foundry iron have weakened, 
and cheerfulness is regarded as proof of 
rare histrionic powers. It is a marvel how 
the industry is bearing the strain of low 
values, 

“Some emphasis has been placed upon the 
improvement in the statistical situation in 
the foundry iron trade which will follow the 
diversion into the steel trade of a good deal 
of tonnage by the building of the open 
hearth plant of the Tennessee Company at 
Birmingham. Since it will take at least ten 
months to put that important plant into op- 
eration, this seems like looking pretty far 
into the future. Besides there is a good deal 
of idle furnace capacity in Alabama, and by 
that time, too, we may find some of the 
Bessemer furnaces of the Central West 
switching into new lines, 

“ What is practically a dead-lock contin- 
ues between some of the large steel works 
and the outside makers of Bessemer pig in 
the Central West. The latter adhere to 
their position and are following out their 
iy of keeping output in bounds by blow- 
ng out. Perhaps the most powerful incen- 
tive to close adherence to established prices 
is the conviction that this is the last op- 
portunity for the outside Bessemer fur- 
naces to make some money in that branch. 
When the two leading buyers of Bessemer 
pig in the Central West have completed 
the blast furnace plants which they are now 
erecting the present independent capacity 
will be in excess of probable requirements 
in the future, They may turn to basic pig 
or swell the ranks of makers of foundry 
fron, with cheap off-Bessemer lake ores as 
the basis of their business. 

“The steel market has been very dull. It 
looks as though we were in the prelimi- 
nary stages of the negotiations for the 
supplies for the largest single consuming 
interest. The quantities needed are large, 
even though the dull season is approaching 
in the particular branch affected. While it 
is understood that the current contracts for 
material expire at no distant date, the buy- 
ers are holding aloof in order to tire the 
producers. Some of these, however, are 
claimed to be in an excellent position, be- 
cause they are turning their metal into 
other channels in which they are busy. It 
is believed that the market will continue 
very dull until this line of large contracts is 
finally placed. 

“There has rarely been a time when so 
many rumors were afloat in the iron trade 
as there are now. They seem to indicate 
that some important developments may be 
shaping, but it is pretty clear that only 
preliminary work is being done and that 
nothing definite can be expected for some 
time to come. One of the reports current is 
that a further concentration of wire inter- 
ests is arrived at. 

“In the metal trade spelter continues the 
star performer. It is understood that some 
shipments to Europe have been stopped, 
and that this has been diverted back into 
home consumptive channels. With the wire 
trade entering upon its dull season the 
range of values recently attained inspires 
little confidence.”’ 


PEOPLE’S GAS LITIGATION. 
Chicago dispatches received’ yesterday in 
Wall Street told of the following develop- 
ments in the People’s Gas litigation: 


“The attorneys of Livingston, in his suit 
against the People’s Gas Light and Coke 
Company, have amended the bill so as to 
ask that the mortgage for $40,000,000, issued 
by the consolidated company, be vacated 
so far as the individual gas companies—the 
People’s, the a Gas Light and Coke 
Company, and the Equitable Company—are 
concerned. A further amendment will be 
made asking that, under the decision of the 
Supreme Court made last Monday in the 
case of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany and the Lake Street Elevated Rail- 
way, the Central Trust Company of New 
York and the Fidelity Trust Company of 
Philadelphia be removed as trustees on the 
ground that they have not complied with the 
State law and are consequently, under the 
Supreme Court decision just made, not en- 
titled to aet as trustees in this State. The 
application for an injunction, covering the 
payment of the next dividend, is now under 
advisement by the Court. So also is the ap- 
plication for reteivers of the three individ- 
ual companies, in which Livingston is in- 
terested.”’

One of the most encouraging signs of the 
resumption of the industrial development 
of the South, which has been arrested in a 
measure since the financial panic of 1893, is 
the assured success of the movement which 
has been in progress for some time to es- 
tablish an important steel-producing con- 
cern at Ensley, Ala., a short distance from 
Birmingham, and in the centre of the iron 
district. The strong financial support which 
the project has received removes all doubt 
of the speedy realization of the plans of 
its promoters, and it has pecome evident 
that the plant can be completed and put 
in operation none too soon, since a profit- 
able market for its product is already as- 
sured 

An organization was effected a short time 
ago under the name of the Alabama Steel 
and Shipbuilding Company, and Moore & 
of this city, were engaged 
as financial agents. It was decided to is- 
sue $1,100,000 of 6 per cent. bonds, $440,000 
of 6 per cent. preferred stock, and $50,000 
of common stock, the bonds and preferred 
stock being guaranteed by the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company. The sub- 
scribers to the bonds receive a bonus of 
40 per cent. in preferred stock, Which ab- 
sorbs the issue of the latter.

The plant which is to be ereeted by the 
company will have a capacity of 1,000 tons 
of steel per day, and no doubt exists that 
the product will tind a ready market. 
Among various projects under discussion 1s 
one for the erection of a wire rod mill near 
the steel plant, which will absérb 300 tons 
of steel per day. A customer for 250 tons 
per day is likely to be found in a company 
which proposes to manufacture ship plates 
for export. One of the principal features of 
the business, however, will be the manu- 
facture of steel rails, aud the men inter- 
ested in the undertaking are confident that 
at the current’ market price of $18 a ton 
they will receive a large margin of profit 
upon this branch of the new industry. 


Company, 


Col. A. M. Shook of Nashville, Tenn., 
general manager of the Tennessee Coal, 
Tron and Railroad Company, which is the 


guarantor of the bonds of the Alabama 
Steel and Shipbuilding Company, is at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. When seen there yes- 
terday he spoke enthusiastically of the new 
enterprise, which, in his opinion and that 
of many others, is to mark the beginning 
of a new period of growth for the indus- 
tries of the Southern States. 
Plans of the Concern, 

He gave the following outline of the un- 
dertaking: 

“The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company has just completed negotiations in 
this city that will result in building a large 
steel plant at Ensley, Ala., six miles west 
of Birmingham, and adjacent to the Ensley 


furnace plant of this company. The plant 
will consist of an open-hearth steel works, 
containing ten Wellman rolling open-hearth 
furnaces of the latest type, each furnace 
having a capacity of at least fifty tons of 
ingots* per melt, the total capacity of the 
lant being not less than 1,000 tons every 
wenty-four hours. 

“The furnaces will be arranged in a sub- 
etantial steel building, equipped with suit- 
able electric cranes. The melting ‘house will 
be provided with the most improved Well- 
man electric charging machine, and the in- 
gots will be cast direct on cars, and pass 
directly from the melting house to a strip- 
per, and from the stripper house direct to 
the ingot heating furnaces In the mill, the 
game as in the ordinary Bessemer practice. 
Parallel to the open-hearth plant will be a 
gas producing plant of ample capacity to 
provide for the melting and heating fur- 
naces. 

‘‘In the rolling mill there will be provided, 
first, the blooming mill, with a proper com- 
plement of heating furnaces. In this mill 
will be produced a full line of sizes of slabs 
and blooms. From this mill the blooms or 
slabs will pass direct to the shears. If they 
are intended to be shipped in the rough 
state, they will be carried direct from the 
shears by a conveyor to the shipping yard, 
or if they are intended to be worked fur- 
ther, they will pass to the proper finishing 
rolls. A continuous billet mill will be pro- 
vided, to which a four-inch bloom will pass 
direct from the shears and be rolled with 
its initial heat to any size that may be re- 
quired, to 1% inch square. A rail mill will 
be provided, to which the blooms will be 
taken direct from the blooming mill and fin- 
ished into any section of rail that may be 
desired. 


Reheating Furnaces, 


“Provision will be made for suitable in- 
termediate reheating furnaces, which can 
be used if necessary. It is probable that the 
rails will be finished in lengths of at least 
160 feet, which can be sawed to any desired 
length. Proper hot and cold beds and a fin- 


ishing house for the rails will be provided, 
besides conveyors and storage room for 
blooms and billets. Most of the tables and 
small machinery will be driven by electric 
motors, and a complete electric and hy- 
draulic power plant will be provided, to- 
gether with an ample steam plant for the 
work to be done. It is probable that there 
will be a liquid iron mixer of at least 300 
tons’ capacity, which will be situated very 
close to the open-hearth furnaces. 

“The location is particularly adapted for 
the purpose for which it is intended. The 
plant will draw its pig irdn, its coal, its 
ores, its limestone, and its dolomite frqgm 
the propert:’ of our company without freight 
charge on any of the raw materials. As the 
main line of the Tennessee Company’s rail- 
road, over which the raw materials will be 
delivered, will form the west boundary line 
of the steel plant, it will possess relatively 
the same advantage in delivering its prod- 
ucts as the tracks of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad, the Southern Railroad, 
the Queen and Crescent, and the Kansas 
City Railroad form the east boundary, so 
that the products can be delivered to any 
of these lines at the works. 

“While the capacity of our company is 
75,000 tons per month, its present production 
of pig iron is approximately 50,000 tons per 
month, which is about 20 per cent of the 
entire product of non-Bessemer pig iron in 
the United States. If one-half of this is 
converted into steel, it will produce a very 
large vacuum in the present current supply 
of forge and foundry iron, which will much 
more than compensate for the present ex- 
cess of production over consumption. There- 
fore the benefits to the producers of non- 
Bessemer iron will be more marked and 
general than is supposed. For this reason 
the entire trade in non-Bessemer iron will 
be favorably affected by this movement of 
the Tennessee company. Of course, this 
company expects to derive large benefits 
from the increased profits which it will ob- 
tain from its steel products, but it will 
also be benefited largely by the elimination 
of one-half of the competition with its pres- 
ent output. 


Markets Already Found. 


“The matter of markets has rapidly and 
practically adjusted itself, even before the 
plant is commenced. The inquiries for soft 
steel from various sources have been so 
numerous, and in such large quantities, that 
they practically assure a market for the 
entire output, even if the plant were run- 
ning at its full capacity to-day, without 
considering the foreign market, for which 
the new company will have He ed ad- 
vantages, because of the proximity of its 
works to tide water. In fact, no other com- 

in the United States is so favorably 
situated for the export trade except that at 


row’s Point. 
OR The very rapid expansion of the use of 





open-hearth steel is not only continuing, 
but is likely to increase, for the reason that 
the improved American methods that have 
been and are being adopted are bringing the 
relative cost of the manufacture of open 
hearth and Bessemer nearly to the same 
point. When the questions of quality and 
product and adaptability to various uses are 
considered, it cannot be questioned that this 
increase in the demand for open-hearth 
steel will continue for some time come. 

‘** With the fact established that it is prac- 
tical to use direct metal in the open-hearth 
— the large item of difference in cost 

tween acid Bessemer: and basic open- 
hearth steel will be almost removed, if not 
entirely, since the question of time in the 
conversion, which has been one of the large 
elements going to make up the difference 
in cost, will be largely eliminated. With 
the use of direct metal it will be entirely 
feasible to get three or four heats per day 
from each furnace, whereas in the past the 
peactioe has been to get nine to twelve 

eats per week. The effect of this will be 
to increase the product of each furnace from 
50 to 100 per cent., with more than a cor- 
responding reduction in the cost, consider- 
ing that ‘time is money.’ 


A Modern Plant. 


“In the construction of this plant all the 
modern improvements that are known to 
be of value will be adopted, so that, when 
it is completed, no plant in this country will 
have superior facilities for economical pro- 
duction. While this is true, it is not con- 
templated that any experiments or un- 


known or untried methods shall be attempt- 
ed. There will be, however, one feature in 
connection with the plant that will be of 
interest to all the manufacturers in the 
country. It is intended to supplement the 
Supply of producer gas with 3, ,000 cubic 
feet daily of coke oven gas, which will be 
obtained as a by-product from the Semet-

“It is not contemplated at the outset to 
attempt to make a variety of shapes, but 
the products will be. confined largely to bil- 
lets down to one-and-an-eighth-inch slabs, 
tin plate bars, and rails. e question of 
the manufacture of rails of open-hearth 
Steel has been removed from the list of ex- 
periments for many years, and while it is 
true that a very small percentage of the 
open-hearth steel manufactured in this 
country has gone into rails, for the reason 
that consumers would accept a rail made 
of Bessemer steel, because it could be pro- 
duced much cheaper than one of open- 
hearth steel, no other reason has existed 
or does exist in favor of Bessemer steel. 
“On the other hand, it is universally ad- 
mitted that a better rail can be made from 
open-hearth steel, for the reason that you 
not only control with the open-hearth 
process the amount of carbon with the 
same facility that you do with the Besse- 
mer process, but you are also able to re- 
duce your phosphorus to any desired limit. 
The large railroad systems of the country 
are stipulating .06 as the maximum phos- 
phorus limit. The Bessemer producer can 
only reach this result by careful selection 
of his raw materials, whereas the open- 
hearth producer can carry his phosphorus 
down to .04, and even lower if required. 
“The Wellman-Seaver Engineering Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, have been engaged 
as the engineers and metallurgists for this 
plant, and will have charge of the construc- 
tion of the works.”’ 


LEGAL NOTES. 








AN INGENIOUS FRAUD.—In a suit brought 
by Lewis Abrams, in the Ninth District 
Court, against Thomas C. Platt, as Presi- 
dent of the United States Express Company, 
for the value of goods claimed to have been 
received by the company for transporta- 
tion, the only question was whether the 
property was ever so received by the com- 
pany. The plaintiff showed he was a regu- 
lar customer of the company, and had been 
supplied by it with a cara intended to be 
placed outside of his store as notice to the 
company that he required its’ services, 
whenever such was the case. He received 
also a book containing shipping receipts in 
blank, in printed form: with the company’s 
name and the conditions upon which the 
goods would be received and carried. On 
April 14, 1897, the plaintiff having a ship- 
ment to make, exhibited this card, and ap- 
parently in response to the call, a man en- 
tered his store, received the package from 


the shipping clerk, signed one of the re- 
ceipts, and took the goods away. te had 
a shield on his cap inscribed with . name 


ef the company, and on the other side of 
the street was a yellow wagon on which 
the company’s name appeared. The clerk, 
however, did not see the man come from 
the wagon or return to it, nor did he ob- 
serve what the man did after he left the 
store with the goods. He did not know 
the man, and did not remember whether 
he had seen him before. The defendant of- 
fered proof tending to show that it never 
received or transported the goods, and that 
on the day in question the only men who 
covered the route were four of their steady 
men, none of whom bore the name signed 
to the receipt, nor was a person of that 
name in the employ of the company. The 
Appellate Term of the Supreme Court re- 
versed judgment given below in favor of 
the plaintiff, holding, by Presiding Justice 
Beekman, that taking the evidence as a 
whole, the plaintiff had not established a 
delivery to the company. “The alleged 
agent was an utter stranger to the plaint- 
iff,’ the Presiding Justice said, ‘‘and had 
never before assumed to act for the de- 
fendant. He had, it is true, a badge upon 
his cap with defendant’s name upon it, but 
there is nothing in the case from which 
the slightest inference can be drawn that 
he received it from the defendant, and there 
is no proof either that the wagon belonged 
to the defendant, or was under its control, 
or that the alleged agent came from it or 
returned to it. * * * The plaintiff was un- 
doubtedly the victim of an ingenious fraud, 
but that is his misfortune, for which the 
defendant is in no way legally responsible.’’ 
*,* 

TRUST FOR BENEFIT OF GRANTOR.—Will- 
iam D. Barnes, in October, 1883, while he 
was out of debt, conveyed real estate to a 
trustee in trust, ‘reserving to himself the 
beneficial interest in the said property for 
life, subject to the necessary expenses of 
the said trustee, with remainder over and 


with full power of sale in said trustee.” 
Henry W. Taft, the trustee, accepted his 
trust and took possesion of the property. 
Afterward, Barnes became indebted to 
Belle S. Schenck, who brought an action in 
Brooklyn to collect her claim out of the 
property so conveyed in trust. The Court, 
at Special Term, sustained a demurrer to 
the complaint, but a reversal was directed 
by the Second Appellate Division, and that 
decision has been affirmed by the Court of 
Appeais. That tribunal holds, in an opinion 
by Judge Bartlett, which is concurred in by 
Judges Haight, Martin, Vann, and Gray, 
that a party cannot, by conveying his prop- 
erty in trust, reserving to himself the in- 
come during life with remainder over, place 
his beneficial interest beyond the reach of 
creditors. Notwithstanding the life benefi- 
ciary was solvent and free from debt at the 
time he created the trust, the interest in the 
estate which he had reserved to himself 
was subject to judgment upon a debt he in- 
curred subsequent to the execution of the 
trust. Chief Judge Parker gave a dissent- 
ing opinion, holding that the Legislature, in 
Sections 1,871 and 1,879 of the Code, had es- 
tablished the law applicable to the case ad- 
versely to the holding of the court. Judge 
O’Brien concurred with the Chief Judge. 
*,* 

INSPECTION BY A JURY IN A CAPITAL CASE 
OF THE SCENE OF THE CRIME.—The decision 
of the Court of Appeals, announced two 
weeks ago, affirming the conviction of Mar- 
tin Thorn for the murder of William Gul- 
densuppe, at Woodside, Queens County, on 
the 25th of June last year, is devoted main- 
ly to the consideration of the question 


whether it was not an error to permit the 
jury to view the premises where the crime 
was committed, in the absence of the de- 
fendant. The permission by the Court to 
the jury to inspect the place where the 
homicide was committed was made at the 
request of the defendant’s counsel, who 
waived the right of the defendant and of 
himself to go with the jury. The decision 
of the Court, by Judge Haight, that it was 
not such an error as to necessitate a new 
trial, was concurred in by Chief Judge 
Parker and Judges Gray, Martin, and Vann. 
The Court held that the presence of the de- 
fendant upon such inspection might be 
waived by his counsel, as it was not a part 
of the trial, or the taking of evidence. His 
absence, therefore, was not a violation of 
Section 356 of the Code of Criminal Proced- 
ure, or of the Constitution, or Bill of 
Rights, requiring that the accused shall be 
personally present at the trial and shall be 
confronted with the witnesses against him. 
Judge O’Brien, in his dissenting opinion, 
which was concurred in by Judge Bartlett, 
held that it was the settled law of this 
State that a person on trial for a capital 
offense can do nothing to prejudice his 
legal rights or to procure his own convic- 
tion, and that therefore the conviction in 
the case was not in conformity with the 
law of the land. 





Called to a New York Church. 


The Rev. Edgar Tilton, Jr., who for the 
past seven years has been pastor of the 
First Reformed Church in Jamaica, has 
accepted a call to the First Collegiate Re- 
formed Church, in Harlem, Manhattan, to 
take effect at the end of August.

RAPID TRANSIT AFFAIRS. 


The Board to Adopt Mr. Gould’s Plan 
for a Conference of Lawyers on 


the West Street Franchise. 


The Board of Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers will meet this afternoon to consider the 
latest communication from George J. Gould, 
President of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany, with reference to the West Street 
franchise. It ts understood that Mr. Gould’s 
suggestion of a conference will be adopted 
and that the board will designate A. B. 
Boardman, one of its counsel, together with 
Commissioner George L. Rives, who is the 
only lawyer among its members, and Secre- 
tary Lewis L. Delafield, to meet the Man- 
hattan Company’s lawyers, ex-Judge John 
F. Dillon, and Charles A. Gardiner. Ed- 


ward M. Shepard, who is associated with 
Mr. Boardman as counsel to the board, is 
out of the city, and will not be present at 
the conference, which, it is said, probably 
will be held to-morrow. At this conference 
there will be a full discussion of all the 
questions in controversy between the board 
and the company except that of rentals. 

Mr. Delafield said yesterday that Mr. 
Gould’s letter to Mr. Orr, accepting with 
slight modifications most of the conditions 
proposed by the board, was considered the 
most conciliatory communication yet re- 
ceived from that source. ‘‘ As far as I can 
see now,” he added, ‘‘ there is no question 
between the Rapid Transit Board and the 
Manhattan Company which need prevent an 
agreement, providing, of course, satisfact- 
ory terms can be made on the subject of 
rentals, which will not be considered until 
the other points are disposed of. The de- 
termination of the rate to be paid to the 
city for the West Street franchise will de- 
pend largely upon what the company pur- 
poses to do with reference to the construc- 
tion of othér lines, as it is well under- 
stood that some lines would be more prof- 
itable than others, and should be made to 
pay a larger rental.”’ 

It is intimated that some, and perhaps a 
majority, of the members of the Rapid 
Transit Board are disposed to waive two 
conditions of the proposed franchise to 
which the Manhattan Company objects, 
namely, that the board shall have the right 
to intervene in litigation for the acquisition 
of the right of way, ard that the Manhat- 
tan Company shail give a pledge not to op- 
pose the board's urdergrovnd railroad plan. 
As to the former proposition, it is said 
that the board would have the right of in- 
tervention in proper cases under the general 
powers conferred upon it by law, without 
any express provision of contract, and as 
to the latter it is doubted if an agreement 
binding the policy of the Manhattan Com- 
pany upon matters not connected with the 
franchise would be enforceable. 


JUDGMENT FOR UNITED STATES. 


North American Commercial Company 
Must Pay Its Rentals and Royulties. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Circuit Court, has entered the judg- 
ment of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of the United States against the 
North American Commercial Company for 
rentals and royalties and the revenue tax 
provided in the lease secured by the com- 
pany from the Government in 1890, and de- 


creed that the United States recover from 
the company $76,687.50, with interest from 
April 1, 1895, amounting in all to $96,127.78. 
The lease gave the company the exclusive 
sealing privileges of the Pribylov Island for 
twenty years, allowing it to take 100,000 
seals a year, with a royalty of $7,62% on 
each skin and a revenue tax of $2 a skin, 
besides a rental of $60,000 a year. © 

The Government notified the company, 
after the agreement with Great Britain for 
the protection of the seal herd in_1893, that 
the annual take must not exceed 7,500 head. 
Since then the company has refused to pay 
the stipulated rental or to make any other 
payment. The Government brought three 
suits to recover, and in 1896 was awarded 
a verdict. The case was appealed, and 
Judge Lacombe’s decree is the result. The 
company has agreed to settle the other two 
suits on the same basis. 


A SUSPICIOUS DEATH. 





Sergt. Stuart of the 5th U. S. Artillery 
Dies in the Hear of a Saloon. 


Sergt. Edgar Stuart of the Fifth United 
States Artillery, stationed at Fort Hamilton, 
died suddenly, under suspicious circum- 
stances, in the rear of a saloon at 95 Sixth 
Avenue, yesterday morning. Stuart had 
finished writing a ncte, on the back of a 
lenve-of-absence note, telling that he was 


tired of living, and declaring himself a slave 
to drink. The note, which was not ad- 
dressed to any one, bade good-bye to those 
for whom it was evidently intended, and 
directad that the body of the writer be 
taken to For: Hamilton. When it had been 
written, Stuart fell from his chair, uncon- 
scious. The barkeeper summoned an am- 
bulance, but when the ambulance attend- 
ants arrived they pronounced the man dead, 
and stated that death was due to heart 
disease. The body was taken to the Charles 
Street Police Station, where, from papers 
found in the cloth.nrg, the dead man’s 
identity was discovered. 

Stuart came to the Sixth Avenue Hotel, 
over the saloon, on Saturday, and registered 
as J. R. Johns, United States Army. He 
told the proprietor he had just arrived from 
Tampa, charged with the duty of placing 
the big guns at Forts Hamilton and Wads- 
worth. Among the letters found on him 
was 2ne from his sister Alice, whose ad- 
dress was not given, in which the writer 
upbraided him for having neglected his 
wite.

WAR REVENUE STAMP TAX 


Stock Exchange Members Not Ai- 
lowed to Assume the Burden 
from Customers. 











GOVERNING COMMITTEE ACTS 


Small Dealers Grumble and Those Who 
Buy and Sell in Large Amounts 
Protest Vigorously Against 
the Assessments. 








The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange passed this resolution last even- 
ing: 

That in the judgment of the Governing Com- 
mittee, any member of the Exchange who, by 
agreement or otherwise, directly or indirectly, 
assumes or bears for his own account, or relieves 
his principal of any part of the stamp taxes i1m- 
posed by the act of Congress passed June 15, 
1898, upon any sales or agreements for the sale 
of any stocks sold, or egreed to be sold, for ac- 
count of such principal, is guilty of a violation 
of Article 43 of the Exchange, relating to com- 
missions. 


The Governors also indorsed this ruling by 
the Committee of Securities: 

On and after July 1, 1898, ail deliveries for 
sales of stocks must ke accompanied by a sales 
ticket, stamped in accordance with the United 
States tax law, whetner the delivery be made by 
Clearing House delivery ticket or by certificate 
of stock. 

This action by the Governors had evi- 
dently been canvassed an decided on before 
the meeting, which lasted less than three- 
quarters of an hour. It is an iron-clad rul- 
ing that the customer must pay the war 
tax of 2 cents on every $100 of face value 
on sales of stock and that no subterfuge 
nor collusion will be countenanced. The 
hinging of the first resolution on Article 
43 of the Stock Exchange constitution evi- 
dences the intention of the Governors to 
submit to no trifling. The article is the 
most clean cut, rigid, and uncompromising 
of all the laws of the Exchange. 


Words of Various Sections. 


Section 1, dealing with. commissions, says: 


Such commissions * * * sball be at the rates 
fereinafter named, and such rates shall be in 
each case the iowest commission that may be 
chirgea vy any men.ber or the Exchange, and 
shall be absolutely net, and free, from all, or 
any, rebatement, return, discount, or allowar™e 
in any shape or manner whatsoever, or by any 
method or arrangement, direct or indirect, and 
no bonus, percentage, or portion of the com- 
mission so established shall be given, paid, or 
allowed, directly or indirectly to any clerk or 
person for business sought or procured for any 
member of the. Exchange. 


Section 5 says: 


Any member offering to do business at less 
than the foregoing rates violates this article, and 
is subject to the penalty for so doing. 


The penalties for violations of Article 
XLIII. are: For the first offense, suspen- 
sion for from one to five years; for the 
second offense, expulsion, and the member- 
ship of the party expelled to be disposed of 


forthwith by the Committee on Admissions. 

Wall Street brokers had largely during 
the day discounted the action of the Gov- 
ernors. It was generally expected that they 
would interpret the law so as to secure 
uniformity of method in dealings, and it 
was predicted that their ruling would guide 
banks and financial institutions. 

The “small fry,’’ who deal in a hundred 
shares in a transaction, and who are not 
constant speculators, grumbled over the im- 
position of $2 for every 100-share deal, but 
were not clamorous against the war impost. 


Big Dealers Protest. 


The loudest outcry and protest came from 
the big dealers, whose transactions amount 
to thousands of shares daily. As a rule 
they contended that they are the men who 
“make the market.’’ They hoped the Gov- 
ernors would find a way to force the brok- 
ers, who they consider are generously re- 
warded with one-eighth of 1 per cent., or 
$12.50 a hundred shares, to charge the 
tax as office expenses or what not. That 
the brokers will heed the action of the 
Governors no one doubted. Many of them 
will do as the big operators wish, or, at 
least split the tax. 

None of the Governors would talk for 
publication last night, but several said that 
in their ruling they followed a precedent 
established in the civil war. Then the cus- 
tomer, not the broker, paid the tax.

tthe broker’s commission of $12.50, the Gov- 
ernment tax of $2, and the memorandum 
tax of 10 cents, or $14.60. If he desired his 
money in a gens oe Sem or draft 
he must pay $2, m ng 0. 

To buy the St. Paul stock $10,000 is bor- 
rowed and if on a promissory note, the 
buyer would pay $2 and interest. If the 
stock or its equivalent was deposited as 
security for a call loan the cost of borrow- 
ing $10,000 would be $4.50, if the money 
was borrowed for only twenty-four hours, 
Added to this would be $12.50 commission 
and interest, and in case of the transfer of 
the stock to the buyer, another tax of $5 
would have to be paid. 

In such a series of transactions the cost 
of transferring the 100 shares from one 
investor to another might therefore be 
$28.60, equal to a decline of more than 
three-eighths. 

The Clearing House Committee has not 
yet made a ruling in regard to call loans 
which it is variously contended should and 
should not be taxed 2 cents per $100 as 
promissory notes. Members of the commit- 
tee, as individuals and officers of banks, are 
taking legal advice on the subject. The 
plan most favored is a general power of 
attorney or form of contract to supersede 
collateral notes. Such a contract would 
be subject to tax, but there would be only 
one tax, while in the case of call loans 
the tax in many instances would be im- 
posed daily. 

President Perkins of the Importers and 
Traders’ Bank recalled the method in vogue 
during the civil war. Then a bank could

QUESTIONS ABOUT STAMP TAX. 


Differences of Opinion Regarding the 
Scope of the Term “ Medicinal 
Proprietary Articles.” 


Collector Treat of the Second Internal 
Revenue District, in this city, expects to 
receive authority from Washington to-day 
to appoint an additional force of Inspectors. 
These new men will be appointed for tem- 
porary service, as were the extra Inspectors 
in the Third District under the special pro- 
visions of the war revenue law, and they 
will be assigned to the task of obtaining 
inventories of the taxable stocks held in 
store by retail beer and ale dealers. 

Internal revenue officers have been in- 
structed to inform dealers in tobacco and 
snuff that two, three, and four ounce pack- 
ages of tobacco and snuff are not author- 
ized, and to instruct manufacturers to dis- 
continue the use of such packages. Further- 
more, manufacturers will not be allowed to 
remove from the factory any tobacco, snuff, 


cigars, or cigarettes which are not properly 
Stamped under the new law. Any persons 
having possession of unaffixed stamps is- 
sued unuer the old law for the payment of 








| 


tne tax on tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, and | 


snuff, are invited by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to promptly return them 
to the Collector of the district in which 
they do*business; the Collector in such cases 
is authorized to receive them at the price 
paid for such stamps by the purchaser and 
issue in lieu thereof new or imprinted 
stamps at the rate provided by the new law. 

Many inquiries have been made at the 
offices of the internal revenue collectors in 
this cily regarding the meaning 2f the 
phrase ‘“‘medicinal proprietary articles.”’ 
There are several hundred different articles 
known in the wholesale drug trade as ‘‘pro- 
prietary’’ goods, and the proprietors of some 
of these articles contend that they are not 
affected by the provisions of the new luw. 
Any question that may be raised of this 
character will first go to the Commissioner 
of internal Revenue in Washington 
for decision, and if his decision fails 
to satisfy both parties tne question may 
be taken into the United States courts. 
Meantime the local internal revenue officers 
will endeavor to collect the new stamp tax 
on ali goods that come within this compre- 
hensive definition in Schedule B: 

All medicinal preparations or compositions 
whatsoever, made and sold, or removed ior sale, 
by any person or persons whatever, wherein the 
person making or preparing the same has, or 
claims to have, any private formula, secret, or 
iy art for tne making or preparing the same, 
or has or claims to have any exclus:ve right or 
title to the making or preparing the same, or 
which are prepared, uttered, vended, or exposed 
for sale under any letters patent, or trade mark, 
or which if prepared by any formula, published 
or unpublished, are held out or recommended to 
the pub ic by the makers, venders, or proprietors 
thereof as proprietary medicines, or medicinal 
proprietary articles or preparations, or as reme- 
dies or specifics for any disease, diseases, or af- 
fection whatever afiecting the human or animal 
body. 

Chief Deputy Collector Sparks of the 
Third Internal Revenue District said that 
he considered that perfumery and cosmetics 
came within the taxable scope of proprie- 
tary articles. Manufacturers of various wide- 
ly advertised specifics which are claimed 
to be food products rather than medicinal 
preparations have declared that they will 
not apply for the new tax stamps, as they 
do not consider that the new law applies 
to their products. Some of the proprietors 
-of strictly medicinal proprietary goods say 
that they will take steps to have this ques- 
tion judicially determined. 

A large number of written applications for 
supplies of the tax stamps which the new 
law requires to be affixed to various docu- 
ments on and after July 1 have been filed 
at the Third District Internal Revenue 
Office. These applications each call for from 
5,000 to 20,000 stamps of different grades, 
and the applicants desire them “ before 
July 1 1f possible.’’” The New York internal 
revenue officers are still in the dark as to 
just when they will receive the new stamps. 


STAMP TAX ON INSURANCE. 


Marine Underwriters Say It Is Im- 
practicable as Now Levied. 


A special meeting of the Institute of 
American Mar.ne Underwriters was heid 
yesterday to consider the insurance section 
of the Revenue act and its alleged imprac- 
ticability in so far as it affects the marine 
insurance companies. The main point of 
difficulty that marine underwriters labor 
under is that, at the time of effecting in- 
surance and issuing a policy, the exact 
amount of premium due under the same is 
not, and cannot in many cases, be known 


until the voyage is completed and the route 
and name of sieamer ascertained. 

It was said that 90 per cent. of all the 
merchandise, exported from the United 
States, is done through a bill of lading 
from the interior and is insured from the 
usual point of shipment, at which time the 
policy is made out. As at this time the ex- 
act route and steamer are unknown, the 
rate must be left open until the goods go 
forward, and yet a policy is required by 
the banker before he issues letters of credit. 

One of the underwriters said after the 
meeting: ‘‘ The Government requires that a 
stamp based on the premium must be fixed 
upon the policy when issued, which is prac- 
tically impossible. If certificates and poli- 
cies cannot be legally obtained otherwise, 
this trade, which so directly affects all pro- 
ducers, will be aes A simple al- 
teration of the method of collecting the 
tax will remove all this difficulty and insure 
to the Government a full return of the tax 
imposed by the act.” 

Herbert L. Satterlee of Ward, Hayden & 
Satterlee has gone to Washington as the 
legal representative of the companies to 
see what can be done to remedy the existing 
difficulties. 


TROUBLE ABOUT THE STAMPS. 


Possible the Treasury Department Will 
Decide to Use Postage Stamps 
for a Short Time. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Every possible 
effort is being made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to put into operation on July 1 
the adhesive-stamp tax section of the War 
Revenue act. It is not thought possible, 
however, to have stamps on sale in all parts 
of the country on that date. 

About 750,000 stamps were shipped to 
the Pacific Coast to-day, and other ship- 
ments will follow in rapid succession. The 
stamps will be sent to Collectors of Internal 
Revenue, and by them distributed to the 


deputies. National banks in each town will 
receive telegraphic requests to handle the 
stamps for the benefit of the public until 
other arrangements can be made for their 
distribution. The low rate of discount, 1 
per cent., allowed to persons purchasing 
stamps in quantities of $100, it is believed, 
will operate to make it difficult to secure a 
sufficient number of local agencies to sup- 
ply the public needs, but special appeals 
will be made, and the hope is expressed 
that there will be found in every community 
@ sufficient number of public-spirited citi-

zens to undertake to handle the stamps 
without proper compensation. 

The Attorney General takes a less serious 
view than some of the other officials of the 
action of the Senate Finance Committee in 
declining to recommend the extension to 
July 15 of the time when the adhesive stamp 
tax shall go into effect. Any failure to 
affix stamps to commercial and other paper 
subject to a tax, it is said, could be reme- 
died by a compliance with the law at any 
time, and even should the matter be brought 
into court it is doubted if the courts could 
impose the penalty where there was not 
shown an intent to defraud the Govern- 
ment of its revenues. 

If the stamp required was not procurable 
at the time the instrument was drawn, the 
Government, and not the individual, it is 
said, would be responsible. It is also stated 
that unstamped paper would be perfectly 
good as between individuals, and not until 
the matter was brought into court could 
any question be raised as to its validity. 

In view of the doubt existing as to the 
possibility of getting a sufficient quantity 
of stamps to Far Western points in time for 
use July 1, Secretary Gage had under con- 
sideration to-day the question of using post- 
age stamps of certain denomination with 
the letters ‘I. R.’’ imprinted thereon. The 
Postmaster General has been questioned on 
the subject, and he has advised the depart- 
ment that’he can furnish such number of 
stamps as may be required as a temporary 
expedient. The plan has not yet been fully 
matured, but Secretary Gage is inclined to 
the opinion that this course will be neces- 
sary. 


NEW JERSEY LIQUOR DEALERS. 


Retail Men Talk of Establishing a Co- 
operative Company to Manu- 





facture Beer. 


ORANGE, N., J., June 22.—Seventy repre- 
sentatives Of forty-three local liquor deal- 
ers’ associations throughout New Jersey, 
which have a membership of more than 
4,000, met in executive session in Orange this 
afternoon and adopted resotutions denounc- 
ing the action of the brewers in asking the 
retailers to pay $1 a barrel more for beer, 


on account of the war tax. Retailers were 
asked not to buy beer of the brewers who 
are demanding the additional tax. 

It was said at the meeting that twenty- 
five retailers, most of whom are from Hud- 
son County, have pledged themselves to 
subscribe from $5,000 to $10,000 for stock 
in a co-operative company to be organized 
to oppose the brewers’ poo]. Every retailer 
who subscribes for stock in the co-operative 
scheme to the amount of $100 or more will 
get beer at cost price. 

Options have already been secured on two 
or more breweries in Essex and Hudson 
counties, and unless the big brewers recede 
from their position in demanding that the 
retailers pay the war tax, operations will 
be begun at once. Representatives of the 
large brewers seen to-day declared that the 
co-operative scheme was merely a ‘“‘bluff’’ 
and that the retailers could do nothing, as 
the public would demand certain brews, 
which can only be secured from the brewers 
én the pool. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR BONDS. 


The Amount Asked for Yesterday Es- 
timated at $125,000. 


The subscriptions to the war bonds of 
$500 and less at the Sub-Treasury yester- 
day did not, it was estimated without offi- 
cial information, exceed $125,000. Assistant 


United States Treasurer Jordan continues 
to deny even a hint to those who inquire 
about the progress of the subscription, and 
he has warned his subordinates to secrecy. 

That the receipt numbers were jumped 
to 4,000 was evident yesterday by receipts 
which bore numbers which, had the order 
of issue been maintained, should have been 
given out last week. 








GAS MAINS IN WESTCHESTER. 


Temporary Injunction Against the 


Northern Union Gas 
Has Been Dissolved. 


The temporary injunction obtained by 
Jchn F. Ghee, a taxpayer, restraining the 
Northern Union Gas Company from laying 
gas mains in Main Street, Westchester, on 
the ground that the defendant company 
was working under a charter of the North- 
ern Gaslight Company, which had the right 
to lay mains only in the Village of Will- 
iamsburg, was dissolved yesterday by Jus- 


tice Pryor in the Supreme Court. Ghee 
alleged that James P. Keating, Commis- 
sioner of Highways, gave the defendant 
company a permit to open the streets in 
Westchester, which is now a part of New 
York City, and had promised the company 
a franchise. Both these acts were claimed 
to be illegal. The defendant claimed that 
it had entered into a contract to supply the 
city with gas in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards, and that the work 
was done under the supervision of the Com- 
— of Highways, and was perfectly 
egal. 

Justice Pryor says that under the char- 
ter of the defendant company it possesses 
the franchise to open the streets in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
and denies the motion to continue the in- 
a pending the final determination of 
the suit.

The Annual Exhibition of the Work 
of the Pupils Very Creditable. 


The annual exhibition of the work of the 
Hebrew Technical Institute pupils took 
place yesterday afternoon and evening at 
the institute, 36 Stuyvesant Street. The 
principal exhibits were the work of the 
senior class, every member of which has 
done well enough to graduate. The gradu- 
ation exercises will take place this evening 
at Cooper Union. There were many visit- 
ors at yesterday’s exhibit and interesting 


things for them to see. The electrical de- 
pa*tment was especially striking. The ap- 
pliances made by the boys are thoroughly 
practical, and include a bichromate battery, 
various induction coils, a galvanometer, a 
burglar alarm, models of an Edison dynamo 
used for making prints in porcelain plates, 
which are covered with filings, and many 
other sorts of apparatus. 

The metal work department, where the 
machines were found in use with the young 
workmen at them, was aiso attractive. In 
the patterning room a number of ingenious 
models are turned out, all of them serving 
a practical purpose. The wood-carving de- 
partment, with specimens of Ionic pilaster 
capitals, newel post heads, and other pieces 
of carving turned out by the boys, shows 
the excellence of their training in free hand 
work. The free hand drawing and the me- 
chanical drawing rooms were full of inter- 
esting displays, and a number of copy books 
in various departments were on view, each 
a pattern of neatness. In the patterning 
room each member of the sraduating class 
makes a tool chest out of materials given 
him, and this he takes with him when he 
leaves the school. ‘If he receives & prine, as 
many of this year’s graduates will do, he 
has a chance to fill it with tools. :

DROWNED IN THE NORTH RIVER. 


Frank Frappinger Lost His Life in 
Yesterday’s Squall—The Boat Cap- 
sized—Four Companions Saved. 


A small, fifteen-foot flat-bottomed rowboat 
was capsized off Seventy-seventh Street in 
the North River by the squall which struck 
the city between 4 and 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and one of the five occupants of 
the little barge was drowned. The dead 
man is Frank Frappinger, nineteen years of 
age, employed as a hillboy by the Belt Line 


Railroad at Tenth Avenue and Thirty-sec- 
ond Street, and living at 554 West Fifty- 
second Street. His companions were Joseph 
Mitchell of 489 West Thirty-second Street, 
Nicholas Carr of 444 West Thirty-ninth 
Street, John Herlihy of 444 West Thirty- 
second Street, and Benjamin Brady of 3716 
Tenth Avenue. 

Frappinger owned the boat. He quit 
work at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, came 
home and had luncheon, and told _ his 
mother that he intended to take a sail, and 
had invited some friends to go with him. 
His mother spoke of the threatening storm 
and asked him to defer the trip, but he 
laughingly replied that he ‘“* would not mind 
a ducking, and guessed he could swim.” 

The four men met him by appointment 
and the party got away without incident. 
The boat carried a small sail. This was 
hoisted as they left Highty-sixth Street, 
where the boat was moored. The men were 
opposite Seventy-seventh Street when the 
squall] struck them. Instantly the frail craft 
went over and all were thrown into the wa- 
ter. Herlihy and Brady managed to get on 
the bottom of the overturned boat, but the 
others, who were strong swimmers, put in to 
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the shore. The tide was strong and carried 
them down stream. When about fifty feet 
from the shore Carr and Mitchell heard 


Frappinger cry for help. Both were too ex- 
hausted to go to his aid, and before help 
could put out from the shore the unfortu- 
nate man had sunk. Men grappled for the 
body and it was recovered about 6 o’clock 
and taken to the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station, and later, home. Mitchell and Carr 
made the shore in safety and went home, 
A tug bound down picked up Brady and 
Herlihy and took them along down the 
river. 

When Frappinger’s body was found It was 
noticed that he had heavy shoes and stilb 
wore his coat Had he been without coat 
and shoes, like his companions, he would in 
all probability have made the shore in safes 
ty. He was considered a good swimmer, 
The young man’s father is employed in the 
Customs Department. 


Bu rglars Steal Silverware, 


Early Tuesday morning burglars entered 
the house of George L. Betts, the stenog- 


rapher and consulting clerk in the Appele 
late Division of the Supreme Court in Brooke 
lyn, who lives at 891A McDonough Street, 


The thieves, who had to climb over several 


fences in order to reach Mr. Betts’s yard, 
carried off silverware valued at more than 
$200. They entered the house by wrenching 
an iron bar from one of the basement win- 
dows. The burglars leisurely ransacked 
the lower part of the house, 
atrip bare Mr. Betts’s larder. 
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
